Skunks in the Culvert 


I was amused by the story of the boy 
trapped in the culvert with the skunk 
{‘“‘This Happened to Me,” October], be- 
cause something worse happened to 
me when I was about 14, out in north- 
ern Minnesota. 

After World War I, crops failed, and 
the winters were long and cold and 
hungry for our family of 10. Our neigh- 
bors were getting $8 and $10 a skin for 
skunks, and though my father was al- 
ways afraid of the animals he and I set 
out to make some money for Christmas. 

About 4 in the afternoon we found a 
culvert with a path leading to water 
near by, and plenty of skunk smell. We 
poked at the skunks with a pole, but 
they wormed their way back into the 
darkness and we couldn’t make them go 
out the other end. Finally, in despera- 
tion, Father told me to go in feet first 
and kick them out. He’d shoot them in 
the head with our .22 rifle as they 
emerged. 

I was afraid of the skunks, but I 
was even more afraid to disobey my 
father, who weighed 200 pounds and 
had a temper. The culvert was so 
small I could not get in without lifting 
my hands over my shoulders, and I 
found it very hard to worm my way in. 
About 10 feet in, I began to gasp for 
air and became so panicky that I 
wiggled out again. Father was furi- 
ous and made me go back in. 

That culvert was about 30 feet long, 
and when I got about halfway through

) it a skunk worked its way up between 
my legs. Afraid 
there, I tried hard to stop it by squeez- 
ing my legs together.

It was getting dark now, and Father 
was panicky. He was sure there were 
15 or more skunks in the culvert— 
and I was sure I'd die next time I went 
into that pipe. I was exhausted and 
frightened, and my lungs were full of 
skunk scent. As I went in, I knocked 
my heavy shoes together to keep 
skunks from going up between my legs. 
They kept just ahead of my feet until 
they neared the end of the culvert, 
when they all bolted. Father shot two, 
clubbed one, and caught one by the tail 
as it ran by—getting a squirt in the 
eye that nearly blinded him. One more 
we caught in the grass, making five in 
all. 

It was now dark, and the culvert was 
full of fumes, but the skunks had 
plenty of ammunition left for the last 
|round-up. Mother vows she smelt us 
coming half a mile away. They burned 
all my clothes and made me sleep in 
the straw pile; I couldn’t come in the 
house for days. Then the money for 
the skins didn’t come in time for 
Christmas, and we had absolutely 
nothing. 

I never see a skunk or smell one on 
the highway without vividly reliving 
that horror. That experience has pre- 
pared me for life. In the ministry I 
| have to face many difficult and hopeless 
| problems, but I feel that a man can do 
|almost anything once he has gone 
| through a culvert as I did when a lad.

It 
was feeding when he shot it, and was 
fat and in fine condition, despite the 
fact that it had an estimated 150 feet 
of heavy-gauge, galvanized, telegraph 
or electric-fence wire wrapped and 
woven around its head and antlers so 
that it’s a wonder the animal survived. 
I’m sending you a picture of myself 
with the head. We didn’t get one of 
Pepper with it. As the picture shows, 
the wire was wrapped around and 
around the base of the horns, and over 
and through the tip fork on either side. 
One ear was tied down flat by a strand, 
and a loop was wrapped around the 
lower jaw so tight it had cut into the 
flesh. There was another loop around 
the throat, but it had not pulled tight. 
As we figured it out, the elk had 
caught his antlers in the wire and had 
fought it for hours, backing away, 
twisting, rearing, tangling himself 
worse and worse. How he finally broke 
the stuff and got away is a mystery, 
unless it happened to be a long length 
lying loose on the ground. We couldn’t 
measure it accurately, but there was 
certainly not less than 50 yards of it. 
Apparently he had picked it up only 
a few weeks before hunting season, for 
the cut under his jaw was still raw.

Wynn Loses 


They say it’s news when a man bites 
a dog, so it must be news when a plain 
fisherman beats an expert at his own 
game. I take great pride in telling 
you that my son-in-law and I fished 
the same stretch of the Delaware as did 
your Wynn Davis, and we caught more 
fish than he and his pal. 

I was visiting my daughter in Clifton, 
N. J., last September, when Herb, my 
son-in-law, showed me Davis’s story 
“Float the Delaware for Surprises.” He 
wanted to take his auto-top boat to 
Lordville, N. Y., and float down the 
river as far as we could go in two 
days. I was all for it. 

We didn’t use any of the fancy tackle 
and lures Mr. Davis wrote about, just 
stone cats and hellgrammites and a few 
crawfish. (Mr. Davis should have done 
the same.) The river must have been 
much lower than when he floated it. We 
had a time getting over some of those 
shallows, Ill tell you, but we made 
them all with a lot of grunts and groans 
and strained muscles. And we caught 
some good bass. I landed one tnat 
weighed 5 lb. 4 oz., and five minutes 
later in the same spot Herb caugnt an- 
other almost as big. Those were the 
biggest ones, but we beat Mr. Davis’s 
catch all hollow. 

But we never would have taken that 
trip and seen that wonderful country if 
you hadn’t printed that story. Tell Mr. 
Davis for me that we have even better 
bass fishing up here in Vermont, and 
he should see the pike fishing. If he’s 
up this way next summer, I invite him 
to stop in. I'll show him my favorite 
places, if he’ll promise not to write 
them up in OUTDOOR LIFE for all to read 
and come running like they always do.

into an opening covered with smooth, 
flat snow. Easy tracking. But scarcely 
50 ft. out in the clearing the buck’s 
tracks vanished. They just weren't 
there. I looked around to see if he’d 
jumped.

By then I’d given up hope of ever see- 
ing him again. I never did, either. 
Surging around the foot of that hill was 
the Cedar River, then in flood. The 
tracks went straight down to the river's 
edge, and I could see where the buck 
had slid on his belly right into the drink. 
But that wasn’t the end of him. That 
deer didn’t die then—at least I’ll never 
believe he did. 

Four years later I had a casual talk 
with a stranger I met in a gun shop. 
We discovered that both of us often 
hunted the same territory in the Adiron- 
dacks. The stranger told me that the 
previous fall he’d shot a buck that had 
only three legs. ‘“‘Which leg was miss- 
ing?’’ I asked. “It was the left front 
leg,” he replied. “I even dug a piece of 
bullet out of his shoulder.” 

In my mind there will never be any 
question that the stranger’s prize was 
my elusive buck. It was interesting to 
learn that he had survived—by three 
years—my attempt to hang his rack on 
2 wall.—Con Southworth.

The big weak broke ranks and 
lunged forward until he hovered over 
the streamer. I gave the line a twitch.

He was a hard fish to tire, and my 
wrist was taking a beating. I was 
forced to switch my rod from one hand 
to the other three times before the fish 
weakened sufficiently for me to risk 
leading him in. I got him into water 
barely deep enough to float him, but 
when I started to close in he gave a 
convulsive leap and made a dash for 
the channel. It wasn’t much of a dash, 
though, and finally I had him in a posi-

tion where I slipped my fingers into his 
gills and lifted him out—a 7-pounder. 

I sat on the shells admiring my catch, 
and if anyone had come by right then 
he might have thought this was either 
the first or the largest spotted weak- 
fish I'd ever caught. It wasn’t. Five 
years before, while fishing from a boat 
with live shrimp and a stouter rod, I'd 
landed a weak a few ounces under 10 
lb. But this 7-pounder had fallen for 
a streamer fly presented on G-B-F line 
with a 514-oz. fly rod. 

Fishing for spotted weakfish is great 
sport. Sometimes called spotted sea

trout, the fish are as abundant as they 
are pugnacious, and in some areas they 
are the mainstay of light salt-water 
fishing. They are to southern waters 
what ordinary weakfish, or squeteague, 
are to northern. Though they’re found 
from New York to Texas, they are rare 
north of Virginia. But off Virginia 
and the Carolinas they’re in reason- 
ably good supply, and nearly all of 
coastal Florida offers them in quantity. 

Though weaks are year-round resi- 
dents of most southern waters, their 
movements follow a seasonal pattern. 
When winter chills the water some 
schools take to the deeper creeks and 
rivers where the fish often are caught 
in holes frequented by black bass. Other 
schools migrate to warmer waters 
farther south. But by early spring 
the returning schools, merging with 
the resident populations, prowl close 
to the surface where they become 
vulnerable to anglers who fish around 
jetties, bridges, causeways, and river 
mouths. Spring and early summer are 
the best times for catching spotted 
weakfish in accessible areas. 

With the coming of milder weather 
you don’t have to put yourself out much 
to tangle with the weaks that gather in 
backwaters. They’re no more trouble 
to stalk than are black bass up North. 
Camps are plentiful and easy to reach 
on nearly every river the fish are known 
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to visit, and skiffs and a wide variety 
of baits are available at reasonable 
rates. 

Artificial lures are becoming increas- 
ingly popular with anglers who fish 
these southern waters for spotted 
weaks. Bait-casting outfits of fresh- 
water size, used with plugs and spoons, 
were among the first to replace the 
live-bait rigs. More recently spinning 
tackle, with its wide variety of flashy 
lures of wobbling and revolving types, 
has made even deeper inroads into 
the old method of shrimping. And fly 
rods and the lures they handle so well 
are being used more and more. Anglers 
have discovered that these spotted 
torpedoes have a weakness for bright 
colors—yellows, oranges, reds, and 
some greens and blues. At times the 
fish also go for various bugs, some of 
them patterns which take bass con- 
sistently, but usually these lures have 
to be popped hard. 

I’ve learned that there’s no set rule 
for gauging the proper retrieving speed 
of a streamer fly being fished for 
weaks. Sometimes the fish will respond 
to nothing but the fastest retrieve you 
can make; other times they’ll ignore 
anything but a slow dribble. It’s 
usually necessary to experiment for a 
few minutes before finding out what 
mood the fish happen to be in at the 
time and place. 

Before you can do that, of course, 
you have to find the fish. There are 
several ways of doing it. When you’re 
fishing very clear water on bright days 


you often can spot them by a careful 
scrutiny of the territory with the aid 
of sunglasses, as I did from that pile 
of oyster shells. Weaks sometimes will 
betray their locations by making leaps 
and surface rolls and swirls, and now 
and then patches of milky-green water 
will tip you off to their whereabouts. 

But there are times when conditions 
prevent you from seeing either the fish 
or any sign of their activity. Then’s 
when to observe the rules of what I call 
watercraft. It’s nothing more than 
using common sense to make prevail- 
ing fishing conditions pay off, or, as 
one of my fishing buddies describes it, 
using fish sense. It’s easy once you 
get the hang of it. If you can row a 
skiff across a slough without going 
aground too often you'll soon learn hew 
to pick out areas where spotted weak- 
fish are most likely to be. 

When you’re rowing or poling a 
skiff in backwaters you keep a lookout 
for extremely shallow, unnavigable 
areas by observing the color of the 
water’s surface. Light-colored stretches 
are usually relatively deep. Fish these 
areas thoroughly, and don’t neglect the 
places where the lighter shades merge 
with the darker ones. 


Ws beds that grow close to the top 
give the surface the appearance of 
varying shades of green. The nearer 
to the top the weeds are, the darker the 
surface looks. Areas that are so 
shallow they seem to be very dark 
green or almost black usually are un- 
productive—unless the weaks happen 
to be chasing baitfish clear across 
them. In that case the weaks will give 
themselves away by the commotion 
they make. 

But don’t pass up darkish waters 
without giving them a close once-over. 
There may be potholes among them. 
These you can detect by noticeably 
lighter shades of surface greens which, 
in quiet weather, stand out like jewels. 
The lighter the surface the deeper the 
hole. 

When you come across potholes, pole 
yourself to within casting range of 
them. Don’t row, for the less disturb- 
ance you make the better. Weaks lurk 
in potholes waiting for currents, tides, 
and winds to bring food to them. Cast 
well beyond the potholes, and carefully 
guide your lure into them from which- 
ever direction the natural food is being 
delivered. That’s the direction the wait- 
ing weaks are facing. If the fish hap- 
pen to be large, and hence superwary, 
the appearance of what seems to be a 
choice morsel coming from a direction 
opposite to the water’s natural drift 
often will alert them to danger. 

Veteran southern anglers frequently 
talk about fishing the “edges.”’ By that 
they mean places where shallow water 
merges with deep and over which 
natural food passes. Just as in spot- 
ting potholes, the different shades of 
greens give clues to where these edges 
are. Weaks patrol the rims looking 
for grub. 

There’s another set of conditions 
which so affects the color of the water 
that, unless you’re wise to it, you might 
easily pass up some of the best weak- 





fishing you'll ever get. The conditions 
usually prevail in stretches where the 
water is of fairly consistent depth and 
where cloudy (not dirty) water joins 
with clear. 

In grounds frequented by spotted 
weakfish, cloudy water often is caused 
by the actions of deep-feeding fish. The 
fish are there because they’ve found 
that the movement of the water is 
pushing food into the area, and the 
vigor and destructiveness. of their feed- 
ing accounts for the water having a 
milky-green and even oily appearance. 

When you find such a spot you're 
chin-deep in luck. Aim for the clear 
fringes of the area, direct your casts 
upcurrent, uptide, or upwind, and guide 
your sunken lures into the cloudy patch. 
If you do it right, you'll have light- 
tackle fishing you’ve dreamed about.

Forest Service Turns 50 


his month the Forest Service has 

its 50th birthday. It was on Febru- 
ary 1, 1905, that the Service was cre- 
ated in its present form in the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture by the 
merging of the earlier Bureau of For- 
estry and the forestry division of the 
General Land Office. 

Activities of the Forest Service, 
aimed at maintaining and increasing 
the productivity of all forest lands in 
the country, include co-operation with 
the states and with private landowners, 
forest research, and stewardship of 
the national forests. 

It is in the last-named capacity that 
sportsmen come into most direct con- 
tact with the work of the Forest Serv- 
ice. The national forests are the home 
of nearly a third of the nation’s big- 
game animals; they contain 81,000 
miles of fishing streams and 2% mil- 
lion acres of lakes. In 1953 the national 
forests reported 35 million visits by 
persons seeking outdoor recreation.

MOVING DAY

Rare sheep, doomed in British Columbia, move back to 
Oregon, where they have been extinct for some 50 years

ese. They’re extinct in W. 


Lured within corral, the panicked animals race along the fence seeking to escape 
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game biologist, crept to his usual 

observation point in the early 
morning of Friday, November 5, 1954, 
and looked down on the three-acre cor- 
ral 700 yards away. Each morning for 
weeks he had done the same thing, al- 
ways hoping to see a worth-while num- 
ber of the almost extinct California 
bighorn sheep inside the paddock. 

So far they had simply milled around 
outside the nine-foot-high fence. But 
this morning it was different. A whole 
herd of the rare mountain sheep had 
strayed inside. Sugden did not hesi- 
tate. He pressed a plunger. Two light 
dynamite blasts freed ropes that were 
holding open the gates, and the sheep 
were trapped—trapped in an unprece- 
dented attempt to safeguard the future 
of their kind. 

These magnificent animals with their 
distinctive white rump patches were 
once numerous in Oregon, Washington, 
California, and British Columbia, but 
they were killed off or forced to retreat 
to make way for domestic cattle, and 
now only 1,000 or so are left. Split into 
at least 10 different bands, all in central 
British Columbia, they were thought to 
have little or no chance of survival, for 
ranchers have taken over the bottom 
lands which were once their winter 
range. (None of this applies to their 
cousins the Rocky Mountain bighorns, 
which are quite numerous and are not 
considered to be in any danger of ex- 
tinction. ) 

British Columbia Game Commission 
officials, casting around for a plan to 
save the threatened sheep, made in- 
quiries about the Hart Mountain Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge in southern Ore- 
gon. California bighorns hadn’t been 
seen in that region for perhaps 50 
years, yet now that it was a sanctuary 
and protection was assured, it might be 
just the place for them to thrive. 

So Oregon and British Columbia 
game administrators, working in close 
international harmony, and with the

blessing of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, decided to attempt the trans- 
fer—something entirely new in the his- 
tory of North American game manage- 
ment. The scheme caught the imagina- 
tion of wildlife people elsewhere, and 
federal financial aid under the Pittman- 
Robertson Act was forthcoming. 

The Canadian trap was built near 
the haunts of the largest known band 
of California bighorns, at the junction 
of the rugged Fraser and Chilcotin 
Rivers, in central British Columbia. 
Simultaneously a 35-acre holding pen, 
surrounded by a fenced 600-acre pas- 
ture, was erected on Hart Mountain. 
Predator-control teams were assigned 
to the new Oregon range, so that the 
sheep would have every possible chance 
for survival. 

Plans were also made to tag and 
weigh each animal, to measure its prog- 
ress while in the holding pen, and to 
supply special foods where required. 
Once properly acclimatized, the sheep 
would be free to roam their new 600- 
acre pasture. Later some would he 
trapped and liberated in other parts of 
the refuge, in the hope that they would 
ultimately spread over a wide area of 
Oregon. 

When Sugden pressed the plunger 
and lowered the boom on the bighorns 
in British Columbia last November, 
28 sheep were inside the corral—en- 
ticed there by a feast of cabbages after 
water, salt, food pellets, and other lures 
had failed. Now the wild sheep were on 
the inside looking out, but they hardly

Then 
Henry and a forestry patrolman, each 
nudging 200 pounds, helped subdue the 
battling bighorn, after a fight that 
earned him the nickname Hercules. 

When the truck pulled out, in charge 
of three Oregon Game Commission 
men, there were 11 ewes and 8 lambs 
to keep the sire ram company. During 
the 800-mile road trip the animals sim- 
ply stood, kneeling or lying down only 
when the truck made its infrequent 
stops. Thanks to the “suction cup” 
feet that enabled them to climb rugged 
mountain slopes the way they do, the 
rough going on side roads didn’t bother 
them at all. 

The transfer was safely made, and 
conservationists throughout the conti- 
nent will watch the outcome of the 
unique experiment with interest, for 
only Florida’s key deer and the whoop- 
ing crane are rarer than the California 
bighorn. If wishes and concerted ef- 
fort on both sides of the border are any 
indication, the 20 specimens will thrive 
in their new-old home, and their kind 
will be saved for posterity.

At 12,000 feet I find bulls 
still come big where Teddy 
Roosevelt and Buffalo Bill 
Cody hunted 50 years ago 











and for a moment I thought I was back in Tangaan- 

yika listening to the dawn roaring of a pride of lions. 
But in seconds my consciousness spun me back around the 
world. 

The interlaced branches of the trees above were not the 
thorn or fever trees of Africa, but American fir and spruce. 
The chattering brook and clean, resinous scent of the frosty 
mountain air told me I was in Wyoming. The hungry-lion 
noise was only the snoring of my amigo Fred Huntington, 
whose thunderous slumbering earlier in the night had driven 
me to leave our tent and seek sleep under the flaming early- 
October brilliance of those mountain stars. 

Fred, who owns a gun and die shop in Oroville, Calif., 
weighs 265 pounds and is a prodigious eater, as if I had to 
say. He’s also a gun nut and a nice guy. 

Now that his snores were softened by distance I could 
hear the wilderness around me. The brook talked to itself 
gently as it danced over its bed of stones and the softest of 


[= the middle of the night something awakened me 


gentle breezes sighed through the fir and spruce. Down- 
stream a lone coyote burst into a sudden ecstasy of shrill 
yips and barks, and on the other side of camp a hobbled 
horse groaned wearily between mouthfuls of grass. 

Then the elk opened up. First a little spike bull gave a 
whistle so thin and delicate that it might have been made by 
a bird. Then an old-timer hoarse and exigent with years 
bugled like a braying donkey. For a few minutes bulls were 
bugling all through that lofty pine-clad canyon. Quickly I 
learned to distinguish the bugles of individual bulls. One 
of them, a fellow who sounded as if he were not more than 
300 yards up the side of the canyon, made a noise like a 
burlesque comedian who’s been jabbed with a pin—weooow. 
As I listened, I could almost imagine him grabbing the seat 
of his pants and leaping into the air while the audience 
roared with laughter. I’ve heard elk bugle in many areas 
on Arizona’s Mogollon Plateau, in Wyoming’s Jackson 
Hole, in Idaho’s Selway and Salmon River countries; but 
never had I heard anything like the wilderness symphony in 
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Les Bowman races against cold, wind, and fading daylight to dress out the big bull 


that frosty, star-spangled night in the Wyoming Rockies 
outside of Cody. 

The elk were still bugling when I dropped off to sleep 
again. When I awakened the camp was gray with dawn 
and Les Bowman, our outfitter, was rattling the stove as he 
built a fire in the tent where Fred still slept. 

After a late start the day before, Les, Fred, and I had 
ridden into this camp at Cut Coulee from Les’s ranch down 
on the South Fork of the Shoshone, arriving in time to cook 
a hasty meal before we piled into bed. 

“There’s a spot I want you characters to see,’’ Les had 
told me—-“‘a series of basins above timberline, about 12,000 
feet. It’s been pretty warm and the elk have been hanging 
out in the timber, but now that it’s turned cool they may 
have gone up on the ridges again. If they have, we'll really 
see some elk; if they haven’t we'll have wasted a few days. 
At least it’s worth a gamble.”

The area off the South Fork has 
always been great elk country—and 
good bear, sheep, and grizzly coun- 
try too. Half a century ago, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt hunted there with 
Buffalo Bill Cody, for whom Cody, 
Wyo., was named. The site of their 
base camp lay about two miles from 
where we spent the night. 

Next morning we undertook to 
climb to those basins. They were 
about 3,500 feet above us over a 
rough, infrequently used, and almost 
vertical trail. As our heaving horses 
labored up, the air grew thinner and 
cooler and the trees more stunted. 
Finally our little cavalcade crawled 
laboriously over the last rockslide, 
then scrambled up a narrow trail 
by a big bluff. We were right at 
timberline now, at an _ elevation 
where that beautiful high-altitude 
tree, the whitebark pine, grows in 
open groves that look like gnarled 
and neglected orchards. 

In the Wyoming Rockies timber- 
line is about 11,000 feet above sea 
level and the ridge to which ‘ 
struggled was a bit above that. We 
dropped down to a dark draw, then 
on and up to a grassy ridge. Before 
us lay an enormous canyon with 
darkly timbered draws and long, 
narrow ridges golden brown with frost-cured grass. All 
around lay more bare ridges and beyond them jagged snow- 
capped peaks. 

As we got off our heaving horses to glass the country, we 
heard below us the thin, piping whistle of a young bull elk, 
and while we watched we saw a long-necked, tan-and- 
brown cow walk slowly across the open grass from one little 
tongue of purple timber to the next. 

The north wind was clean and cold and frosty, and it 
drove the cold right through my down jacket, through my 
wool shirt, through my longhandled underwear. It made 
my ears sting and my eyes water. 

“Tl tell you what,” Les said presently to Fred. ‘You 
stay up here on the ridge and watch. It’s about time for the 
elk to start coming out of the timber to graze, and you 
may see a nice one. Jack and I will look into some of the 
high basins farther on.”

And so we left Fred there on the ridge. We had not 
ridden far when Les pointed. On a grassy hillside just above 
a patch of old snow I could see four elk. All looked like 
cows, but when I put my 9 x 35 Bausch & Lomb binoculars 
on them I could see that one was a spike bull. To their 
left was a jagged, rocky outcrop which would bring us 
within 200 yards of them. We decided to climb it and look 
them over in case there was a good bull we hadn’t seen. 
But there wasn’t, so we left them untroubled. 

Beyond us was a peak rising from another ridge. Right 
then we must have been at least 12,000 feet above sea level 
and in a patch of the arctic there in Wyoming—snow and 
rockslides and dead grass and lichens. Except that the coun- 
try was dryer, even dusty in some spots, it looked much 
like the big basins in northern British Columbia where I 
had many times hunted the great mountain caribou. 

My sins and my years weighed heavily upon me as I 
labored in the thin air up this rocky ridge to look into the 
basin beyond, but when we got there the sight was worth 
our labors. In this mile-wide basin above timberline were 
about 50 elk—cows, calves, young bulls, great patriarchs 
with brown, massive, six-point antlers tipped with ivory. 
Since it was in the middle of the rut, each bull had his own 
harem. Apparently the question of which cow belonged to 
whom had been settled during the bloody, noisy battles of 
September, for now they mingled peacefully. Some of the 
big bulls were lying down. Others were grazing. Fven the 
younger bulls that had not collected cows seemed content 
simply to rest or eat. 

Hungrily I watched the big herd bulls as I lay there on 
my belly in the shale and slide rock. I could see four six- 
pointers in the basin. Any would make a fine trophy, but 
two of the heads were more massive, had longer points. 

Les punched me as I was looking them over. ‘“Let’s go 
back around this point,” he whispered, ‘“‘and come out on the 
ridge over there. We'll still be a long way from the best 
bulls, but we'll be a couple of hundred yards closer than 
we are now.” 

We edged down the slide and got aboard our weary 
horses, rode around the peak, and tied them to stones below 
the point we had planned to climb. Then we ran into more 
elk. We'd just left the horses when we saw a cow in a 
basin to our right that had been hidden until then. Cautious- 
ly we crawled around the hillside until we could look right 
into the basin. There we saw at least 15 other elk, among 
them a big six-pointer. 

Both of us glassed him for a moment, then Les turned 
to me. “What do you think?” he asked. 

“T’d like to get a closer look.” 


“All right, get as close as you want and glass him good. 
You probably know as much about elk heads as I do. I 
might want to get one of the big fellows in the first basin 
for myself, so I’ll wait up on top until I hear you shoot. 
Then I’ll open up.” 

Except for a few boulders on the hillside, there was no 
cover, so I left my camera and my binocular case on the 
grass. Then I strapped my rifle over my back, took my 
binoculars in hand, and crawled like a snake toward the 
little herd. Every time an elk looked my way I froze; 
when they all had their heads down I inched forward. Now 
and then I glassed the bull again. 


hen I got within 300 yards of him, I began to have my 

doubts about shooting him. His antlers had fine length, 
but the points were short and the head as a whole was 
light. Then, as if to help me get another look, he suddenly 
left the herd and trotted 100 yards or so toward me, then 
stopped by a scattered patch of the low evergreen shrubs 
the Canadians call shin-tangle. There he turned broadside 
and began to graze. I could tell then that I didn’t want him. 

So I snaked my way back for several hundred yards until 
I could get out of sight behind the ridge. As I started to 
climb up to meet Les I saw him coming down. 

“What's the matter?” he asked. “Afraid that bull will 
eat you if you shoot at him?” 

“More I saw of his head, the less I liked it,” I told him. 
“Antlers too thin.” 

When we got on top I found that the first elk we had 
seen were still undisturbed. I walked over to where I could 
look back at the basin I had just left. The thin-antlered 
bull was still grazing by the patch of shin-tangle. The wind 
continued bitter and chill. Above us a great eagle flapped 
his wings ponderously against the invisible air current in 
the polished blue sky, labored hard, got nowhere. 

Keeping pretty well concealed behind the rocks of our 
little peak, I dropped around to the left to find out if there 
were any elk I hadn’t seen from below. There were—behind 
a point that had hidden them from me when I was making 
the stalk. Half a dozen or so were cows, but with them was 
the finest bull I ever laid eyes on. I put the glass on him, 
and the more I looked the nicer he seemed. His massive 
six-point antlers were deep brown, tipped with ivory, wide 
of spread, and many-pointed. 

“See that guy below?’ I said to Les. “I take!” 

The great bull was about 300 yards away and below me, 
quartering slightly away. Since the elk were not alarmed 
and I had lots of time, I sat down, (continued on page 114)

Alaska coed tentatively bit into a chunk of dark, 

oily, slightly fish-flavored meat, chewed on it a mo- 
ment, then with a quick look around to see if anyone was 
watching, surreptitiously put it back on her plate. She was 
a guest at the annual game dinner held by students of 
wildlife management at the University of Alaska, where I 
was a graduate student. 

That evening she, along with over 50 other guests, sampled 
such delicacies as grizzly bear, porcupine, wolf, red fox, 
Dall sheep, mountain goat, ground squirrel, whale, walrus, 
and polar bear. It was the polur bear she found distasteful, 


()" October evening in 1952 a pretty University of 


and I didn’t appreciate her attitude; I’d gone to a lot of 
trouble to provide that meat for the dinner. In fact, it 
had taken me years to realize my ambition to bag one of 
the big white bears. And then, by heaven, what turned out 
to be a prize trophy nearly wound up in a dump! 

Stories of unspoiled wilderness, abounding in fur, game, 
and fish lured me to Alaska over 14 years ago from my 
home in Michigan. Each year since I’ve been here I have 
tried to pick trophy animals in killing game for my winter’s 
meat. I regard the Dall sheep and the polar bear as two of 
the most-desired trophies in the Territory. In the fall of 
1952 I kiiled my first polar bear and in the fall of 1953 I

killed a Dall sheep ram that looked from a distance like a 
real trophy. On measuring up, however, I found the horns 
broomed off, and the curl was a disappointing 36 inches. I 
think I can do better on my sheep head, and intend to get a 
ram of at least 40-inch curl before too long; I doubt serious- 
ly, though, if I’ll ever be fortunate enough to kill another 
polar bear anywhere near the size of my first one. 

My ambition to kill a trophy-size polar bear got its start 
in 1947 when I moved to Wales, a tiny Eskimo village on 
the extreme west coast of Alaska, directly opposite East 
Cape, Siberia, where I operated the U. S. Weather Bureau 
station for two and a half years. During the war, as an 
Army bomber pilot, I had learned the fundamentals of 
weather, and had attended classes in weather forecasting, 
which qualified me for the job at Wales. 

During my stay there I often hunted the near-by pack 


We both fired again, and I saw one bear 
collapse. Suddenly I became aware that 
bullets were splattering all around us 


ice for polar bears, but never had more than a fleeting 
glimpse of them. That made me want one even more. 

I left Wales in 1949 and moved inland to Fairbanks to 
further my education at the University of Alaska. I was 
out of the arctic, but my ambition to kill a big polar bear 
remained unchanged. 

My chance came in the summer of 1952, when I was 
in the Alaskan arctic getting information on the walrus for 
my master’s thesis in wildlife management. Naturally I 
took my .30/06 Model 70 Winchester on the many walrus- 
hunting trips I made with the Eskimos in their launches, or 
occasionally in their walrus-skin umiaks, hoping that I'd 
finally get a shot at a big polar bear. 

Starting the study at Wales, I followed the northward 
walrus migration all summer until, by fall, I was working 
out of Barrow Village, on the (continued on page 100)

the channel. I cut the motor, eased our respectable 

string of bass over the side, and began readying tackle 
for our departure. It had been fun, these last two days. 
We'd been fishing Dale Hollow Reservoir, that fabulous 
smallmouth lake on the Kentucky-Tennessee border. 

Ferd, in the bow, called out, “Looks as if someone’s in 
trouble at the dock—must have a motor overboard.”’ Intent 
on my own task, I didn’t look up, but I jumped with Ferd’s 
terse, “It’s fish.. Look at those bass!” 

It was fish—an almost unbelievable catch of smallmouth 
bass being lifted over the side of the dock. 

And so I first saw Billy Burns and was privileged to meet 
and know Kentucky’s top black-bass fisherman.

Once in a great while a new or unexploited body of water 
will flare into brilliance like a nova star—producing prize 
fish with regularity. And so it is with Dale Hollow, created 
when U.S. government engineers built a power and flood- 
control dam across the Obey River. Its deep, cool, clear 
waters seem ideally suited for smallmouths. It’s more than 
a guess to say that somewhere in Dale Hollow’s sparkling 
waters swims a new world-record smallmouth. In fact, 
that’s one reason that compels me to fish those waters 
so often. 

Wherever you find such fishing you'll hear tales of extraor- 
dinary fishermen. Many of the tales are untrue, of course, 
and many are apocryphal, yarns that you'll hear everywhere 
of things that never actually happened anywhere. 





Burns caught these eight smallmouth bass in a single day at Dale Hollow Reservoir. They average six pounds five ounces 


But the ones about Billy Burns are true. He has probably 
hooked and landed more really big bass than any fisherman 
ever to wet a line in Dale. On many different occasions 
Burns has brought in eight-fish strings of black bass aver- 
aging better than five pounds per fish. One such string, of 
smallmouths, averaged 6 pounds 5 ounces per bass. 

And on March 10, 1950, fishing only from noon until dark, 
off a point in the Jolly Creek area of Dale Hollow, Burns 
took seven bass weighing as follows: 8 pounds 8 ounces; 


The result of a brush-popping retrieve—a seven-pounder 


8 pounds 6 ounces; 8 pounds 4 ounces; 7 pounds 15 ounces; 
7 pounds 12 ounces; 7 pounds 10 ounces; 7 pounds 3 ounces 

a total weight of 55 pounds 10 ounces, or an average of 
7 pounds 15 ounces per fish. 

Billy Burns lives in Lexington, in the center of the famed 
Bluegrass area of Kentucky, a Mecca for bass fishermen. 
Here, about 1810, watchmaker George Snyder built the first 
multiplying casting reel. 

In this same general area E. H. Peckinpaugh developed 
the first cork-bodied bass bug; and most of those safe, ef- 
ficient, fishing boats on our Great Lakes of the South today 
are patterned after boats engineered by fishermen of the 
Bluegrass area. It’s a region steeped in the tradition of 
bass fishing, and Burns is giving that tradition a boost. 

He has the scientific approach. I asked him early in our 
acquaintanceship, “Billy, how come you catch so many more 
big bass than other fishermen do?” When he replied, “I 
fish for big fish,” I glanced at him, expecting a smile. He 
was dead serious, and later I came to know exactly what he 
meant. Burns is constantly experimenting to locate big 
bass and find out what will interest them. 

Take his Dale Hollow discovery, for instance. On one of 
Tennessee’s wonderfully promising days in late March, he 
and I were fishing Dale Hollow just after a cloudburst 
dumped five inches of rain in 24 hours and turned the lake 

usually crystal-clear—a definite saffron color. Only the 
jig fishermen were doing anything with the Hollow’s big 
bass. We weren't interested in jigging, so we decided to 
run the 20 miles to the headwaters of the lake and fish the 
Obey River itself for wall-eyes. As we fished through that 
lazy, early-spring day with the sun warming our backs, 
Billy started talking in his quiet, almost shy way about his 
first limit string of Dale Hollow’s lunker bass. 

Fishing alone—as he usually does when his college-age 
son, John, can’t get away to be with him—Billy was casting 
a point with a heavy, deep-running plug. To sink the wide- 
lipped plug even deeper, he was retrieving at an extremely 
rapid rate. All at once the plug hit an underwater tree 
stump, bounced up—and Billy was fast to a smallmouth 
which, when boated, weighed over six pounds. 

Billy anchored his boat and continued casting and re- 
trieving in the same fast manner, bumping the plug off the

life in India, where my father came 
as a young man with the British 
army.

understand how a pioneering planter 
might have felt that way. I was sit- 
ting in a jeep deep in the jungle be- 
tween the Nilgiris (blue hills) and the 
Billigirirungans (white-rock hills). I 
was happy and yet I wasn’t comfort- 
able, for I was going after bison in a 








13 or 14. For the past 20 years I’ve 
been in the Madras area, the hilly 
coastal province that tea and coffee 
planters share with elephants, bison, tigers, and bears. 

In describing this region, one of the early settlers wrote, 
“No articles of food, no roads, no police, no law, labor 
imported and often scared away by the solitariness of the 
place and an ill-defined fear of the unknown.” 

Looking around me now in the first light of dawn I could 
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rogue-elephant range and I’d broken 
my own hard-and-fast rule. 

A planter, one of the oldest and best, 
had let me have his jeep, his driver, and his shikari. And— 
at his insistence—I had also taken his gun. It was a 12-gauge 
Explora rifled for several inches at the muzzle end of its 
double barrels, a compromise designed to handle either 
shotgun pellets or solid bullets. It was this gun that 
bothered me. I knew the owner had accounted for tigers, 





bison, panthers, and bears with it, but I was unhappy about 
having left my own .404 Mauser at home. That was the 
rule I’d broken. I had my .375 Mannlicher-Schoenauer along 
as an extra, but neither this nor the shotgun quite satisfied 
me for the job at hand. 


n another 15 minutes or so it would be light enough to 

drive the final mile to where we expected to meet up 
with the bison. I could hear the low murmur of Arumugam 
(six faces) the driver and Mathan the shikari. Arumugam 
was a low-caste convert. He’d eat anything, do any menial 
job. Dressed as he was in khaki shirt, slacks, and shoes, 
he’d got on in life. Mathan was a Sholegar, a man born 
and bred in the jungle. He didn’t eat beef, which included 
bison, and his dress was a loincloth which he’d made as 
dirty as possible as soon as possible so that he would look 
inconspicuous to the elephants and bears, his chief fears. 

Ordinarily Mathan looked down on Arumugam from the 
Himalayan heights of caste and Arumugam, in turn, con- 
sidered the Sholegar a sort of wild man. At the moment, 
however, mutual respect for the early-morning jungle pro- 
moted a sort of comradeship. 

I knew what they were discussing—the elephant sign 
we'd seen for the last two miles. Young trees broken, fresh 
green leaves dropped along the track, and lots of other

things. The shikari was probably now telling the driver, 
for the sixth time, of the two Sholegars who had been 
killed a few weeks before, of the woman before them, and 
the bullock cart, on its way to the plains, which had been 
overturned. A little more of this and Arumugam would 
consider it worth while to turn all six faces homeward. 

I grunted “Mathan” and they came around to the front of 
the jeep. Just to change the subject, I asked Mathan who 
were the first dwellers in these parts. (I'd heard the story 
dozens of times before.) 

He answered in Kanarese, the language of Mysore: “Little 
men, dorai (sir). If you look carefully on the sides of the 
hills you'll see signs of the walls they built around their 
villages. They were so small they used to ride on hares.” 


BY the time the story was finished it was light enough 
to go on. I got out of the jeep and walked up the fire 
line we were on. I soon found a good, clear footprint of an 
elephant. Closing my fists and extending my thumbs at 
right angles to my wrists, I placed the tips of my thumbs 
together and measured across the print. I made the ani- 
mal to be nine feet eight inches tall at the shoulder. (Twice 
the circumference of an elephant’s forefoot is its height at 
the shoulder. An elephant’s age, incidentally, can be told

We Capt. Jordan Klein noses his 38-foot cabin ¥ 
cruiser Arbalete out of Government Cut at Miami, Davy Won c= ces 
Fla., it may look like just another party fishing boat 
headed for deep water with a cargo of hopeful anglers. 
But this is a party fishing boat with a difference. Instead 
of the usual array of rods, reels, and tackle, it is loaded Locker 
with diving masks, swim fins, harpoons, and compressed-air 
breathing gear. 
The passengers are different, too. They wear swim trunks 
and, on the average, look a little younger and more ad- 
venturous than the general run of salt-water anglers. And 
no wonder, for they’re headed for no safe trolling of lures 
from the deck; they’re going to meet the fish on their own 
grounds, in solitary forays into the cool, green depths far 
beneath the surface 
The idea of running a party boat for spearfishermen came 
naturally to Captain Klein. Himself an amateur goggle- 
diver for more than 10 years, he started his boat service 
for the underwater hunters mainly to help pay for his own 
enjoyment of the sport, and the venture has proved a 
profitable one. 
On one-day trips the Arbalete carries about a dozen pas- 
sengers, leaving her berth at the Florida Hotel docks at 
9 a.m. and returning at 4:30. Favorite grounds for one-day 
fishing are near Flowery Rocks lighthouse, 14 miles south- 
east of Miami, or off Triumph Reef, six miles farther on. 


lein prefers to take a mixed load of beginners and ex- 

perienced people, for safety reasons, but he has taken 
as many as 12 novices into the water at one tirne without 
accident. He provides masks, flippers, Hawaiian sling guns, 
harpoons, arbalests (crossbows), and breathing gear for 
rent at reasonable rates. 

Instruction is free. On the run out to the fishing grounds, 
Klein briefs the beginners on the use of masks and breathing 
gear. After anchoring, he or the mate takes beginners down 
in breathing gear in groups of five. Each has a compressed- 
air tank good for 60 minutes under water, but they are kept 
down not more than 10 minutes at a time. After lunch, 
the novices are on their own. 

Klein tells of one 24-year-old girl beginner who used the 
breathing gear successfully all day; it wasn’t until she ac- 
cidentally slipped and fell into the water without it that Rick Freid stalks a barracuda. Note glove for handling fish

he found to his dismay that she couldn’t swim. Another 
girl, Ginger B. Oliver, has made many trips on the Arbalete 
and is an accomplished spearfisherwoman either with the 
“lung” or without it (skin-diving). She has speared barra- 
cuda and other interesting game. 

Beginners are started off with the sling gun for safety, 
since it works on the principle of the bow and arrow and 
cannot be discharged accidentally. Later they are allowed 
to use the harpoon, in which a detachable head is hurled by 
rubber bands with an accurate range of 9 to 12 feet. Be- 
sides its longer range, this weapon offers better protection 
than the sling gun; you can have one fish on the line at 
the detachable head, and load another point to shoot a 
second one. 


he elephant gun in the underwater hunter’s arsenal is 

the gas gun, which uses a cylinder of compressed carbon- 
dioxide gas to shoot a small harpoon. Because of the great 
impact with which the missile strikes, it is especially useful 
for killing large fish. Its effective range reaches up to 
15 feet. 

In some spearfishing circles, the use of the gas gun is 
considered unsportsmanlike. So is the use of breathing 
gear, with which a diver can sit on the bottom and wait 
for curious fish to come in range. 

Skin-diving, hunting fish under water without breathing 
gear, is the simplest way—-and, many say, the most fun. 

A skin-diver can extend his range 
greatly by using a snorkel, a tube that 
allows him to breathe while swimming 
face down on the surface. That way, 
he doesn’t go down until he sees fish. 

Most beginners can skin-dive with 
face mask and snorkel to a depth of 
about 15 feet. The average swimmer 
can go to 20 feet, while some experi- 
enced divers work in 40 feet of water, 
diving every 10 minutes or so all day 
long. 

With breathing gear, of course, the 
beginner’s depth range and under- 
water time are greatly extended. 
Klein recommends, however, that nov- 
ices using such equipment stay with- 
in a pressure range of one atmosphere 
(30 feet) for several months after 
taking up the sport. From that depth, 
they can ascend at almost any speed 
without danger from pressure change. 
In all diving, it’s a good rule not to 
pass your bubbles in ascending—that 
is, don’t rise faster than they do. 

The Arbalete has sleeping accom- 
modations for six passengers, and in 
addition to the one-day party-boat 
trips is available for charter on cruises 
off Florida, Cuba, and the Bahamas. 
This longer-range service has brought 
many experienced spearfishermen a 
new thrill—hunting big deep-water 
gamefish in the open ocean. 

Most spearfishing is done close off-

shore for shallow-water fish. But Klein has introduced his 
patrons to places like Cay Sol, a spot just 30 miles north- 
east of Havana, Cuba, where sand and coral banks rise 
right out of deep water to within as little as 25 feet of the 
surface. Here deep-water fish, moving fast in the ocean 
stream, are forced to swim in shallow water across miles of 
flats in order to get back into the depths. 


VW axes with breathing gear in water 75 to 125 feet 
deep, among mako sharks, marlin, and porpoises, with 
only open water in every direction and no shore to retreat 
to or back up against, is an exciting challenge to ex-

joyed most of them, though some were far from pleas- 
ant. It’s the tough ones we remember longest—ones 
involving hardship, even suffering and danger. 

There was one moose hunt I remember above all others. 
It was my first, and the antlers of the bull, mediocre com- 
pared with the rest in my den, remind me of a way of life 
that is gone, spoiled by the advance of civilization. 

When I was just a punk of a kid my driving ambition was 
to hunt, trap, and explore. My chance came when the 
Peace River country of British Columbia was being pro- 
moted as a vast subarctic hothouse with rich land that 
homesteaders could farm with profit. On the pretext of 
doing that—instead of anything adventurous—I left my 
comfortable home in the eastern United States and joined 
a group of about 100 men and women who were headed for 
the Peace River valley, 350 miles beyond the railhead at 
Edmonton, Alberta. 

It was December and there was already a foot of snow 
on the ground. But we were forced to camp at Edmonton 
and wait for solid ice to form on the many rivers we had to 
cross with teams and sleighs. My sleigh, loaded with pro- 
visions I hoped would see me through a year, was one of 
about 20 in our convoy. The luggage of one young couple 
was distributed among the other sleighs, so the mother 
would have more room to care for her newborn child in the 
little caboose built on the sleigh. The infant lived to become 
a grandmother who in a little more than an hour flies to 
Edmonton now and then, high above those rugged miles 
of trail she was too young to remember traveling. 

It took us 28 days—-double-teaming over hills, stringing 
out across frozen muskegs, stopping at night to light camp- 
fires that guided stragglers until all were accounted for 
before we could spread out over the vast Peace River coun- 
try and start chopping out new homes. 

I filed on my homstead in the spring of 1913, after travel- 
ing 110 miles to do so. Except for a few Cree Indians who 
trapped in a haphazard way, there were almost no trappers 
to compete with anyone wishing to establish a line. Nat- 
urally, the Indians resented the influx of white settlers who

fenced in their best horse pastures and trapped their beavers, 
but the homesteading progressed without open hostilities. 

During my first winter there, neighbors were few and far 
between. In the 30-mile stretch of the valley along the 
Pouce Coupe River (a tributary of the Peace) there were 
no more than a dozen cabins. Women were a rare sight, 
and only three were unmarried. At the occasional house 
parties that winter, the women, married or not, were 
danced almost to exhaustion. Most of the time the men 
were busy getting logs for new buildings, or hunting and 
trapping, or on the trail for provisions, which had to be 
hauled all the way from Edmonton. 

Although fur bearers were abundant, game animals were 
not. Wolves and the Indians, who hunted all the time, had 
killed off most of the moose. Caribou ranging the mountains 
were too far from the homestead section, and the mule deer 
were in a losing battle with the wolves. Except for ducks, 
which were plentiful in summer, and millions of lowly rab- 
bits, wild meat was hard to get. 

Rabbits came in handy on the trail. I used to make a 
mixture of finely ground rabbit meat, salt, pepper, sage, and 
onions. I would divide the mixture into small patties, and 
let them freeze solid. A sackful would rattle like a bag of 
coal. In a frying pan over a fire, they would cook as fast as 
they thawed, and two or three of them with bread and tea 
would make a meal. But it was rough fare, and most white 
people in the north got so they wouldn’t touch it. 

Since big game was so scarce, only the very best hunters 
could get it, and that was a challenge. Neil and Hec Beaton, 
though, considered themselves Daniel Boones. They’d hunted 
deer and elk in their native state of Washington and felt 
sure they could hunt down and kill the slow-moving moose 
of the north woods. They started off, and they weren’t com- 
ing back without meat, they said. 

They soon wished they hadn’t been so boastful. After 
hunting hard for about 10 days, they finally saw the track 
of one moose. They followed the track and found the moose, 
all right, but it was hanging in a tree—killed by an Indian 
a day or two before. They cut off a steak and came home, 
thoroughly discouraged. 

The hunting got too tough even for the Indians. They 
moved on to farther fields. With the coming of the settlers 
and the trappers, the wolves also moved out and the game 
gradually increased. 

In the early part of my second winter I decided to go 
hunting with my nearest neighbor, Smithy. His full name 
was Stanley A. Smith, and some people called him Bear 
Grease Smith. He had come into the country with only a 
pack on his back and a six-shooter on his hip. He thought 
the six-shooter would protect him from grizzlies and “crou- 
gers,’’ as he called the big cats, but (continued on page 107)

Here’s why I still ache to see one 


in my scope—and why Hans cleared his throat 








Hazy Harz Mountains look like our Great Smokies 


exploits on the walls of caves, the great red stag has 

been a cherished trophy of the chase. In parts of 
Europe, Asia Minor, Africa, and New Zealand the hart’s 
noble nose and majestic antlers dominate the walls of 
hunters’ dens. And America too has a relative of the red 
deer—the wapiti, or elk. 

The red deer of Europe have withstood hunting pressure 
amazingly well. Thanks to sound conservation practices 
and wise game management, there are still harts in the 
highlands of Scotland, in densely populated Germany, in 
central Europe and the Balkans. 

The German word for a red deer is hirsch (plural hirsche). 
The stag is sometimes called hirschbock, to distinguish him 
from the doe. He is a clannish hill climber, seldom found 
in the flatlands with roebucks and boars. While I was 
stationed in Germany after the war, I came to know many 


Yrom the time man first scrawled symbols of his hunting 
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of the foresters and state hunters who look after the coun- 
try’s game. They told stories of the red monarch of the hills 
and showed me the hirsch antlers in their lodges, some of 
them with 20 and 24 points. 

I learned that the average hirschbock has regular, well- 
formed, symmetrical antlers bearing one point on each side 
in his first year and eight or more in his prime. The total 
number of points on both sides determines the stag’s rank, 
and only zwoelfers or better—those with 12 or more points 

are considered trophies worth taking. 

The occasional stag whose antlers are crooked or bear an 
uneven number of points is abnormal. These “abschuss”’ 
animals are shot for meat and their antlers are made into 
knife handles and souvenirs. 

I made up my mind not to go home until I’d bagged a 
“capital” hirsch with double crowns. A crown is made by a 
cluster of tines at the tip of an antler beam. For five sea-

sons I hunted the mountain forests of Bavaria, Hesse, and 
Lower Saxony for just the right hirschbock. The season 
opened in August and extended through January to allow 
time for killing off surplus cows and abschuss bucks. This 
culling operation is an important feature of conservation in 
Germany, where game is cultivated like any other crop. 

In spite of the long season, it is only during the rut, from 
late September until mid-October, that the prime stags can 
be hunted with any luck. Before that time they band to- 
gether and are extremely wild, seldom being seen by day- 
light. After the mating time, they drift off into deep 
thickets and bed down alone, coming out only for a short 
time at night to feed. 

The first hirschbock I saw over a rifle barrel was a 
magnificent 14-pointer in the Bavarian Alps not far from 
the Austrian border. My guide, Carl Koppenmuller, and I 
were perched in a hochsitz, or tree platform, facing a clear- 
ing on a wooded mountainside. The morning light had just 
started to show over the mountaintops and the Octobei 
breeze was bitter cold. Koppenmuller nudged me, pointed 
to a ledge some 150 yards above us, and whispered, “Capital 
hirsch, Colonel, a 14-pointer!” 

I raised my rifle and through the scope I saw a breath- 
taking target. The stag stood outlined against the rosy 
dawn looking straight down at us, his great antlers ending 
in four-tined crowns. The whole world seemed to hold its 
breath while I set the rear trigger on the Mauser, held the 
post reticule on the stag’s chest, and touched off the shot. 
There was no wind, the light was good, and I didn’t flinch, 
but I missed him clean. He whirled and took off unhurt. 


year later I obtained a Military Government clearance 

to hunt hirsch in the Sonthofen area, toward the Swiss 
Alps. I drove to the tiny village of Kirschdorf at the base 
of the mountains. The local hunting guide, Herr Wilhelm, 
was an angular stalwart with a bushy red mustache and 
the thick wrists of a woodcutter. He came to the inn to 
pick me up before dawn next morning. We horsed the jeep 
up a slippery, wet cowpath to a pasture. Upland meadows 
such as this are lush with grass even in the late fall and are 
favorite feeding grounds for the red deer that come down 
from the forests at night. Herr Wilhelm said he had spotted 
two large stags with their harems in the meadow a few

nights before. One was at least a 12-pointer, and he was 
sure we'd sight them again if the wind was right. 

It was still dark when we parked at a whitewashed hut 
with a wide, slab roof bolstered against the mountain gales 
with rows of stones. We headed across the pasture, wading 
through grass so heavy with dew that our shoes were soaked 
before we were halfway to the black pines that marked its 
upper edge. There we found the remains of an ancient stake- 
an’-rider fence and followed it across the slope toward the 
center of the pasture. 

Suddenly, almost at my elbow, something barked. It 
sounded like a heavy-chested Saint Bernard, but louder and 
more menacing. A shock wave of goose pimples ran up my 
back and over my scalp. I whirled around with the rifle 
half raised, to find Herr Wilhelm laughing soundlessly. 
“Hirschbock,” he whispered. 

There was a crashing in the underbrush, accompanied by 
two more gruff barks ending in a sort of grumbling cough. 
Then the meadow was still again. 

Wilhelm selected a spot in a little hollow at the edge of 
the forest from which we could sweep the meadow with our 
glasses. Billows of morning mist rolled gently down from 
the heights, limiting our vision to a few yards. Down in 
front of us somewhere in the fog a doe mooed, and Wilhelm 
whispered, “Hirsch, very old, very tired.” 

The mist faded away and the pasture came slowly into 
focus. In front of us the ground rolled in long swells like 
the Atlantic after a storm. Some 500 or 600 yards away a 
dozen does were headed back up to the cover of the woods. 
They filed slowly along until the old stag at the tail of the 
column coughed irritably, then they broke into a fast trot 
like a squad of cavalry recruits responding to the sergeant’s 
yells. They angled across our front, coming closer every 
minute. For some reason the stag left the herd and came 
straight toward where we lay, slowing to a walk as he hit 
the rising ground. Prone beside me in our little hollow, 
Wilhelm was glued to his gray-green Wehrmacht glasses, 
trying to judge the old boy’s rack. I had the scope laid on 
his chest, waiting for the word, when Wilhelm whispered, 
“Very good buck. Shoot!” 

The hirsch must have heard me click off the safety, for 
he broke into a stiff-legged run toward us and lowered his 
head like an angry bull. This was a situation I hadn’t en- 
countered before, and this wasn’t (continued on page 74)

y private “herd” of tarpon inhabits a little blue 
channel between two mangrove keys on the outer 


edge of the great Florida reef—-the Keys. The 
channel leads in between wide, seaward flats, forks like a 
wishbone, and splays out just inside the islands. The left 
fork is the one. To the best of my belief, I am the only 
Cumberland Valley crappie fisherman who has a private 
herd of tarpon anywhere. I try not to be bumptious about it. 

Until last winter all I knew about fishing for tarpon- 
“the matchless silver king, the greatest fighter among 
fishes’’—-was what I had read. This had given me a picture 
of a sport apart—one for the sea-wise and well-heeled; a 
matter of sleek.cruisers, resourceful guides, and costly gear 
beyond the reach of an ordinary fresh-water fisherman. 

It’s a picture rather generally held in the interior, I sus- 
pect, one that inhibits a great many anglers who have to 
consider costs and doubt their competence in strange waters. 
For a long time, it inhibited me. 

I found my tarpon herd three years ago. That is, I 
stumbled upon it. You might say tarpon discovered me. I 
trundled my small trailer boat down 1,200 miles of highway 
to the tip of the nation’s toe, and began to feel out the 
fascinating waterways around the lower Keys. 

It was a gratifying test of the little boat. She’s a 14-foot, 
plywood runabout, like thousands of other fishing boats kept 
in back yards in the inland states. She was not untried. 
When my outdoor companion, Jack Tenzel, was living, we 
often took the boat with us in summer to the T.V.A. lakes, 
100 to 200 miles from our homes in Nashville, Tennessee, 
and occasionally to Arkansas and Missouri streams. Once 
we fancied we might come up with a muskellunge and 
hauled her as far as the streams of Wisconsin. 

Now my winter-weary imagination was drawn to the 
storied Keys where the sun would be shining. It occurred 
to me that I could take her there, too. None of my neigh- 
bors who had boats and were familiar with Florida had ever 
bothered to take a boat down. But why not? I had only to 
hitch her behind the car and keep driving south. So I did,

and she tracked like a dream-—across Alabama, down the 
long peninsula, around Okeechobee, and along the spectacu- 
lar Overseas Highway to Key West. 

I bought a chart and a second-hand compass, and the 
little boat took me from there. 

The great reef was entirely new to me. I couldn’t have 
told a mangrove from a buttonwood, an osprey from a 
cormorant. The day I first nosed into the little blue channel 
out in the marginal islands, I had no notion that the hefty, 
green-black backs splitting the surface belonged to tarpon. 

The channel is only an hour’s run from the Overseas High- 
way, on the side of the reef washed by the Gulf of Mexico. 
What struck me about it was its emptiness. Seldom was 
there another boat in sight anywhere. 

The next year, I again visited the channel to see if the 
tarpon were still performing. They were, at the same place. 
And this past winter, during a much longer stay on the 
Keys, from November until April, I found I could see those 
sportive fish any day I looked for them. Not at any time, 
but twice each day, when the tide drained off the shallows, 
sucking tarpon food into the channel. Then I usually could 
count up to 20 of the looping backs—a tantalizing parade. 


trolled the channel with whatever lure I had on—spoon, 

jig, or mullet strip—-but never expecting to catch tarpon. 
I had struck up a fair acquaintance with other and less 
renowned denizens of the channel, but so planted in my 
mind was the idea about tarpon fishing (the plushy cruisers, 
the crack guides) that it simply didn’t occur to me that a 
crappie fisherman on his own in a fresh-water cockleboat 
could ever interest these great fish. 

I learned better on the day after New Year’s, a sparkling, 
midsummery day. My brother-in-law, George Deer, was 
with me. An office-bound businessman, George hadn't had 
a rod in his hands a dozen times before in his life. He had 
flown to Key West partly to test for himself my stories 
about the lower Keys.

stop work on the decoy to rub bony knuckles over a 
gray stubble beard. He glanced up as I approached, shifted 
on the bench, and with calculated strokes worked out the 
finishing touches. 

“Hi,” I called. “I’m looking for some of the boys who 
body-boot for ducks here on the Flats. Maybe you can tell 
me where——” 

“Body booters?”’ he interrupted with a roar. “Son, what 
you want with any body booters?” 

“Why, I thought I'd try their kind of hunting,” I said, 
“if I can get someone to take me. I’ve never booted and——”

Rubberized suits are Navy-surplus; the white is for camouflage 
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penknife at me, “ducks was meant to be shot from a blind, 
not by no idiots going in the water after ’em!”’ 

That was my first encounter with someone who knew, 
first hand, about “body booters”’—rubber-suited hunters who 
stand chest-deep in freezing water among their decoys. The 
method is restricted to the Susquehanna Flats at the head 
of Chesapeake Bay. It used to be legal anywhere in Mary- 
land, but last year the state Game Department outlawed it 
elsewhere in the state. The reason given is that “body boot- 
ers” may interfere with the sport of licensed offshore blind 
owners if allowed to operate in some sections. 


o far as I know, booting isn’t practiced in any other part 
S of the country, though it’s entirely legal under U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service regulations. Even in Maryland 
only a handful of waterfowlers brave the elements for a 
chance to crack down on a canvasback or a high-jumping 
greenhead. 

A friend had told me of the system, and I figured the best 
way to try it was to meet a booter and hope for an 
invitation. 

I found Henry in the restaurant at the Penn Beach docks. 

He runs the eatery, in conjunction with a boat-rental serv- 
ice that does a land-office business with fishermen in the 
summer months. In winter Henry is busy with wildfowlers, 
for the Susquehanna below Havre de Grace is one of the 
largest wintering grounds on the Atlantic seaboard, and 
gunners for miles around come for a go at ducks and geese 
which gather by thousands to feed on wild celery beds at 
the river mouth. 

Shore blinds command top prices, but a lot of the choice 
sites are not for rent. Some Flats hunters rent bushwhack 
rigs, for sculling, when shore blinds can’t be had. 

But there are only about 20 gunners who body-boot regu- 
larly, about once weekly, through the season. Another 25 
or so may risk it only once each winter. 

Henry and his pal Don Asher probably boot as often as 
anyone. While Don, a Havre de Grace paint-shop operator, 
has been hunting ducks this way for years, Henry is a 
comparative newcomer, but one of the sport’s keenest 
enthusiasts. 

When I walked into the restaurant and ordered coffee, 
then brought up body booting, Henry’s eyes lit up like a 
black-duck marsh at sunrise. By the third cup he’d told me 
all about it. Finally I introduced myself and said I'd like 
to make a trip with them, to take pictures, when the season 
opened. 

Henry looked offended. Then he snorted, ‘You leave the 
camera home and bring a gun.” 

That was in October. 

The season opened in mid-November, but it was January 
before I could arrange to wheel through Havre de Grace

again, bound for the Penn Beach docks. The car’s head- 
lights sliced the pre-dawn blackness, swept over the sterns 
of motor cruisers tied up in the yacht basin, then illumi- 
nated the clapboard side of the restaurant. A light flickered 
on, the door opened, and Henry stepped out. He carried 
an autoloading smokepole in one hand and a reversible 
parka, olive drab and white, in the other. He took the seat 
beside me with an eager, “Leit’s go! Don’s on the boat 
already.” 

“There must be something to this body booting,” I told 
myself, for I never saw a guy look so happy, so anxious to 
get going with a gun. 

We moved slowly down the causeway, passing deserted 
slips where dozens of bay cruisers were battened down for 
the winter. Then a light winked dimly 100 yards ahead. It 
was on Don’s boat, and Don himself was harnessing a skiff 
to its stern. 

“Hurry it up!” he called over the wind. “It'll be daylight 
in an hour and we got things to do.” 

Henry and I scrambled aboard, dumped some gear, then 
the three of us set up a chain to transfer the rest of the 
duffel from the car. Then we shoved off. 

We were on a 26-foot cruiser, converted from a World 
War II Navy lifeboat, that had an inboard and a husky, 
metal-covered hull. The steel bottom is a must, because of 
the stumps, logs, and assorted driftage in the Susquehanna 
delta. The tiny cabin had two bunks, blankets, extra cloth- 
ing, and a kettle of coffee boiling on a pot-bellied stove. 

There was a grayish wisp of light in the east when the in- 
board coughed and we rocked out of the yacht basin. Henry 
said it’d be 20 minutes to Carpenter Point, and another 
half hour before we were ready to shoot. On the run down- 
river we drank black coffee, and I learned something about 
body booting. 

“It’s the world’s toughest sport,’’ Don declared, “and if 
you’re like most guys, chances are you'll never body-boot a 
second time.” 


|S a then I started wondering what I’d let myself in 
for. Don, at 35, is a wiry, energetic guy—-born in 
Havre de Grace and raised to ducking on the Flats. If he 
says booting’s tough, it’s tough. 

“You see,”’ he went on, “when the Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice outlawed sinkbox shooting back in 1935, hunting on the 
Flats went out the window—for most guys. There’re some 
that rent bushwhack rigs and offshore blinds, but that’s ex- 
pensive duckin’. Then somebody tried wading, using chest- 
high seiners’ boots. But the modern booter has improved on 
that aplenty.” 

It wasn’t long before I found out how much “aplenty” is. 

We anchored a mile from Carpenter Point, after Henry 
had checked the bottom with a (continued on page 147)

he call came from 
Alex Van Luven in 
Brimley.

A tall man in smart fishing togs burst out onto the road, 
his brow a heavy cioud of temper. A few paces behind was 
a boy of about 14, also with furrowed tension on his face. 
The boy was soaking wet. 

After throwing their gear into the back seat of their car, 
they got in sullenly. With the whir of the starter and the 
muffled, erratic pulse of the cold engine, the father turned 
toward the boy and said something low and intense. The 
boy hung his head for an instant, then gazed studiously 
toward the wooded hill, away from his father. 

A few angry words drifted out. “When I was your age,” 
the father shouted, “I was a fisherman.” 

“Take a boy fishing” is good advice, and most fisherman 
with young sons dream of the day when they too will come 
to know the pleasures of wetting a line. But if wrong 
tactics are used, both teacher and pupil can be hurt. 

That morning, perhaps, the father was too intent on mak- 
ing his son a sportsman. He forgot the long trail back to 
where his own enthusiasm for angling was born, after 


countless times spent just dawdling around the water, 
throwing stones, floating rafts, catching turtles, wading 
observing and absorbing. Through devilment, carelessness, 
boredom, or resentment—or all four—the boy had tumbled 
into the stream, cutting short what should have been a 
pleasure jaunt. 

A friend of mine, the father of a husky 11-year-old, told 
me sadly how disappointed he was because the boy showed 
little interest in fishing. “If he doesn’t get a bite in 10 min- 
utes,” he complained, “he wants to quit.” He paused and 
shook his head. “To think,” he went on, “I just bought him 
new spinning gear, too. When I was his age.. .,” he began. 

As his story unfolded, it became obvious that his son had 
never had a chance to grow into the sport. The spinning 
gear was the first he’d owned. Prior to that, the father had 
always loaned his own expensive tackle to the boy. “I 
wanted him to learn respect for good equipment,” the father 
explained in measured, self-justifying tones. 

His son had had little opportunity for just “fooling 
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Only a small boy with a fish can be this happy. Remember? 
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around” a lake or stream at his own pace with his own 
equipment. Every skill requires a feel which comes only 
with experience and time. Fishing is no different. 

My own son, Bobby, taught me a basic lesson in this mat- 
ter when he was four. Almost from the time he could talk, 
he used to beg me to take him fishing. I kept putting him 
off, realizing it would be hard on both of us to be cooped up 
in a boat all afternoon (my idea of fishing). Now I can see 
that fishing was one thing to him and something entirely 
different to me. 

To help keep him satisfied, I bought him a/five-and-dime- 
store rod and reel. He was so proud of having his own outfit 
that he “fished” every day—sitting down and dangling a 
hookless line anywhere, whether there was water or not. 
The day finally came when he wanted to accompany me on 
a fishing trip, and I relented, mistakenly assuming that he 
was ready for the real thing. In my ignorance, I had to re- 
strain my enthusiasm as we talked about where to go for 
this memorable event. The trouble was that I didn’t really 
listen. Instead I decided on a small creek where there were 
largemouth bass, also some perch and crappies. Then we 
were off. 

He slept all the way. My heart was almost choking me 
with pride as I kept thinking he was already a chip off the 
old block, a fisherman. 


H° awoke as I was parking the car and said, ‘“‘There’s no 
place for a picnic.”’ But then his eyes lighted up, for the 
place is a boat yard filled with ail kinds of craft. He wanted 
to explore all that. But I went ahead and hired a rowboat, 
eager to reach the fishing spots. The boat must have 
seemed pretty drab to hiri in contrast to the winches and 
hawsers of the dry dock, for as we started to get into the 
boat, he decided firmly that he didn’t want to go. 

When I began to steam up with disappointment and 
anger, I called a halt to myself and asked Bobby to write 
his own ticket. First, he said, he wanted to look around 
the boat yard. Then he wanted to go to another stream, 
where he had often picnicked, and fish from the shore. My 
heart sank, for that stream was no fisherman’s paradise.

What do you do when a mountain 
goat invites himself into your shelter? 





any a hunter has knocked himself out to climb 
M within reasonable rifle range of a mountain 

goat. Anyone who has had that experience 
will be as surprised as I was by an encounter I had 
recently in the Olympic Mountains of northwestern 
Washington, where the goats are protected. 

With my 16-year-old nephew, John Barnes, I had 
back-packed up the Big Quilcene River and across 
Marmot Pass to a Forest Service shelter right under 
Boulder Peak near the headwaters of the Dungeness 
River. The campsite is on an alpine meadow next to 
a tremendous rockslide. 

We saw many bear and cat tracks but only a 
few deer and marmots. I kept promising John that 
we'd see more game before the trip was over. 

Our first night in the lean-to shelter was dis- 
turbed only by mice and pack rats. On our second 
night John woke me at 2:30 a.m. and said, in a 
rather awed whisper, “A big white animal just 
looked in at us.” We were in sleeping bags, with 
our feet to the open side of the lean-to. 

I told John he’d probably seen a deer, but they 
were not white; the only white animal of that size 
in the area was a mountain goat—and of course it 
couldn’t have been one of those. I crawled out with 
a flashlight and looked around, but saw ncthing. 

I dropped off to sleep again, but soon John shook 
me. This time I, too, saw the white shape. Sitting up 
cautiously, I threw the beam of my flashlight on it. 
To my astonishment I saw a mountain goat foraging 
right in front of our camp. 

He shied off at the light, but soon came back. 
First he nosed a kettle containing some prunes we 
had cooked for breakfast, jumping back nervously 
when the lid or handle rattled. Then he walked 
gingerly into the shelter and licked the corner of 
John’s sleeping bag. In the next two hours he re- 
peated this performance eight times, going outside 
for a while between lickings. We found later that 
he had dug up the soil in spots and eaten some of 
it. Apparently he was salt-starved and went after 
the soil where salty water had been thrown out. 

In that high country we had fair light from 3:30 
on, and nearly wore out our elbows propping our- 
selves up to study a mountain goat at our leisure. 
He was curious too, often staring at us so intently 
that it was almost embarrassing.

I quietly got my 35 mm. camera out of my pack and took pic- 
tures, which came out remarkably well. For the shot of him 
licking the sleeping bag I used a 1/10-second exposure, and the 
click of the shutter scared him off. That was at 5:40. 

Getting up at 6, we spotted him working his way up a shale 
slope. He went on up a patch of snow and a nearly sheer rock 
wall, finally lying down on a ledge. With the glasses we could 
see him staring at us curiously. When we packed out at 8:45 he 
was still there, wearing the injured look of a dog that has been 
shut out of the house. THE END

on Maine’s Magalloway River 


took to the western side of Maine 

was no spur-of-the-moment affair. 
I suppose it had been germinating for sev- 
eral years, but the decision to fish the 
Magalloway River came to flower last 
February as we sat before an open fire 
Down East, hearing gale-driven sleet off 
the Atlantic beat against the windows. 

Maynard and I live in Boothbay Harbor 
on the rugged coast of Maine.

very fly fisherman’s dream was in that picture—the per- 

fect setting with tall, dark spruce against a blue sky; 
the gallant fish fighting for his life; the man, rod in hand, 
tense with the thrill of the great moment. 

I recalled a June day 17 years ago when my son and I 
were crossing a stretch of mountain meadow where devil’s- 
paintbrush grew. We found our unfamiliar way downhill 
through the woods, hearing the murmur of water, and came 
suddenly upon the pools and rapids of the Magalloway River. 
Now, as calnfly as I could, I said to my friend, “I know 
that river, Maynard. I’ve fished it many times. Or one just 
like it, only better. Get out the map of Maine and I'll 
show you.” 

He found the map and I pointed to where Route 16, on 


Maine’s western border, crosses the Magalloway River just 
below Aziscoos Dam. From that point I traced the river’s 
course four miles down the wooded valley to the narrow 
iron bridge at Wilsons Mills. 

“That's it,” I said. 

“Let’s go,’”’ Maynard suggested without delay. 

Just then a volley of sleet rattled against the window 
panes. I grinned. “Not today,” I said. “I think around 
May 15.”" And so the trip was planned. 


he appointed date finally came. It was 6 a.m. when we 

headed the station wagon west on our 150-mile trip to 
the promised waters. It was raining. It had rained almost 
constantly for nearly a month. 

We came into hill country at Newry and the landscape 
became austere. It was 4 o’clock when we came down a 
winding, bumpy woods road to the little cabin on Sturtevant 
Pond where we were to stay. We tossed our duffel into the 
kitchen, rigged up our rods, and drove off through the rain 
for the fishing waters. 

The downpour was cold, steady, and unrelenting, and we 
had misgivings. This rain. What had it done to the Magal- 
loway? We stopped at Harry Hart’s house, the next-to-the- 
last home on Route 16 before coming into Rangeley, 20 
miles away. Harry’s grizzled head showed briefly at the 
doorway. He beckoned and we went in out of the wet. 

He said, ‘“‘What you up here for, fishing ?”’ 

We allowed we were. Harry said, “Listen.” We listened. 
Above the sounds of wind and the beat of rain on the roof, 
we heard the river—not the murmur [I had always known, 
but a deep, sustained growl like distant thunder. As we 
went out into the storm, Harry said, “I'll be seein’ yuh in 
about half an hour. Drop in and have some hot tea. . It'll 
do yuh good.” 

We took a short walk downhill over an old cowpath, then 
through a patch of alders and a stretch of young spruce 
trees, and came to the river. It was a dismaying sight.

wasn’t an archer in the area, nor had there been 
since Sitting Bull last led his warriors to a shindig at old 
Fort Omaha. And to the solid citizenry of this community, 
a Lutheran minister who arrived at a tiew parish with a red 
coonhound, a bow, and a quiver of brightly fletched arrows 
was eccentric, if not downright odd. 

But I soon saw that I wasn’t entirely alone in my peculiar 
interests, for no town in the world surpasses Schuyler when 
it comes to interest in fishing and hunting. Schuyler is situ- 
ated in the tall corn of east-central Nebraska that’s head- 
quarters for pheasants. The Platte River, lazing by with its 
broad flats and sudden currents, just suits the ducks and 
geese that follow this main north-south flyway during their 
spring and fall jaunts. The river is full of fish and the woods 
in the area are full of skunks, possums, and coons. 

Where coons live, there will be coon hunters, that strange 
nocturnal subspecies of Homo Sapiens. Therefore, when it 
became necessary to find a place for Old Red (I couldn’t 
keep him behind the church because he always wanted to 
accompany the organ on Sunday morning) I was directed 
to the Kroeger boys, Marvin, Fat, and Kenny, who run the 
Arrow Inn up on Highway 30. 

These boys started the café so they’d have enough scraps 
to feed their hunting dogs, and so many hunters came to 
talk and eat that the Kroegers were soon mixing business 
and pleasure profitably. The boys sent me to see Walt 
Geiger, a member of the coon-hunting clan who had the rare 
advantage of being a bachelor and therefore free to keep 
as many dogs as he pleased. Walt took Old Red and we 
chewed matters over until we had a date set for a coon hunt. 

The night came, and Walt drove to the parsonage with 
the car loaded with coonhounds. When he honked, I went 
on the run with my 55-pound rawhide-backed bow and a 
quiver full of arrows. 

Walt nearly died. Being a kindly man, he said nothing 
at the time—the way he looked at me and my archery gear 
he didn’t have to. But before we had gone very far Walt 
looked over and asked, “Is that standard coon-hunting 
equipment where you come from?” 

So I proceeded to tell him how archer Art Young had 
killed grizzly bears and bull moose and how Howard Hill 
had killed an elk with one arrow at 185 yards, and even 
dropped an elephant in Africa. Then I told my coon-hunting 
companion about the Art Young game awards—awards 
given by the National Field Archery Association, of which 
Art Young was a leading member—and how a coon would 
mean four points to me on my Small Game Award. 

Walt didn’t say anything for a while, then he looked at 
the bow sticking up beside him, and replied that he had 
gotten coons with guns, clubs, knives, and axes, had shot 
them out of trees, shaken them out, chopped trees down, and 
even enticed them down with a coon caller, but this was a 
new and novel way to him. 

We hunted two good groves that night and the dogs 
mouthed several cold trails that were soon dead, but no 


hen I moved my family in 1953 from Ames, Ne- 
braska, to Schuyler, a small town to the west, tere 


coons. We came home late, and over a cup of coffee I 
pressed my case for archery. Walt scanned several archery 
publications and cut himself fingering the edge of a well- 
filed broadhead. 

But next morning when I stopped at the Arrow Inn for 
coffee I was warmly greeted by patrons who asked slyly if 
I were perhaps a nephew of Sitting Bull, or maybe a great- 
grandson of Robin Hood. Imagine—coon hunters kidding 
an archer about his funny hobby. That’s really a case of 
the pot calling the kettle black. And there sat Walt, looking 
like the canary that just swallowed the cat. 

All the fellows wanted to go along next time and see what 
a fool an archer could make of himself on a coon hunt. It was 
late in March, with the end of the season when it’s legal to 
run coons with dogs only a week away, so the coon hunt was 
set for the following night. But a spring rain set in and the 
hunt didn’t materialize until the last night of the season, 
and by then only Walt Geiger and Fat Kroeger were able 
to go along with me and my bow. I'll always suspect that 
the rest of the fellows couldn’t get clearance from their 
wives to go out with a crazy bowhunter. 

Walt, Fat, and I loaded into the old Model A along with 
three dogs, and started for a seldom-hunted ditch just east 
of town. The dogs were Spike, Peg, and a young hound 
named Red. Spike is the best of the pack, a bluetick hound 
that has faced every trick a coon can play and is a scrapper 
on land or water. Peg is a strike dog, fast and sure but not 
as well voiced nor much of a fighter. This was young Red’s 
first season and he had a lot to learn. 


arking the car near the hunting area, we piled out and 
lit the lantern. While I strung my bow Walt unstrung 
the dogs, and away we went. 

The dogs opened on a trail right now, Peg with her yap 
and Spike with a confident peal. Red sounded as if he were 
trying to echo Spike. We ran hard over plowed ground 
and through a field of last fall’s cornstalks until the baying 
off in the darkness stopped. 

‘““Maybe there just aren’t any coons left,” Fat said, but he 
looked apprehensively at my bow as if it were a jinx. 

We horned in the silent dogs and wandered back to the 
car. Fat said he had a cold and had better go home, so back 
to town we went. But it was only 10:15—early evening for 
bonafide coon hunters—so after dropping Fat off at his 
place Walt and I went on to the inn for a cup of coffee and 
to decide where to go next. 

As we sipped our coffee Walt began brooding about our 
two nights of hunting with no success and allowed that I 
probably couldn’t hit a coon with an arrow anyway—couldn’t 
kill one if I did hit him. The fellows around us laughed. I 
replied that we'd probably never find out, since his flea-bitten 
excuses for hounds evidently didn’t know what a coon was. 

Marvin Kroeger was behind the counter waiting on the 
paying customers, and his dander rose at this slur on his 
hounds. “‘Why don’t you go up on Maple Creek and let the 
dogs have at that big boar coon? You (continued on page 129)

become bored with the clay-pigeon 
sport of popping off curious smaller 
fish. 

Spearfishermen soon learn that 
every kind of fish has a nature of 
its own, and a different way of re- 
acting to the presence of the diver. 
Spadefish, angelfish, and other “ex- 
otic’ species—beautiful, but poor 
eating—are the hapless victims of 
the lusty beginner. The experienced 
diver prefers the ocean snapper, 
which runs up to 40 pounds and 
ranges in waters on the outer edges 
of reefs, down to 100 feet. 

Spearing groupers calls for a spe- 
cial technique. Mostly we found 
them sitting in holes in the rock, 
looking out. When wounded, the fish 
will turn around in the hole, spread- 
ing its gills to hold on. You have to 
figure which way the grouper is 
most likely to turn, aiming a few 
inches to that side, since he will 
dart the instant you thrust. If you 
guess right and hit him behind the 
gill plate, the chances are he will be 
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He wears a snorkel tube, useful in floating on surface to locate fish

killed at once and can be hauled up to the surface easily. 
Once last summer, off Nassau, a 25-pound grouper kept 
Jerry Greenberg and me busy for an hour and a half, trying 
to get him out of a hole where we had speared him in 20 
feet of water. 
Jewfish are practically sitting ducks for the spearfisher- 
man, but if one is only wounded it can be like moving a

the transom of the skiff 
under water. Finally, with 
the help of a gas gun and 
six divers, Rick killed the 
fish with a brain shot, hit- 
ting the light-shaded dia- 
mond on top of the head 
just back of the gills. It 
was lucky they didn’t get 
the fish into the skiff before 
he recovered; he’d have 
broken the boat to splinters, 
as we saw a jewfish weigh- 
ing a mere 100 pounds 
smash a native commercial 
fisherman’s craft just a 
month later. 

We found the best places 
for spearfishing are in chan- 
nels, under bridges, near 
coral reefs and grass, or 
around pilings, where big 
fish come to feed on small 
ones. The most favorable 
conditions are encountered

I have killed several other buras there 
—that’s what Mexicans call mule deer 
—and I’ve seen deer hoofprints as large 
as calf tracks. 

But Juan Fuentes insisted that the 
largest deer in the world are to be 
found in Sonora, and McAnally said, “I 
believe Juan. He’s never been wrong 
when it comes to big game [I'll ar- 
range guides and make all other ap- 
pointments for a trip that will con- 
vince you, Jack.”’ 

That was agreeable to me, but Mexi- 
cans don’t put things as we do. 
Translated literally, Juan went on to 
say, “We will get ourselves an enor- 
mous scandal when we arrive in New 
York.” 

Mac gulped his coke highball and 
blinked. “How did New York sneak 
into this deal?’’ he asked. 

Juan poured another drink, waved 
his hands languidly and _ explained, 
“Well, we have to go to New York to 
collect our gold medals for first and 
second prizes that the Boone and 
Crockett Club give away for the biggest 
animals killed. Yes, no? Also, we 
understand Sefior Tooker to say there 
is still a third prize. On this trip you 
are planning we can take along my 12- 
year-old boy Miguelito. He is a splen- 
did shot and should be able to kill one 
large enough for the third prize.” 

Mac managed to say, ‘‘Magnificent.” 
Even he doubted such optimism, but he 
added with a straight face that there 
are also Honorable Mention certificates. 
Maybe we could invite some friends. 

“How not?” Juan persisted. “We 
shall see that all the prizes fall into 
deserving hands.” 

By this time the store was full of in- 
terested Mexicans. All were agreed 
that the prizes were in the bag. 

“But the Sefior O’Connor says that 
trophy hunting is serious business,” 
Juan said, as someone let slip a joshing 
remark. A distinguished Mexican gen- 
eral of the armies replied, “For the 
seriousness of this hunt I already have 
fear!” 

That was the beginning. A month 
passed—a week of it spent fitting 
scopes and zeroing in our rifles—and 
the size of the party increased. Enrique 
Weber accepted our invitation with the 
remark, “Important things first, busi- 
ness later.’’ Dr. Smidt could not get 
permission to leave his work, so he quit 
his job and joined us. (After the 
hunt, on the way home, he stopped off 
in Navajoa and opened an office there. ) 
Don Amando decided to leave his busi- 
ness in the lap of the gods and his 
employees. That’s how they do things 
in old Mexico. 

Guillermo Simbek was scheduled to 
go to Phoenix, Arizona, on important 
business. He explained it this way: 
The hunting place in Sonora was close 
to Arizona, was it not? Therefore he 
was hardly going out of his way. Tro- 
phy hunting being very serious busi- 
ness, he would forego the less impor- 
tant business and accompany us. 

Juan Fuentes took his boy Miguelito 
out of school for the duration of the 


hunt and closed his sporting-goods 
store, which saved his top salesman the 
trouble of quitting his job to go along. 
McAnally’s wife was not enthusiastic 
about Mac’s going, but with promises 
of expensive presents and an immedi- 
ate divorce if he failed to bring home a 
trophy, she consented. I gave my wife 
a round-trip plane ticket to Mexico 
City for the period and we were all 
happy. 

In my: book a hunting trip should 
never be a convention. Never in my 
long experience have I had luck on a 
hunting trip where there was a crowd. 
But the Fuentes expedition offered 
jolly company and we were heading for 
a part of Sonora I had never hunted. 

We spent days checking equipment 
with lists and loading Mac’s pick-up 
and Juan’s four-wheel-drive truck. 
After a lot of sweat and some blood 
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from skinned hands, everything was 
loaded. We were ready to leave the 
next morning when we received notice 
that all hunting in the state of Sonora 
had been stopped. Our feelings were 
expressed by Miguel Mundoz, “A ca- 
lamity of the most barbarous nature.”’ 

We immediately began sending tele- 
grams, making long-distance calls, and 
pulling strings and legs. Perhaps some- 
one could reverse this ruling and per- 
mit the So Honorable Group from Du- 
rango to hunt. Then we waited and suf- 
fered. Although neither Mac nor I had 
ever met the governor personally, the 
others had, and he finally granted us a 
special permit to hunt, asking us to do 
our hunting as silently as possible and 
to leave quietly. We promised, but on 
second thought wondered just how we 
could be as good as our word. 

Mac and I were the only ones not 
prominent in Mexico. Our group was 
composed of doctors, executives, and 
business men with connections in many 
parts of Mexico, and the coming trophy 
hunt had been reported in the news- 
papers. It’s not like Mexicans to be 
quiet anyway. They throw fiestas and 
declare holidays for much less impor- 
tant events than trophy hunts inspired 
by American magazines. 

Dr. Smidt took the pick-up and Mi- 
guel Mundoz the truck, and amid great 


rejoicing they caravanned out of Du- 
rango on the cut-off over the high 
Sierra Madre mountains to Mazatlan, 
and then took the long road north to 
Hermosillo, Sonora, 180 miles south of 
Nogales. Mac and I waited three days 
and then caught a plane to meet them 
at the Hermosillo airport. 

Juan and his son were at the gate 
when we landed. Don Amando and 
Guillermo met us. We had the gov- 
ernor’s orders in mind and were dressed 
as conservative business men. At the 
station we had a last conference. 

Juan said, “Remember, we arrive 
quietly and remain so. Mac and Gui- 
llermo are mining men. Don Amando 
is a cattle buyer. I am a prospective 
buyer of cotton, and no one will know 
we are going hunting.” 

Juan said all of this very loudly, but 
that was not important. We under- 
stood. We were going to be quiet. 

We took cabs into town. At the hotel 
the cabbies all smiled and wished us a 
successful hunting trip. A group of 
musicians stepped out of the hotel 
playing a familiar old song, “Corrida 
de Durango.” A couple of caballeros 
let lodse with rebel yells. Several autos 
blew their horns. 

And thus quietly we entered the 
hotel, where our host and a banquet 
awaited us. We dined to the music of 
the Mariachi band—wonderful dance 
music, the old tragic songs of Mexico, 
and a few old American songs. Lovely 
sefloritas cast eyes at us. Some of our 
party danced, but we had more serious 
business to attend to. We were going 
to put Mexico on the map as a land of 
record trophies. Apparently, the feat 
was already accomplished in the minds 
of most of our crowd. 

Our quiet reception continued with 
an escort to the ranch from which we 
were to hunt. We drove through forests 
of saguaro cactus, the slopes of the 
hills studded with mesquite and many 
kinds of thorn bushes. The higher 
mountains were rocky and barren of 
vegetation—-sheep country. The ranch 
and all its buildings lay in a hidden 
valley with a windmill and plenty of 
water. We were assigned to several 
bunkhouses. 


ur Indian guides were very efficient 
They'd locate a big buck that 
might have a record head, trail him on 
horseback until he began dragging his 
hind feet, then tie the horses, and do 
the stalking on foot. These deer will 
often paw the earth beneath likely 
shady places and then double back on 
their trail for some distance and bed 
down where they can scent or see any 
pursuer without being observed them- 
selves. When a buck jumped up he 
would not be in sight for more than 
five seconds, and he'd usually be 
screened by brush for that brief time. 
Our rifles and ammunition were poor- 
ly chosen for this type of hunting. The 
rifles were all zeroed in at 200 yards or 
more, and we were using high-speed 
cartridges. The bullets we sent into 
the brush blew up or richocheted. We 
should have had low-velocity, heavy, 
brush-bucking bullets. The pump-ac- 
tion Remington Model 760 in .30/06 
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would be ideal, for with a bolt action 
there’s seldom time for a second shot. 

Our guides insisted that some of the 
old bucks never watered. I could be- 
lieve it, for several that we trailed and 
jumped had been feeding on cactus 
balls that contain moisture. We must 
have seen more than 100 deer come in 
to water, but no really big bucks 
watered in daylight. 

Mac killed the first deer while we 
were en route to our main hunting 
camp. The guide saw the buck sneak- 
ing through the roadside brush. When 
they stopped the pick-up he ran. Mac 
kept the scopeon him as best he could 
in the brush until the deer apparently 
thought he was out of range. He didn’t 
know Mac had a .270. The buck had 
slowed to a trot and was angling across 
an opening about 250 yards from the 
road when the .270 connected. It was a 
large buck, fat and, judging by the 
teeth, a long four years old—-good 
prime venison. But its antlers were 
far short of a record. 

The next big deer was killed by Guil- 
lermo Simbek. This one was really 
big, but again the head was not ex- 
ceptional. Don Amando Gonzalez, chief 
game warden for the state of Sonora, 
came to check our permits. He is so 
well liked by everyone, including the 
Indians, that there is very little poach- 
ing. He is efficient as well as a good 
fellow, and suggested places where big 
bucks ranged. 

Each of us had placed 100 pesos in a 
pot, and we all agreed to give it to who- 
ever was guiding the hunter that 
brought in the largest buck. Juan 
Fuentes said he’d add 500 pesos to the 
pot for the guide who’d show his son, 
Miguelito, the winning deer. That 
meant the boy got the best guide. 
Miguelito has a custom-made .257 with 
a fine German scope, and there wasn’t 
a man in the crowd who could outshoot 
this 12-year-old from a bench rest. 

The first big buck the guide showed 
Miguelito was known by everyone on 
the ranch. The animal had a freak 
head, one antler drooping down, the 
other curving up the way a normal 
antler should. They all called him Lop 
Horn. 


he guide cut some outsize tracks and 

he and Miguelito followed them a 
ways. When the big buck began drag- 
ging his hind feet and stopping in soft, 
shady spots to paw, looking for a place 
to lie down awhile, they tied their 
horses and proceeded afoot. They 
hadn’t walked 100 yards when the boy 
spotted the buck. It was old Lop Horn. 
The boy was going to take him despite 
his warped horns, but the brush pre- 
vented good shooting. The guide 
warned him that if the high-speed, 100- 
grain bullet hit a twig it would go to 
pieces. He should wait until he had an 
open shot. 

But that deer had a fine brain in his 
lopsided head. He played hide and seek 
for the better part of an hour. Often 
only a few yards separated them, but 
the buck kept well screened. Then Lop 
Horn tired of the game and bounded 
into a jungle of thorn bush and cactus 
where no man could follow and come 
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out with his clothes on. Miguelito and 
his guide went back to their horses and 
rode north to where the saguaros grow 
taller and the trees larger with more 
open spaces between. 

They found another outsize deer trail 
and went through the same procedure 
as with Lop Horn, only now it was 
later in the day and the guide was sure 
they’d find this buck bedded down 
somewhere near. Walking into the 
wind as quietly as possible, they stopped 
often to look under every paloverde and 
mesquite tree and in the shadows of 
the giant cacti. 

Coming from behind a mesquite tree, 
the guide saw the buck lying under a 
paloverde. He pointed, and the boy’s 
sharp eyes picked out the form in the 
gathering shadows. The big deer was

facing them and Miguelito’s first bullet 
struck the jaw, ranging back through 
the fleshy part of the neck. The buck 
sprang to his feet and was staggering 
away when the boy tumbled him with 
a heart shot. 

The buck weighed 197 pounds field- 
dressed and the antlers were larger than 
anyone had guessed—a beautiful tro- 
phy. It was hard to say which was 
happier over it, the father or the son. 

Other members of the party were 
killing big bucks, but so far none with 
a prize head. In fact, none equaled 
Miguelito’s. Our next visitor was the 
chief ranger in this area, who talked 
fluent English. He told of an old buck 
in his district that had been sought for 
several years. Four American hunters 
had seen him and said he was carrying 
a record head. 

Mac and I took off on this last chance 
for a record, and we found the biggest 
buck track seen on the trip. It was as 
wide as a young calf’s track and much 
longer. Deer usually live out their 
lives near where they’re born, seldom 
migrating unless food or cover fails, 
and this buck ran true to form. We 
all took turns hunting him. Every one 
of us saw him at least once and. several 


of us got a shot at hims+«But no one ~ 


drew blood. The crafty old monarch 
always put something between him and 
the hunter. 

I saw him standing broadside behind 
an ironwood tree that grew beside a 


thick stand of cactus. If I’d had my 
.30/06 with a 220-grain, blunt-nose 
bullet I feel sure that deer would have 
been mine, for the screening branches 
looked thin, even with my scope. But 
at the crack of my .257, twigs fell and 
the buck ran. The little 100-grain bul- 
let must have exploded in the twigs. 
No doubt some of the fragments hit 
the deer, but there was no blood. I was 
so disgusted that I rode to camp and 
left Mac to hunt alone. He saw the 
monarch again but didn’t get a shot. 


his buck had the largest head I’ve 

ever seen. I now share the opinion 
that he may be a world record. Juan 
Fuentes also saw and shot at this mon- 
ster and believes he’s the largest ever. 
Hunters can identify him by his tracks, 
as the inside toe on the left front foot 
is an inch shorter than the other and 
the unusually large dewclaw on the 
right hind foot sticks straight out. This 
shows quite plainly in tracks made 
when he’s running. 

After we failed that first time, Mac 
and I gave the other trophy hunters a 
chance at the big buck and hunted 
south of his domain. 

We had separated when Mac jumped 
four bucks, one a large one. It was 
brush hunting again and Mac fired four 
shots before downing the big buck. 
This happened just outside of some 
land owned by a rancher, who com- 
plained in due time that Mac had killed 
four of his cows—one for each shot 
fired. 

The officer came out and we went to 
a water hole near the tumble-down 
ranch house. There we found nine 
head of dead stock, four cows, three 
burros, and two horses. All of them 
had been dead for four or five days. 
None had been shot. All had died from 
poison or else had come in dying of 
thirst and had drunk too much. Mac 
had been so far away from here when 
he shot the deer and had fired in the 
opposite direction. We took the rancher 
and the officer to where Mac had stood 
and showed them the four ejected 
cases. From there we walked another 
200 yards away from the ranch and 
pointed out where Mac’s deer had fall- 
en and been gutted. 

They had to admit that Mac couldn’t 
have killed the cows—so they’d only 
charge half price, or 500 pesos. 

We paid up. It was money well 
spent, for we expected to hunt this 
country again. The Mexican rancher, 
having bilked a gringo out of $40, 
bowed and scraped and invited us to 
hunt on his ranch any time. He’d fur- 
nish guides and horses. 

But the big pay-off came after we 
got back to Durango and discovered 
that Miguelito Fuentes had killed the 
third-largest deer reported in Mexico 
in 1953. It wasn’t an international 
prize, but it was a trophy to be proud 
of. The mounted head now adorns the 
show window of Juan’s store. 

For that trophy alone the hunt was 
worth the trouble, but it also revealed 
that Juan Fuentes might be right about 
record-breakers in Sonora. It depends 
on just how big are the antlers on that 
buck with the short left toe. THE END

East Africa where rugged white hunt- 
ers stand by with comforting .475 
doubles. A friend of mine in Ninth 
Division headquarters had shot a ram- 
paging stag five times in the head and 
shoulders, only to have him drop dead 
within kicking distance. Those antlers 
and hoofs looked wickeder every 
second, and I threw a quick look over 
my shoulder to find the nearest tree. 

The stag was about 30 yards away 
and still coming when I scrambled to 
my feet. He saw me then, and tore up 
the turf as he plunged to a halt and 
wheeled away on his hind legs like a 
cow pony. I swung the scope up with 
him and fired when he was broadside 
and coming down. The whomp of the 
long 7 mm. R.W.S. bullet signaled a 
solid hit, but the stag sprinted down- 
hill and out onto the pasture. Then 
his feet caught on a wire and he piled 
up in a somersault, coming to rest on 
his back with his sur-royals buried in 
the ground. 

When we got to where he lay we 
saw he really was a patriarch, with 
long, shaggy red ‘hair hanging down 
under his neck and a tace covered 
with gray whiskers. I pulled his antlers 
out of the mud. The brow, bez, royal 
and sur-royal tines were long and 
symmetrical, with polished tips, but 
there were no crown clusters. He was 
an old eight-pointer long past his prime. 
After a look at his teeth, Wilhelm put 
his age at around 16 years. I’d shot a 
trophy stag about 10 years too late. 

And that’s the way it went for four 
years. I hunted red deer in the Spes- 
sart forests east of Frankfurt; in the 
Taunus Mountains along the Rhine; 
in the Black Forest below Stuttgart; 
and in the blue-green Harz Mountains 
within sight of the Russian Zone. But 
wherever I went for a hirsch, my little 
gremlins packed up and went along. 
Whether I stalked alone or sat with a 
guide in a stand beside a deer trail, 
something always went wrong. 

There was. the time, for example, 
when I had my trigger set for a splen- 
did 14-pointer at about 80 yards, and a 
young forester, out for a walk to show 
his fraulein the secrets of the woods, 
spooked the herd from under my nose. 

On another fall morning I'd climbed 
for three hours, falling in the darkness 
several times, to reach a clearing high 
above the mists where the big ones 
were sure to be. The deer were there 
ali right. We saw five stags and 41 
cows before the sunup. I had a 200- 
yard shot from the sitting position at a 
fine big zwoelfer, but my bullet blasted 
the dirt less than 50 yards from my 
feet. The scope had got whacked out of 
zero on the way up. 

I even tried hunting stags in August, 
when they run through thickets of 
young pines like a herd of wild horses. 
One hot afternoon a forester, Gerhard 
Schieweck, led me to a lookout and 
beat the thickets below it, to chase out 
a good stag he knew was hiding there. 
A band of them came whooshing past 
my knoll. I made a beautiful running

Boats and Motors 
for 1955 


by J. A. EMMETT 


r Vhe popularity of boating, both for 
itself and as an adjunct to fishing 
and hunting, continues to forge 

ahead at an unprecedented rate. Many 
of the manufacturers I’ve been in touch 
with while preparing this preview con- 
fidently predict that this year’s sales of 
boats and motors will reach all-time 
highs, and they back up their predic- 
tions by pointing to new developments 
which they feel are bound to have an 
important bearing on the industry’s 
future. 

Boat and outboard-motor financing, 
for one thing, has emerged from the 
experimental stages and is now an ac- 
cepted form of installment purchasing. 
Today more and more banks and 
finance companies are entering into 
time-payment agreements with dealers 
which make it possible for the dealers 
to offer attractive payment plans to 
their customers. Similarly, some manu- 
facturers have worked out dealer- 
financing arrangements which enable 
their retail outlets to carry complete 
lines and also to have adequate supplies 
in stock to meet demands for im- 
mediate delivery. 

Another important consideration is 
the influence of women in deciding 
major family purchases. Already being 
keenly felt in boating, it is likely to be 
a big factor in the sales picture from 
now on. It is reflected this year in the 
trend toward bigger boats, more de- 
pendable motors, and new standards of 
comfort, convenience, and safety. 

The increased availability of low- 
cost, well-designed boat trailers, and 
also of docking and launching facilities, 
is making it practical for more families 
who live some distance from water to 
have boats of their own. Growth of the 
livery business and in the offering of 
larger and better-built boats for rent 
likewise is stimulating the demand for 
outboard motors. 

Recently adopted industry-sponsored 
programs designed to make outboard- 
ing safer unquestionably are also mak- 
ing it more attractive. One of these is 


the new formula for calculating safe 
seating capacity of boats. Another is 
the sponsorship of education programs 
offering courses—often for free—in sea- 
manship and small-boat handling. A 
third is the effort being made to stand- 
ardize state and local laws regulating 
boating. 

All these developments, plus the 
widening interest in such sports as 
water skiing and skin-diving, combine 
to make it a foregone conclusion that 
1955 will be a banner year for boating. 
And the industry is ready for it, as is 
easy to see from a glance at the repre- 
sentative offerings shown on the follow- 
ing pages. 

Look at this year’s crop of outboard 
motors, for example. You'll notice that 
the power range—1.7 to 75 horsepower 

far exceeds last year’s. Nearly all 
the big-name concerns are offering 
really powerful engines not only in 
standard models but also in those 
featuring electric starting. Note par- 
ticularly the new 30 and 40-h.p. engines. 
A medium-size motor—18 h.p.—is be- 
ing offered with push-button starting. 

“Silencing,” a new feature last year, 
has become almost commonplace. All 
the larger motors are equipped with 
the latest devices to deaden vibration 
and reduce noise. Several makers have 
“quieted” all but their smallest models. 


os noticeable advance is the 
prevalence of gearshift motors. All 
this year’s offerings in the 10-h.p. cate- 
gory and higher have complete for- 
ward-neutral-reverse shifts, and about 
half the motors in the 5 to 714-h.p. 
range have the same conveniences. In 
addition, more motors have been en- 
gineered for quick attachment of re- 
mote controls, more have provisions for 
remote fuel supplies, and more have 
sure and easy methods of spark and 
throttle controls. 

Nearly all these improvements, with 
the exception of electric starting, have 
been made without any material in- 


crease in the weights of the motors. 
Prices also have been kept in line. 
While tags have been upped here and 
there, the increases are modest con- 
sidering the extra values being offered. 

The smaller motors—those rated at 
3 h. p. and under—have been improved 
also, without sacrificing their basic 
virtues. They are still light in weight. 


erhaps the best way to get a real 

line on the 1955 market for outboard 
motors is to see what the various manu- 
facturers have come up with. Here are 
brief summaries of the new lines. 

Evinrude’s five motors include four 
Aquasonic models. The soundproofing 
features tried out last year on the 
71-h.p. Fleetwin have been further im- 
proved and incorporated in the 15-h.p. 
Fastwin and the two Big Twin 25’s. 

The company’s engineers have uti- 
lized a new principle of engine mount- 
ing similar to that used in the aircraft 
industry. Powerheads and lower units 
are bedded in rubber, and this not only 
isolates engine vibrations from the hull 
but also minimizes any sounding-board 
effects. In addition, noise is reduced 
by an improved silencer for the car- 
buretor air intakes. 

Many of the well-known Evinrude 
features are standard equipment for 
these Aquasonic models. All have 
special speed controls and starters. 
They are fitted with gearshift, and have 
provision for remote controls. With the 
Big Twin Electric complete operation, 
including starting, is possible from any 
location within the boat. 

The Evinrude 3-h.p. Lightwin is be- 
ing offered this year in two versions- 
standard and Ducktwin. The Ducktwin 
is finished in a dull marsh-brown color 
designed to appeal to waterfowlers. 

Johnson’s four largest models, its 
Sea-Horse 5%, Sea-Horse 10, Sea- 
Horse 25 standard, and Sea-Horse elec- 
tric, are also equipped with the latest 
in quieting devices. They have full

gearshifts, twist-grip throttles, separate plug-in tanks, and provisions 
for snap-on attachment of remote controls. Dash-panel starting as well 
as speed and shift control is possible with the push-button 25. The Sea- 
Horse 3, with weedless propeller, rounds out the line. 

Despite these refinements, the big news from Johnson is the soundproof- 
ing of larger models. It has been accomplished chiefly by utilizing the 
suspension-drive system introduced last year on the Sea-Horse 51%. How- 
ever, for these larger motors rubber cushioning, rather than steel springs, 
keeps engine vibrations from reaching the boat. Actual noise is reduced 
by two-stage air-intake silencers, sealing of the hoods, and improved ex- 
haust systems. Even engine-jar is guarded against by a tilting lock and 
a tilting rubber bumper. The Sea-Horse 514 has been further improved 
by installation of antiwhine gears. 

Another new feature, which applies to all five models, is the company’s 
“theft plug” protection. It’s a duplicate-serial-number system designed 
to make it foolhardy for a robber to offer a stolen motor for service or 
sale. 

Scott-Atwater’s answer to the demand for more power and quieter 
operation is the company’s new 30-h.p. motor, which is available with 
either manual or electric starting. Its noise-reduction features, also in- 
corporated in the 16, 10, 742, and 5-h.p. models, include spring mountings, 
muted exhaust system, and intake silencing. 

All the Scott-Atwaters, except the 3.6-h.p. motor, are gearshift models.

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In addition, they have separate fuel tanks, their fuel systems are non- 
pressurized, and their carburetors are fitted with drains designed for 
easy emptying after the motors have finished operating. 

Twist-grip controls, “shock absorber” propellers, and remote-control 
connections are standard equipment. The electric-starting model has the 
usual plug-in connections for the battery and starter panel. Long-shaft 
models for 20-inch transoms are available at extra cost. Again this year, 
the Scott-Atwaters are fitted with automatic boat bailers. 

The Kiekhaefer Corporation is offering 10 Mercury motors. Two 
models—the Mark 55 Mercelectric, a powerful four-cylinder 40-h.p. 
motor, and the Mark 25 Mercelectric, rated at 18 h.p.—feature electric 
starting. The larger Mercelectric has an integral generator. Key start- 
ing, auto fashion, is provided. Both models are available in manual- 
starting versions. 

There is also an entirely new small Mercury, the Mark 6, a 5.9-h.p. 
motor, which has been engineered to be ‘“‘super-silent.’”’ Other models are 
the Mark 20 (16 h.p.), Mark 7 (7% h.p.), Mark 5 (5 h.p.), and three 
engines designed for racing. 

To quiet the large motors and also the Mark 6, Kiekhaefer engineers 
have used their recently developed sound-absorbing system and have sus- 
pended the larger motors in rubber. 

Champion has a new 16'4-h.p. model, the Blue Streak. It is being 
offered in two versions, a standard and a special (continued on page 80)

The special, called the Midship 
Control, has aircraft-type cable con- 
trols built in at the factory which con- 
nect directly to the magneto and gear- 
shift. Other Champion models include 
two twins, one rated at 5% and the 
other at 7% h.p., and a 3%-h.p. single. 
The company also has two new racing 
engines. 


7estern Auto Supply offers three 
Wizard models, the Powermatic 12, 
Super 10, and Super 5. The 10 and 12 
have had their piston displacements in- 
creased to give a substantial lift in 
power output, and also are now 
equipped with nonpressurized fuel sys- 
tems. 

The Wizard Super 5, an all-new 
motor, has the same type of fuel sys- 
tem and also a neutral shift of the 
push-button type. Full 360° pivoting 
permits turning the motor for reverse. 
Other features on this model are a 
multiple-disk propeller clutch and a 
spring-loaded tilt adjustment. 

Gale Products has a new electric- 
starting motor, the 22-h.p. Buccaneer. 
It has been “quieted” by incorporating 
the company’s new muted-drive prin- 
ciple, has a separate 6-gallon fuel tank, 
twist-grip spark and throttle control, 
and full gearshift. Its parts have been 
corrosion-proofed. The motor is also 
available with manual starting. 

There are four other motors in the 
Buccaneer line—a 3 h.p., a 5 h.p. in 
standard and de luxe models, and a 12 
h.p. The de luxe 5, a no-shear-pn 
motor, now has full gearshift and twis.- 
grip control. The 12, an integral-tank 
model, has been adapted to take the 
company’s auxiliary fuel system. 

Lauson’s line of three motors is 
headed by a new engine, the T-653N, 
which is a 6-h.p. model fitted with a 
positive neutral clutch. The clutch per- 
mits the motor to be slipped into neu- 
tral at any speed should quick emer- 
gency stops b= necessary. A sister 
model does not have this feature, but 
otherwise carries the same specifica- 
tions. The company’s other model is a 
3-h.p. single. All Lausons are air- 
cooled and have automotive-type fuel 
systems. 

Hiawatha’s offerings include a 12-h.p. 
gearshift twin, two 5-h.p. twins in 
standard and neutral-shift models, and 
a 3-h.p. single. Accessories for remote 
steering, throttle control, and shifting, 
together with an auxiliary fuel system, 
are available for the 12. Planned for 
later in the year is a new 22-h.p. Hia- 
watha, to be offered in manual and 
electric-starting models. 

Featured in the Montgomery Ward 
line of Sea King’s is a new 22-h.p. motor 
in manual and electric-starting ver- 
sions. There is also a new 5-h.p. custom 
Sea King with full gearshift. Retained 
from last year are the de luxe Sea King 
12, the neutral-clutch 5, and a 5-h.p. 
single. 

Sears, Roebuck has two new Elgins, 
a 12 and a 25. Both are gearshift 
models, and remote controls are avail- 
able for shift and speed. The 25-h.p. 
motor is adaptable for electric start- 


ing. Other Elgins are rated at 71%, 5, 
and 2 h.p. 

The Oliver Corporation, which re- 
cently took over the Chris-Craft line of 
motors, is offering two completely 
modernized models, the Challenger and 
the Commander, with ratings of 5% 
and 15 h.p. respectively. The company 
has announced that motors previously 
sold by Chris-Craft can be serviced at 
its plant in Battle Creek, Mich. 

Firestone has five models—a 16, 10, 
7%, and 5 h.p., all having full gearshift, 
and a nonshift 3.6 single. The larger 
models also feature twist-grip controls, 
separate fuel tanks, automatic fuel 
pumps, and rubber-cushioned propel- 
lers. The 7%, 10, and 16 are designed 
to take remote controls for shift, speed, 
and steering. 

Featuring Goodyear’s line is a new 
22-h.p. motor in two models—Sea-Bee 
de luxe standard rewind starter and the 
de luxe with electric starter. Both are 
full gearshift. The company also has 
a de luxe 5-h.p. model with full gear- 
shift and twist-grip controls, a twin 
standard 5 with 360° full pivot and ad- 
justable co-pilot, and a de luxe 3-h.p. 
model. 

Flambeau is presenting a 2%4-h.p. 
single and a 5-h.p. twin. Propeller pro- 
tection is provided on both models by 
incorporating automatic multiple-disk 
clutches. Automotive-type carburetors 
and single-lever controls help provide 
proper fuel mixtures for any speed. 

Muncie Gear Works continues to 
limit its outboard production to the 
1.7-h.p. Mighty Mite. Features include 
moistureproof magneto, self-lubricating 
bearings, aluminum semiweedless pro- 
peller, and underwater exhaust. 

The Riley, a powerful four-cycle, 
five-cylinder radial outboard, is being 
offered in two models. The 75-h.p. 
Cruiser has an electric starter and gen- 
erator and is equipped with a planetary- 
type reverse gear. The 65-h.p. Indus- 
trial has a slightly lower compression, 
and a clutch. 

The Clinton Machine Company, well- 
known maker of air-cooled gasoline 
engines, has entered the outboard field 
with two models, a 2% and a 4 hp. 
Others will be added later in the year. 

Among electric trolling motors now 
being offered is the LeJay Elec-Troll, a 
completely new model. It has an anti- 
whip feature on its flexible drive shaft, 
and precision-ground steel shaft ends, 
both designed to give smoother opera- 
tion. The Silver Creek Precision Cor- 
poration is offering its Silvertrol with 
a foot-operated steering device which 
can be mounted anywhere within the 
boat. Minn-Kota’s troller features a 
stainless-steel propeller shaft, grease- 
sealed ball bearings and a flexible-cable 
drive which eliminates the need for 
shear pins.

New offerings feature bigger, 
safer, more comfortable craft 





ominating the boat industry’s of- 
[) this year is the trend 

toward bigger, safer, and more 
comfortable craft. Hulls 14 feet and 
longer predominate, as these photo- 
graphs of a representative sampling 
show, and king-size outboard models, 
including husky sport fishermen, run- 
abouts, convertibles, and cruisers are 
much more in evidence than they were 
a year ago. 

There is still a wide choice of small- 
er, lightweight boats, but the growing 
use of more powerful motors and a 
mounting interest in trailers have had 
the effect of making even these boats 
larger, wider, and deeper than they 
used to be. Designers and makers have 
put less emphasis on lightness and com- 
pactibility and more on roominess, safe- 
ty, convenience, and the ability to take 
greater power. 

Outboards in the 14-foot-plus cate- 
gory have been greatly improved over 
similar craft previously offered. They 
are better made, constructed to give 
satisfactory performance in open and 
rough water. Many are designed to 
take the latest large-horsepower mo- 
tors, and some are suited even to dual- 
engine hookups. 

Many of the new outboards have 
watertight motor compartments and 
inside safety transoms. Out-of-the-way 
storage spaces for fuel tanks and even 
for batteries are common, as are more 
convenient provisions for remote-con- 
trol operation, forward steering, and 
other operational devices. 

Kit offerings continue to be plentiful, 
though there's a noticeable trend toward 
supplying factory-built hulls with other 
parts ready-cut to finish the boats. 
This is particularly true of the larger 
hulls. 

Constructionwise, in my estimation, 
this year’s new fleet is the best ever 
put on the market. Better materials 
have been used, particularly in the ply- 
wood lines, and there has been some 
intelligent combining of new and old 
materials. For example, some strip- 
planked boats are now covered with 
Fiberglas, and several of the canvas- 
covered models come with plastic fill- 
ing and finishing. Most of the clinker- 
built boats are planked with plywood 
to eliminate checking and other faults 
found in old-time cedar. 

There is no sign that any one ma- 
terial or type of construction is domi- 
nating the market, though aluminum 
boats bulk much larger in the offerings 
this year than ever before. Several 
makers who previously specialized in 
one type of construction are branching 
out into others. Some lines include 
molded plywood, aluminum, and Fiber- 
glas models. A few steel-boat manu-

top of its ear—approximately one inch 
for each 30 years. A closer study 
showed there were two elephants, one 
walking in the other’s tracks. 

I came back and said, ‘Two ele- 
phants.” 

“Then there’s no doubt,” Mathan 
said. “The rogue sometimes goes 
around with a smaller tusker as bad as 
himself.”’ 

I felt even more unhappy now over 
leaving my .404 up at the estate bunga- 
low miles away, but decided to drive 
ahead along what, for lack of a better 
name, I'll call a track. I now had the 
.375 across my knees, loaded with five 
cartridges with solid (full metal case) 
bullets. It was light armament for big, 
dangerous game, but at least I knew 
what. it would do. I told Arumugam to 
drive slowly and not take the corners 
short. We didn’t want to bump into 
the bottom of a rogue elephant. 

We were in a valley from which other 
valleys took off. Here and there were 
sholas (woods) some covering a square 
mile, others as small as a tennis court. 
Between the sholas was grassland. The 
hills rise nearly 1,000 feet above the 
valley floor, which is more than 4,000 
feet in altitude. It’s typical highland 
country. Many people say it resembles 
Scotland, others Dorset, in England. 
Someone has always seen a place “just 
like this.” The climate, anyway, is like 
southern Italy. To me, with the sun 
just beginning to breathe on the higher 
peaks, it looked good. 

About a quarter of a mile up we saw 
a sambar stag on the edge of a shola, a 
medium stag with horns about 33 inches 
from burr to tip and the usual three 
tines on each side. Mathan saw it as 
about 500 pounds of meat and looked at 
me. I shook my head. 

India is not like Africa, where one 
sees hundreds of head of game. You 
might go out here and see nothing. On 
the other hand you might, as I once 
did, see a tiger, a panther and cub, and 
four sambars in one patch of bush. 

After another half mile, Mathan said 
this was where we stopped. Like car 
drivers the world over, Arumugam, here 
in this vast open space, had to pick a 
good place to park. He found one near 
the edge of a small shola and was just 
going to switch off the engine when I 
told him to turn the jeep and face 
back home. It’s a habit of mine, ever 
since the day I was chased to my ve- 
hicle by an old cow elephant and found 
it facing the wrong way. 

We were unloading when the shikari 
touched me on the arm and nodded at 
a bison walking out of the shola. He 
was a “solitary,” big in body but with 
smallish horns, perhaps a 33-inch spread 
at their widest point. I say big in body 
—he probably went all of 19 hands, say 
six feet four inches at the shoulder. 

The books will tell you these are 
gaur, not bison. Bison is the local 
name. Sometimes they’re aggressive; 
mostly they’re not. Yet I know of a 
case where one of these brutes charged 
a man and ran its horn into his back, 
breaking some ribs and puncturing his

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were already behind the brow and 
more and more of his body was dis- 
appearing when I fired. 

The big brass-pointed lump of lead 
took some time in the air before I heard 
it whack into the bison. It reminded 
me of testing my air rifle in boyhood— 
firing it against the garage door and 
judging by the time lag whether it 
needed a new washer. That big, lum- 
bering Express bullet would have set 
me searching for my washers. 

The bull disappeared, and Mathan 
and I looked at each other and then 
climbed a higher point on the saddle 
and looked over. No bull. Just over 
the saddie was a big, triangular shola. 
The trees in it ran down on our right 
for perhaps 300 yards to a base about 
the same length. Just inside the trees 
was a game track where we found 
fresh, unhurried bison prints. 

“What the hell,” I said, and Mathan 
spat out his tobacco wad in disgust. 

We set off along the tracks and 
presently came out on the other side of 
the shola. In front of us was a mile of 
wide-open country with not a thing in 
sight, and again I said ‘‘What the heil.” 


hese Sholegar boys can track, I 

knew from experience, but this time 
my shikari was fooled. He was casting 
around when out walked the wounded 
bull 50 yards away and below us. We'd 
followed a track made by another soli- 
tary a few hours earlier.

stant, I gave him a fourth. The next 
second he was lost to view. 

I went down to where he’d been 
standing, but he wasn’t there; he’d got 
into a patch of head-high lemon grass. 
I knew this was his last effort—he 
was waiting for me to step into the 
grass. This patch, about 40 yards in 
diameter, separated the shola we'd just 
come through from a similar one run- 
ning farther down the hill. If it was 
going to be a waiting game, I was 
thinking I could wait all day. Then I 
heard the roar of an elephant. 

I had forgotten all about the rogues 
but now realized they were in the lower 
shola—100 yards away and very angry 
at the firing. What’s more, they were 
coming up. The bison was waiting for 
me somewhere in the grass; behind me 
was a very steep hillside, and I was al- 
ready exhausted. All I had in my favor 
was the wind. A cold breeze chilling 
the sweat on my face told me the wind 
was blowing from the elephants and 
the bison to me. 

I turned to look at the hill behind me 
and looked right into the bull’s face. 
His blue eyes, a color many taxiderm- 
ists overlook, held mine. I forgot the 


elephants, forgot the one and only car- 


tridge left in my rifle. Shooting by 
reflex, I hit him smack between the 
eyes, and he dropped as though he’d 
run into a V-2 rocket bomb.

A PRIZE BEAR

northernmost tip of Alaska. Barrow is 
an old Eskimo village, with a popula- 
tion of about 1,100, including a few 
whites — government employees, mis- 
sionaries, nurses, bush pilots, and writ- 
ers. A few Eskimo families move into 
Barrow for the summer, living in tents. 
Missionaries and native teachers have 
persuaded the year-round residents to 
abandon their warm but primitive drift- 
wood and sed igloos and move into 
flimsy one-room frame houses, heating 
them with coal from local deposits. 

The Eskimos depend on the walrus 
for food and hides, and some (not the 
Barrow people) carve jewelry from the 
ivory. At that time the Barrow folks 
had jobs in military construction and 
oil drilling work there; nevertheless 
they still hunted, and utilized any 
whales, seals, walrus, and polar bears 
they managed to kill. 

Eskimos rate polar bear as a deli- 
cacy, but they never eat the liver—they 


| always carry it to the edge of the ice 


and throw it into the water, insisting 
that it causes one’s hair to fall out. 
Science has recently verified this claim, 
showing the organ to be so full of vita- 
min A that eating it may cause severe 
headache, diarrhea, and vomiting; also 
loss of hair. Present price for the raw 
pelts, which run from six feet up, is 
about $8 a foot, so you can see it pays 
the Eskimos to go after them. 

Early in August I left Barrow with 
a crew of eight Eskimos in a 30-foot 
wooden inboard launch, hoping to col- 
information. The 
weather was clear, and though the sun 
had been above the horizon continuous- 
ly for 83 days—it set at long last on 
August 2—slush ice was already form- 
ing here and there. 

Hunting was good, and the Eskimos 
killed several walrus, as well as two 
bearded seals — big 800-pound crea- 
tures. We also chased a finback whale 
around awhile, vainly trying to sink a 
harpoon into it. 

Fog closed down and limited the visi- 
bility, so we decided to follow the edge 
of the ice pacR back toward Barrow, 
which by then was about 40 miles to 
the northeast. The water was glassy- 
smooth—the sea never becomes very 
rough when there is pack ice near by. 
Our pilot, Sam Hopson, a half-Eskimo 
hunter, kept watching the old whaling- 
ship compass the boat carried, and 
stayed close to the edge of the ice. 

Once when the fog lifted, through 
my binoculars I picked up an off- 
colored object half a mile away on an 
ice floe. I stared my hardest, but 
couldn’t be sure what the object was— 
the boat was vibrating too much. I 
turned to keen-sighted Max Ungarook, 
and noticed that he too was peering in- 
tently at the object. 

“Polar bear, Max?” I asked. 

“Yes, I think a big nanook,’”’ he an- 
swered. 

Max was long a reindeer herder at 
Barrow, and has the reputation of a fine 
tracker and hunter. In recent years he’s 
been a maintenance man at the weather 
station. A few years ago he received

a silver medal from the Secretary of 
the Interior for leading a search party 
and tracking down a demented govern- 
ment employee who started from Bar- 
row to Salt Lake City on foot in 40- 
below weather with one chocolate bar 
in his pocket. 

After seeing the polar bear, Max and 
I alerted the crew and signaled Sam 
to head for the ice pack. As we 
watched, another big bear appeared 
close by the first. They were ambling 
around and hadn’t sensed our presence, 
or they’d have done what polar bears 
do when alarmed—point their noses 
straight toward the heavens to smell. 

This looked like my chance. Already 
that summer I had seen perhaps 20 
smaller bears, and turned down several 
possibles; for I wanted to kill a trophy 
animal, one that I could be proud of. 

We moored the boat to the edge of 
the floe about half a mile from the 
bears and out of their sight below a low 
pressure ridge that ran diagonally 
toward them. Max and I were chosen 
to go after them—partly because we'd 
seen them first, partly because we were 
the only ones aboard wearing white 
parka covers, which, of course, blended 
with the color of the ice. 


he wind was in our favor. As we 
left the boat the crew fired a port- 
able cookstove, preparing to make cof- 
fee and boil some nitsuk (seal meat). 

There are evidently many polar bears 
in Alaska, although they aren’t heavily 
hunted. Probably not over 100 are 
killed each year, and Eskimos take 95 
of those. However, sportsmen are com- 
ing to discover that the prospects are 
very good for collecting a polar bear 
trophy in Alaska. 

At present the usual hunting tech- 
nique is to spot the bears from small 
ski-equipped airplanes during the win- 
ter, when the pack ice is near the main- 
land. Sometimes a bear may be tracked 
for miles on new snow. When he is lo- 
cated, a landing is made near by on a 
smooth patch of ice, and the hunter 
makes his stalk. The fact that the 
polar bear is classed as a fur-bearing 
animal in Alaska makes this practice 
legal; hunting game species from the 
air, of course, is barred. 

A far more sporting method of hunt- 
ing nanook, and one I’ve spent many 
days doing, is to travel by dog team 
from one high vantage point to another, 
and scan the surrounding ice pack with 
binoculars. 

Still another method, and the one 
with which I met success, is that prac- 
ticed in the Atlantic arctic and at 
Barrow, where bears are hunted with 
boats in the summer. This method can 
be sporting, or it can be extremely dis- 
tasteful. 

Not infrequently bears are found 
swimming many miles from the secu- 
rity of the ice pack, and it is at this 
time that the true sportsman refrains 
from shooting them, as they are help- 
less, and have no means to escape. It’s 
like shooting fish in a barrel. The 
Eskimos of course, do not hunt for 
sport—they’re after food and hides. 

I once stood on the pilot house of a

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bear in the water not over 25 feet from 
the boat. A whaling harpoon was then 
shoved into the wounded bear, and a 
few more shots finished him off. Later 
that day I refrained from pointing out 
two bears I saw in the water at a dis- 
tance—and we went on by them. 

Now, before Max and I had gone far 
in our stalk for the two big bears, large 
crevasses blocked our way, but in each 
case we fortunately found narrow 
places where we could jump across. 
The bears, still unaware of our pres- 
ence, were feeding on a large bearded 
seal and a ringed seal they had evi- 
dently killed close together. Each bear 
would eat a few mouthfuls of seal, then 
plunge into a large patch of water in a 
hole in the ice, and casually swim about. 


e crawled along on our bellies. 

There were many shallow pools of 
water on the ice that we had to crawl 
through, and my sealskin pants soon 
were like wet chamois. My hands were 
bare, and became cold from contact 
with the ice; nevertheless I was sweat- 
ing from the thrill of approacaing two 
large polar bears on an open ice field 
with no intervening barriers. I was 
very aware of the fact that there were 
no trees—or anything—to climb or 
dodge behind for safety. 

Polar bears are much larger than 
most people realize. Really big ones, 
like these two, are as big as the huge 
Alaska brown bear, though normally 
they don’t have the weight of the 
brownie. And they are justifiably con- 
sidered dangerous—an adult specimen 


can kill an 800-pound bearded seal with | 


one blow. 


It seemed a long time that Max and | 


I alternately bellied along and peeked 
at the bears; actually it couldn’t have 
been much over half an hour. We were 
still behind the pressure ridge, and 
about 80 yards from the two bears. I 
felt that was close enough—it was al- 
most point-blank distance to me, but 
I'd been accustomed to shooting game 
in the mountains. 

Max, however, wanted to move still 
closer to a low ice hummock which lay 
15 yards ahead. I didn’t want to go, 
but he talked me into it; after all, he’d 
seen and killed many more polar bears 
than I. So we very carefully slid an- 
other 15 yards on our bellies. 

The bears were just emerging from 


the water when I looked at them again. 


With my naked eyes at that distance I 
could see the seal-blubber stains around 
their mouths, and even black scars on 
their noses. They looked awfully big 
—and we were separated from them 
only by a single 15-inch-high rise of 
ice. To my consternation Max wanted 
to stalk still closer. 

As far as I was concerned we were 
already too close for comfort; and if I’d 
known what I learned afterward—that 
Max only had 100-grain bullets in his 
.270—nothing could have persuaded me 
to get that close. 

I convinced him we should shoot 
from where we were. We were prone, 
behind the low ridge of ice, Max to my 
left. The bears looked to be about the 
same size, and we agreed that he 
sheuld shoot first, at the one on the

left, and I would take the other. We 
waited—-I somewhat nervously—until 
both bears stood broadside to us. 

“T aim for his heart,’’ Max muttered.

They recovered almost instantly, 
wheeled—and rapidly galloped directly 
toward us. 

We both ejected our spent cartridges, 
rechambered, and fired again. Max’s 
bear collapsed heavily into 4 large 
puddle on the ice—this I saw from the 
corner of my eye—while my bear took 
a slug in his chest and veered sharply to 
my right.

Later I learned that the crew from the | 


launch, upon seeing the bears charge 
toward us, thought we were being 
overrun, and had fired in a frightened 
effort to assist us. Actually the bears 
weren't deliberately charging to attack, 
but were headed for the only cover in 
sight—the pressure ridge behind us. 
vwwhen 1 nred at my pear for a third 
time, as he continued to move to my 
right, now dragging one front leg, the

mops most polar bears live on ice 
all year around, their summer hides 
ave betver than you might suppose, and 
they never seem to be rubbed. That 
was true of our specimens, both of 
which were very large. Mine measured 
eight feet three inches from the tip of 
his nose to the end of his tail. The 
hide, when removed later and fleshed 
by some Eskimo women at Barrow, 
squared out more than 11 feet. Several 


teeth were missing, and the rest were | 
broken stubs, showing he was very old. | 


Max’s bear was nearly as large, meas- 
uring eight feet even from nose to tail. 
Eventually I took my hide and skull 
home to Fairbanks, leaving the skull 
outside the house in a box. Next morn- 
|ing it was missing. A neighbor said 
|he’d seen a stray sled dog pack it 
| away. My wife and I spent three days 
| hunting for the thing before another 
neighbor told us he’d come upon an 
“unusual-looking bone’ in his back 
yard and hauled it to the dump. I 
searched there until I found it. 

That skull, with a length of 17 4/16 
inches and a width of 10 10/16 inches, 
won first prize in the polar-bear di- 
vision of the 1953 big-game competition 
of the Boone and Crockett Club. It’s 
the third largest ever recorded. THE END

A FINISHED BOAT 
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Model 740’s detachable magazine holds 
four cartridges, so with one in the 
barrel the rifle is a five-shot repeater 


wanting an autoloading rifle for 

the .30/06 cartridge—not an 11-lb. 
light machine gun that looks like some- 
thing Buck Regers might carry, but a 
sleek, sporter-weight job that looks like 
a rifle. 

The new Remington Model 740 is it. 
Now the boys can be happy! 

It is a 744-lb. gas-operated autoloader 
(which 90 percent of all users are going 
to call an “‘automatic’’). It looks much 
like its older sister, the Remington 
Model 760 slide-action job, which is 
available in a whole flock of calibers 
besides .30/06. Right now the new auto- 
loader can digest only .30/06 fodder, 
but I'll guess that within the year 
Model 740’s will come out for the .270 
Winchester and possibly for the popular 
.300 Savage and .35 Remington car- 
tridges. 

The Model 740 has the same type of 
rotary breech bolt with multiple lock- 
ing lugs that is on the Model 760 slide 
action—and likewise the same type of 
extractor. Function is flawless in the 
rifle I was sent to play with. I shot 
it with Remington-made .30/06 ammo

loaded with bullets weighing from 110 
to 220 gr., 150 and 180-gr. hunting stuff 
included. I likewise shot a lot of war- 
time government M-2 cartridges with 
152-gr. bullets through it. Again not a 
bobble! 


he quick-detachable magazine holds 

four cartridges, so with one in the 
barrel the new auto is a five-shot re- 
peater. I noticed that unless I watched 
it I could jam up the magazine momen- 
tarily as I put it in, but I think that 
will be eliminated when owners practice 
up a bit. 

Receiver is the same as that of the 
Model 760, and the trigger guard is 
apparently the same as the one on the 
pump rifle and on the Remington re- 
peating shotguns. 

Stock is just about right for the av- 
erage man if iron sights are used, and 
it is a good-looking stock with a good 
round hand-filling fore-end and a close, 
well-curved pistol grip. Drop at comb 
for the standard model is 1% in. and at 
heel 2% in. from line of iron sights. 
That is the ordi- 
nary prescription 
for iron sights, 
but the rather 
thick comb might 
make it difficult 
for characters 
who crawl the 
stock and crowd 
the comb—partic- 
ularly if they’re 
wide between the 
cheekbones — to 
get down into the 
sights. For most 
of us, though, it 
is a good fit. 

Actually the 
stock as it stands 
is not at all bad 
for scope sights. 
Ture is es it 
should be, since 
it’s a lot easier to

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some comb height to make a stock 
just right than it is to take that same 
rasp and add wood on. 

The standard-grade rifle has a plain 
stock without checkering, but Rem- 
ington is offering a de luxe grade 
known as the Model 740 ADL. It has 
sling swivels and the same neat, pre- 
cise machine checkering on fore-end 
and pistol grip as the Remington DL- 
grade shotguns. In the de luxe grade 
the shooter has the choice of standard 
stock dimensions or a _ high-combed 
stock made especially for scope-sight 
use with drop at comb of 1% in. and 
drop at heel of 2 in, This is a nice stock 
for a scope, and the chap who wants to 
use one should by all means get it. For 
me, though, that comb could be still 
higher and thicker for scope use. All 
stocks have a length of pull of 13% in., 
which, long experience shows, makes 
most users happy. 

Scope-mount bases for the Reming- 
ton Model 760 slide action fit the Model 
740, of course, so I snuck down to my 
favorite hardware store and picked up 
a Redfield Jr. mount with a Model 760

base and l-in. rings. I then put a 
Weaver K-6 scope on the rifle and took 
it out to the range. 

I got on the target at 25 yd. with 
some old G.I. ammo and then backed 
off to 100 yd. to refine the sighting. The 
new rifle, I must admit, is very nice to 
shoot and the recoil is surprisingly soft. 
The barrel is fixed (or non-recoiling’) 
and the gas to activate the mechanism 
is taken off under the fore-end. Conse- 
quently the Model 740 doesn’t have the 
slam-bang effect of a rifle with a re- 
coiling barrel—an effect which those 
who tried to use scopes on old Reming- 
ton Model 8 and 81 autoloaders found 
wasn’t good for the insides of glass 
sights. 

The Model 740 barrel floats, some- 
thing which may or may not contribute 
to accuracy. The boys are still arguing 
about it. 

Kibitzers had better watch where 
they stand when they’re around some- 
one using the new autoloader, as cases 
come zinging out with a right fair 
velocity. I did some shooting in Vernon 
Speer’s range house, and the ejected 
cases popped out so fast that they’d 
bounce 17 times and ricochet all around 
the room before they finally settled 
down. 

Accuracy, all things considered, was 
quite good. Groups at 100 yd. ran from 
1% in. with the Remington 180-gr. 
pointed soft-point Core-Lokt factory 
loads (which seemed to agree with this 
particular rifle) to about 3% in. with 
Des Moines M-2 stuff with bullets 
jacketed with gilding metal bonded to 
steel—stuff that won’t shoot decently 
in any rifle I have. How heavy or how 
light the bullet was seemed to make no 
difference; rifle functioned perfectly 
anyway. 

The Model 740 is a fine, safe, rugged 
rifle. It will not fire until the action is 
closed, even if the trigger is pressed as 
the breech bolt is closing. 

It’s strictly a hunting rifle, and for 
those who shoot in woods and at run- 
ning game it’s a fine bet, since that 
second or third shot can be slammed 
in there in the flick of an eyelid. Such 
a rifle as the Model 740 would be poison

on charging soft-skinned game. A cool 


shot, using suitable bullets, could spit 


in the eye of any lion or any grizzly 
that ever walked. He could simply cut 
the animal to pieces with impunity. 

Lads who like to throw lead are 
really going to go for this little self- 
service musket, and I predict there’ll 
be quite a scramble for it. Sales ex- 
perience has proved that the run-of- 
the-mine hunter doesn’t have any mad 
enthusiasm for the bolt action. Just 
look at the enormous demand for the 
Remington Model 760 slide-action rifle 
and the continued popularity of the 
lever actions despite the fact that most 
of them are chambered for somewhat 
less than ultramodern cartridges. 

Still and all, the Model 740 is no rifle 
for the gun nut who shoots a lot and 
who is also a reloader. For one thing, 
the autoloader is a bit rough on car- 
tridges, as most of the time the circular 
Remington extractor puts a nick in the 
rims. For another, I’m afraid that un- 
Iess reloaded cases had been full-length- 
resized, the extractor would fail to yank 
out the spent hull. With repeated full- 
length resizing and the violence of the 
gas-operated action, I wouldn’t bet on 
reloaded ammo to work. 

And the Model 740 is no rifie for the 
accuracy nut. It will group into 2% 
minutes of angle, and that’s plenty ac- 
curate for almost any big game one 
could name. But to the dyed-in-the-wool 
rifle enthusiast, a rifle averaging 2% 
minutes isn’t much better than a club. 

But it’s fine for the chap who is 
merely a hunter, not an expert marks- 
man, and who doesn’t take the time to 
become a slicker at operating the strong 
but clumsy bolt action from the shoul- 
der. And particularly is it a fine bet for 
the scattergunner who uses an auto- 
loader and wants a rifle to match, for 
the Model 740 has not only the appear- 
ance but also the feel of a good shotgun 
about it.—Jack O’Connor.

After you 
reading, you really begin to feel the 
cold. At night we kept the fires going 
continually in order to sleep. Outside 
the circle of light, the trees cracked 
like little guns. Wherever the cold air 
came in contact with the naked flesh, 


when cooking around the fire, heavy 
mitts were a comfort.

coals had slivers of ice reaching into 
the water. 

Nothing but heavy eider-down robes 
could have kept us comfortable in such 
cold. We slept double, and the one 
nearest the fire was warm, but the

we always kept our heads beneath the 
covers so our breath would help warm | 
the bed. In the morning, about an hour 
or so after we had rolled out, the 
blankets would be as stiff as a barn 
door with the frozen moisture of our 
breathing. They stood on edge in the 
cold air and had to be thoroughly dried 
by the fire each evening. 

The days were so short that five or | 
six hours after we left camp to hunt, 
it would be dark. The nights were in- 
terminably long and it required an 
enormous quantity of wood to keep the 
fires going. 





he first day of the hunt, I went in 

one direction and Smithy went an- 
other. I found one track and hunted 
it for hours but failed to catch up to 
my game. That moose led me through 
a mess of windfalls that were piled in 
places as high as my head. I couldn't 
hunt slowly or carefully, because the 
penetrating cold made me keep stren- 
uously active, just to stay warm. I got 
pretty logy, and I had an inkling of 
what Neil and Hec had gone through. 
It was quite different out there from 
thinking about what you would do as| 
you sat in a warm cabin. The obstacles 
in the stark open begin to appear in- 
surmountable. 

When I returned to camp, Smithy | 
was already there, impatient to tell me | 
his experience that day. 

“He was the biggest bull moose in all 
Canada,” he almost shouted. ‘And he 
just stood there looking at me, and I 
couldn’t shoot. I tried to thaw that 
gun out, but it didn’t do no good. I had 
a notion to throw it at him while he} 
stood there, he was looking so damned | 
unconcerned.” 

After awhile I got the straight of the 
story. It seems that Smithy came on 
this bull and got all set to shoot. When 
he pulled back the hammer of his gun, 
it wouldn’t catch. He tried slipping 
the hammer off his thumb while aim- 
ing, but again he was stumped. The 
firing pin was frozen and wouldn’t jar 
loose to bust the cap of the cartridge. 
As a last resort, he tried thawing the 
lock with matches, but after the third 
or fourth match, the moose got tired 
of waiting and walked away. 

“IT never felt so helpless and foolish | 
in my life,” he said. “I just stood there 
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cussing and wrestling with that hunk 
of frozen iron.” 

I immediately tried my own gun, and 
it worked perfectly. Smithy tried his 
again, but it was still frozen too hard 
to work. He had borrowed it from a 
neighbor who kept it heavily oiled, and 
as a result the mechanism froze hard 
in the extreme cold. It was so rigid 
that there was danger of breaking the 
lever before it would budge. 

This didn’t end Smithy’s misfortune 
by a long shot. Not only had his rifle 
frozen—his feet were frozen too. As 
they gradually warmed up around the 
fire, they began to pain. He hadn't 
suspected that they were in that condi- 
tion while he was hunting. 

Freezing comes easily. First the 
toes get cold, then uncomfortable, then 
they hurt. You bang them and jump 
around to restore the circulation. After 
awhile you think they’re beyond danger 
and you forget them. It is only hours 
later when you are back in the warmth 
and they begin to thaw that you realize 
what you’re up against They say 
childbirth is the most intense pain, but 
I don’t believe any woman has endured 
anything more excruciating than frozen 
feet. The worst part of it is that unless 
you are in a hospital, you just have to 
take it. You can cry and sweat and 
swear, but it’s there for hours. After- 
ward, if you were lucky enough to be 
spared from gangrene, your feet are 
swollen and blistered as though by 
great burns for days and days. 

I stripped off Smithy’s footwear and 
massaged his feet with snow and cold 
water. There was little else I could do 
for him, and that night he slept very 
little. 

“You can have the bed all to your- 
self tonight,’”’ Smithy said. “I'll keep 
the fires going so you can get a good 
sleep.””

around ourselves, and when day dawned | 
we packed and started home. | 

When we got home, we learned that | 
the neighbors were about to organize 
a search party for us. They couldn't 
understand how any human being could 
have existed in the open when the | 
thermometer was so low.

put the loop of the sling high on my left 
arm, got into a perfectly easy and com- | 
fortable sitting position. With my left | 
hand hard against the front swivel, | 
felt solid as a rock. 

I was using a .270, an altered Model | 
70 Winchester with barrel ground down | 
and shortened to 22 inches. It was 
fitted with a Stith 4X Bear Cub scope 
on Tilden mount and had been restocked 
by Al Biesen in fine French walnut. 
All in all, it’s my notion of an ideal rifle 
for mountain hunting. It weighs only 
| eight pounds with scope and sling and 

will shoot any good bullet into a one- 
| inch circle at 100 yards. 
The crosshairs settled down black 
and sharp against the bull’s broad, tan 
| back at such an angle that the bullet 
|} would drive down through the lungs | 
}and have a chance to break the far 
shoulder. 

Then the little .270 went off. The 
handloaded Speer 150-grain bullet, 
| pushed out at around 3,000 feet per 
' second, plunked into the elk, knocking 
| off a clump of hair right where the 
| crosshairs had rested. The bull stag- | 
| gered, and as I worked the bolt to get | 
| off another shot Les yelled, “He’s go- | 
| ing down.” 
| Slowly the bull slumped to his knees. 
| Then his great antlered head dropped to 
the ground, and he rolled over. 

He was a grand elk, that fellow, with 
a head well up in the record class. As 
Les and I worked to dress him out the 
sun was plunging rapidly. Its slanting 
rays still fell like a spotlight on our 
peak, but below us we could see the 
shadows creeping up out of the can- 
yons, spreading up the mountainsides. 
Remembering the rugged trail up which 
we'd come, I was anxious to get started 
down and so was Les. We almost ran

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tire column to fly fishing as a means 

of catching crappies, yellow perch, 
and rock bass, but too many experi- 
ences come back to remind me that 
flies are just one way. So here’s how 
to be consistently successful with these 
three fish—by using flies while they 
work and the other productive systems 
when they fail. 

Let’s start with crappies and how to 
locate them. Finding these flat-bodied 
scrappers is easy enough if they’re 
present in quantity, but it can be very 
difficult otherwise. Generally, you'll 
find them in shady places, for crappies 
everywhere seem to dislike bright sun. 
In unshaded waters, they go deep; 
given trees, brush, or other sunken 
cover that screens them from strong 
light, they may stick to very shallow 
water. Docks are always a possibility, 
while any underwater tangle from a 
sunken boat to a fallen tree may be a 
hot spot. 


[= been tempted to devote my en- 


f you fish the same place frequently, 

it may pay you to sink your own 
crappie shelters. These panfish fol- 
low shade so consistently in the sum- 
mer that the very boat you're fishing 
from may attract them. Under your 
own boat may be the best place for 
them when you're fishing quietly with 
natural bait. 

Just to give you an idea how crappies 
feed, I’ve often experimented with 
schools that were slowly milling around 
in the shady depths under a dock. 
These fish usually ignore a lure that’s 
lowered to within 2 ft. of them. They’ll 
just go about their business until it 
actually touches them or comes very 
near to that. Then they’re likely to 
take it. I’ve even had them hit the 
tip of my rod when I thrust it down 
in the water. 

None of my test groups would hit 
the rod tip more than a time or two on 
each experiment, however, and I found 
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they took much the same aititude 
toward artificial lures. A few hits and 
they were through until rested for some 
time. Changing to a minnow, worm, or 
other natural bait would revive their 
strikes for a while, but they’d finally 
tire of that too, moving out of range 
and refusing everything until they ap- 
parently had time to forget the whole 
thing. Most fish seem capable of this 
kind of “learning.” 

I’m somewhat partial to flies as a 
means of increasing my pleasure in 
catching crappies, and I favor the min- 
now imitations—White Marabou, Black 
and White, Blue-gray and White. Either 
feather or bucktail types do well. I 
suggest sizes 6 and 8. In regular wet 
flies, I like the March 
Brown, Gold-rib 
Hare’s Ear, and other 
dull patterns in sizes 
8 and 10. Nymphs are 
also effective, and 
again you need dull 
colors, but that’s 
about the only quali- 
fication with nymphs. 
Any dull pattern in 
size 8, 10, or 12 will 
do a good job. 

Fish your minnow 
imitations (streamers 
and bucktaiis) with 
quite a lot of action 
—darts and pauses. 
Regular wet flies re- 
quire a little action 
in the water, and 
nymphs only the 
slightest twitches. The 
season and weather 
can guide you in mak- 
ing your choice. Crap- 
pies will be deep or in 
the shade in bright 
summer weather; sur- 
face feeding at morn- 
ing or dusk. Cool wa- 
ter or shade keeps 
them nearer the sur- 


face. Crappies often take a whack at a 
surface bug, too, even the large ones 
designed for bass. I sometimes catch a 
lot of crappies while fishing for bass 
with a big bug. If the bass action slows 
down at such times I switch to a 
smaller bug and go to work on the 
crappies in earnest, the change usually 
increasing my crappie catch. 

I think most any color suits crappies 
that are shopping for surface bugs, as 
long as the bug stays on the surface. 
Sizes 6 and 8 hook them best. If you 
want to concentrate on bass and pick 
up crappies incidentally, you can do 
that with bugs in sizes 2 and 4. 


| ese crappies will also hit spoons, 
sometimes a big spoon being trolled 
fast and deep for some other fish. A 
spinner-and-fly combination may get 
them—anything, for that matter, that 
resembles a minnow. The smaller sizes 
ordinarily work best. 

Bait, of course, is a crappie killer. 
Since they frequent tangled ‘masses of 
brush or sunken shelter, it’s often diffi- 
cult to use anything but bait without 
getting snagged repeatedly. And bait, 
whatevur the condition of their shelter 
area, is a steady producer. Probably 
the best natural baits are grubs, worms, 
and small minnows, the latter ranging 
from 1% to 2 in. long. About the only 
problem you’d encounter in fishing bait 
is to get it where the fish can easily 
see and reach it. 

Yellow perch are a different proposi- 
tion. Unlike crappies, they’re hustlers, 
schooling up to range the water for 
minnows like wolves in a pack. Wher- 
ever the minnows are, the yellow perch 
are pretty sure to follow, whether shal- 
low or deep. It’s easy to find perch, 
especially the small ones, when fishing 
where they’re plentiful, but steady and 
sometimes boring experiments with dif- 
ferent areas and depths are necessary

Perch in shallow water are easily 
caught on flies fished on or near the 
surface. They may also take flies well 
as deep as 15 ft. if they’re fished right. 
‘Right” means getting the fly down 
there and giving it some action just 
above the bottom. 

Small flies are best for yellow perch. 
Use streamers and bucktails 1% to 2 
in. long with No. 6 or 8 medium-long 
hooks in any standard pattern. An 
assortment of small nymphs will take 
perch when they’re off minnows and 
are digging for aquatic insects. Con- 
ventional wet flies—even dry flies— 
will get them when they’re on a feed- 
ing spree in the shallows. 

If I had to do all my perch fishing 
with artificial lures, I’d use small spin- 
ners, wobbling spoons, and an assort- 
ment of lures that have a good action 
when jigged. If I were interested in 
catching them in quantity, I’d get some 
live minnows 1% to 2 in. long, and a 
can of worms. Those two natural baits 
are meat and potatoes to yellow perch. 
The small fry will nibble away so 
many worms and minnows that it can 
actually be a financial burden at cur- 
rent bait prices, but you can avoid the 
little ones to some extent. They often 
school together by size, so just move 
out when the small ones move in. Per- 
haps you can locate a school of larger 
ones in another area. 

Yellow perch thrive in cold water, as 
illustrated by their popularity with ice 
fishermen, and they may go to cool 
springs or deep channels when their 
usual haunts become too warm. A 
spinner with trailing hooks baited with 
worms is a deadly multipurpose rig for 
scouting out such areas. If it doesn’t 
connect with the perch it may interest 
a variety of other big fish—bass and 
trout, for example. 


hen perch go very deep, jigging 

comes into its own. It’s done with 
a spoon, any one of several varieties 
designed to give good action when low- 
ered to depth and jerked up and flut- 
tered back down. This system also 
hooks a Jot of fish other than perch. 

Here’s another dual-purpose stunt 
that adds perch and other panfish to 
your catch. When you're after bass, 
say, that are near the surface, use a 
surface plug in bass size with a fly 
trailing behind it on a 2-ft. leader. 
You can do good work with the bass 
plug and at the same time pick up a 
lot of panfish on the fly. 

The third of this group of panfish, 
the rock bass, isn’t often sought by 
sport fishermen. Nevertheless, it’s a 
fish that can give a lift to a day when 
you'd get skunked otherwise. Lots of 
anglers spend fruitless hours fishing 
for bass, boating only an occasional 
small fish that looks a little like a 
stunted bass with red in its eyes. These 
are rock bass. The fact that they’re 
hitting means that they’re interested in 
your bait or lure as it is. By changing 
to a smaller size, you’ll probably start 
hooking a lot of them. 

Rock bass, appropriately, favor rocky 
areas. Sandy shores with scattered 





rocks suit them too—places that are 
more suited to smallmouth black bass 
than to largemouths—and they’re com- 
monly shallow. My greatest successes 
with rock bass have been while working 
shoals or points from 1 to 4 ft. deep 
for black bass. Some days the game- 
fish weren’t there and the panfish were, 
so I went to work on the willing takers. 

Rock bass are not very selective. 
Flies take them. Bugs, plugs, spoons, 
spinners, and artificial baits—especial- 
ly worms, hellgrammites, and grubs 
are steady producers. I’ve caught lots 
of these little fish (those weighing % 
lb. are good ones) where I could actual- 
ly see them rush up and take my bait 
or lure. 

There's a lot of sport in concentrating 
on rock bass in some waters. Take a 
light fly rod or spinning rig and work 
along a shallow gravel or rocky shore. 
If you're fishing from a boat, cast 
right up to the shore and retrieve from 
there. Keep moving on your first pass 
through the area but remember the 
places where you get fish or strikes. 
Anchor off each of these hot spots on 
the next round and fish them thor- 
oughly. 

Rock bass are usually found only in 
clear, clean water and so make ex- 
cellent panfish for the table. Bless 
them for being available in so many 
places where the bass seem temporarily 
uncatchable.—Ray Bergman.

once had been a pool was a roaring 
flood of yellow water. The boulder- 
strewn waterfall at the head of the pool 
was a bellowing Niagara. An elephant 
couldn’t have lived in that maelstrom. 

Slowly I climbed to the top of a 10- 
foot boulder that reared above the flood. 
I stripped off line with a few false casts 
and dropped a streamer fly out on the 
water. It hit and bounced into the air, 
hit again, then was sucked into a whirl- 
pool. I reeled in, slid down the face of 
the boulder, and rejoined Maynard. We 
slogged our way back to Harry’s and 
had some tea. Then we drove back to 
camp. 

We stayed on for three days and the 
rain never stopped but once, and then 
only to get its second wind.

Then, back at 
camp, we found a boat and trolled 
Sturtevant Pond for miles, the net re- 
sult being one 12-inch pickerel. That 
pickerel was the pay-off. We packed 
up and drove the long way home to 
Boothbay Harbor. 


o that’s the end of the story, eh? 

No, it’s just the beginning. The 
weather faired under a sou’west wind 
and the wind held steady for days. 
A telegram from Harry Hart said, 
“Weather good. Water going down.

a warm blue. The birches and hard- 
woods were coming into full leaf. We 
went down the woods road to our cabin 
on Sturtevant Pond and stowed our 
duffel.

pound fish in this kind of water is equal 
to a five-pounder in a lake or pond.” 

“That’s it.” 

“Well, I guess you're right,” May- 
nard admitted, and I smiled. I felt like 
a missionary in darkest Africa who has 
just converted a reluctant heathen. 

We took five more fish from that pool, 
releasing each one. The next pool, 
downstream about 100 yards, held new 
problems and new beauty. 

We opened our pack on a sunny littie 
beach, unwrapped our sandwiches, un- 
corked the big vacuum bottle of hot 
coffee, and ate there together while a 
warm breeze stirred the spruce tops and 
the river sang its old song. 

There are some big fish in the Magal- 
loway, but we took no record-breakers. 
Eleven fish, all salmon, were brought 
to net that first afternoon, but we took 
only one back to camp with us. We had 
him for supper, broiled over red oak 
coals in the wood stove. 

Next morning we continued down- 
river from one superb pool to another. 
By late afternoon we had taken five 
fish, all better than 242 pounds. The 
largest scaled just over three. 

Our best dry flies were Royal Coach- 
man, Gray Bivisible, Gray Wulff, and 
occasionally a Black Gnat, with Royal 
Coachman the favorite. Nos. 10, 12, and 
14 brought best results. When a dry 
fly wouldn’t work, we tied on streamers 
and rarely did we fail to get a rise 
with either a Mickey Finn or a Black 
Ghost. 


W: saw no signs of other human be- 


ings. We were alone with wildlife. 
Two porcupines lumbered from our 
path, chattering their alarm. There 
were prints of a raccoon in wet sand 
along the stream, and tracks of deer 
were plentiful. We watched a fox drink- 
ing at the edge of quiet water. 

By an old sluice pool, where I was 
fishing alone, I heard a slight noise at 
my rear. I turned in mid-cast to see a 
doe watching me. At her side was a 
newly dropped fawn on spindly, trem- 
bling legs. The two were less than 30 
feet away. We looked at each other, 
and then the doe whistled softly, turned, 
nudged her fawn ahead, and disap- 
peared into the thicket. 

Next day was our last. We drove to 
the bridge at Wilsons Mills and walked 
upriver a quarter mile or so. We saw 
no sign of a fish. 

The reason, I guessed, was that the 
water was up overnight. Somewhere, 
60 or 70 miles downstate, the big paper 
mills at Berlin, Rumford, or Lewiston 
had telephoned for more water. 

When this happens, the man in 
charge of the Brown Company’s dam 
at Aziscoos Lake opens one or more 
gates. The lake waters pour through, 
taking with them thousands of battered 
fresh-water smelt. The river water 
rises, whereupon every right-thinking 
trout and salmon in the Magalloway 
sits down on the bottom of the stream, 
opens his mouth, and eats smelt until 
he’s stuffed. Under these conditions, no 
fish will rise to a surface fly unless he’s 
maladjusted and emotionally unstable. 

Maynard and I found two such fish in 
the big pool just below the bridge at

Wilsons Mills. It’s an easy pool to fish. 
You stand on the grassy bank and lay 
out 50 or 60 feet of line, casting at an 
upstream angle in order to allow for 
the strong sweep of the stream. The 
streamer fly will fall slightly beyond 
mid-current, and then you start to strip 
in line fairly fast. 

At Maynard’s third or fourth cast a 
fish boiled up out of the depths and took 
the fly savagely. Maynard struck and 
the fish leaped. It was a salmon, the 
biggest we had yet seen; I judged it 
would have gone close to five pounds. 
Maynard had that beauty on for about 
15 seconds. The leader was frayed. It 
parted a few inches below the fly, and 
the fish was free. 


W: watched him. That bridge pool is 
about 200 feet long. The salmon 
went down its full length. He came 
clear out of water 15 times. The fly, 
an outsize Mickey Finn, dangled from 
his jaw. He was just plain irritated, 
chat fish, mad at himself for being such 
a chump as to leave the good supply of 
bottom feed for this thing of hair and 
steel now hanging from his lip. 

Maynard reeled in, muttering all the 
profane words in a shipbuilder’s vo- 
cabulary. “Come on, Steve,” he said. 
“Let’s go home.” 

“Just a couple more casts,” I said, 
laying a goodly yardage of line out over 
the water. The fly had hardly settled 
when I had a strike. It was a heavy 
fish. He fought underwater and never 
showed, so I knew I had a trout on. 

He tried every trick in the book. To 
keep from losing him I had to give the 
rod all it would take. The current was 
very strong and so was the fish. It was 
15 minutes, and my wrist was tired, 
before I led him to the net. Big, deep- 
bellied, he weighed in at 3% pounds. 

That was the end of our Magalloway 
trip. We drove home, planning to come 
back in September when the spawning 
salmon and trout would be running up 
from Lake Umbagog. 

As I have said, it was 17 years ago 
when my boy and I discovered that part 
of the Magalloway in the valley between 
Aziscoos Dam and the bridge at Wil- 
sons Mills. The boy is gone, but the 
river is still there. Its course parallels 
Route 16, more or less, and it isn’t 
fished very much. Most anglers driv- 
ing that stretch are so hell-bent to get 
to the highly touted waters farther east 
that they keep right on by. 

How to get there? Coming up through 
New Hampshire, you follow Route 16 
over Pinkham Notch in the White 
Mountains to Gorham, Berlin, Errol, 
and Wentworth Location. Half a mile 
more, and you cross the Magalloway 
into Maine. First sight of the river is 
disappointing. It is flat, quiet water 
and continues so until you come to the 
Wilsons Mills bridge, some seven miles 
farther on. 

Usually the best times of the year to 
fish this stretch of water are from June 
1 to July 15, and from mid-August until 
September 15. Whether he takes fish 
or not, any true fisherman will find that 
four-mile-stretch of Magalloway water 
is exactly what he was dreaming about 
on winter evenings. THE END

off in the small boat to view the outer | 
islands and try barracuda fishing from | 
my favorite shore. 

The ‘cudas were thick that day along 
the coral ledges, and they were accom- 
modating. By midafternoon, George 
needed no further proof of how a 
minnow-and-worm man feels when he | 
hooks a bucking fish as long as his leg. 
Under the long bill of his brand-new 
yellow cap, his face had gotten a por- 
tentous pink, but I still had one more 
sight for him. 

In the little blue channel, half a mile 
back along the shore, the force of the 
outgoing tide already was strong. 
“Bares” were beginning to appear on | 
the flats. The banks of the channel 
were barely awash. On the white bars 
and coral knobs beneath us the grasses 
streamed like hair in the clear water. 

Except for our own craft, the sea was 
empty, and the isiand shores were 
barren. An osprey circled above a 
mangrove clump near by. Not far 
ahead, in the middle of the pass, the

It was a 
shame, said George, that we could do 
nothing with them, and I agreed but 
reminded him that for inland green- 
horns we had not done so badly among 
the barracuda.

where the coon might hide. No coon. 
Walt said that was customary with 
this one, you’d tree him but he wouldn’t 
be there. A smart old coon will often 
go part way up and then jump out, 
throwing the dogs off. With the creek 
right below, this tree was a natural. 

So Walt. and I started on down the 
creek bank, calling the dogs. Peg and 
Red, convinced that if the coon went 
up that tree he had to be there, con- 
tinued their clamor beneath it. But 

good old Spike came on, muzzle strain- 
ing at every twig. 

We hadn't gone 25 yards when Spike 
bayed tree again.

py he jumped back and shouted,

nocked. By turns the dogs were diving 
deep into the hole, trying to get at the 
coon. Then Spike reared out of the 
cave with a bloody nose where the 
coon had caught him and Walt yelled, 
“IT saw him. He’s a big one.” The up- 
roar around the hole continued for 
minutes or moments, I’m not sure 
which, before Walt jumped about four 
feet in the air and yelled, “Here he 
comes!” 

Coon and dogs suddenly mixed in a 
wad of pandemonium and tumbled into 
the creek. Now, a coon is a rough 
rascal on land and it takes a good dog 
or dogs to whip one, but in the water 
he’s a devil. Many a good coon dog 
has been drowned in water fights, and 
our dogs were dead tired from digging. 
But all three hounds stayed with the 
coon, water and all. Peg forgot that 
she’s usually not a fighter, and Red 
didn’t even seem to notice the water. 

Downstream the battle went, Walt 
following with the light. I was left to 
follow the tumult in the darkness, 
plunging through the brush, tangling 
my bow in the weeds, and holding my 
arrows tight in the quiver lest they be 
lost in the race. Then I missed a step 
and went crashing down a steep bank 
into the water. I had to climb back up 
on my hands and knees. 

When I finally caught up, the coon 
was holding Red under water and the 
dog was thrashing wildly. Walt was 
just wading to Red’s rescue when Spike 
nipped the coon and Red escaped to 
shore. All three dogs were pretty beat 
and now they started struggling toward 
the bank. The coon swam downstream, 
seemingly unimpeded by its wounds. 

I had reached a bank about 15 yards 
from the escaping coon, and I called 
to Walt to play the light on him. My 
broadhead arrow flew through the dark- 
ness and drove into the coon. 

The fight was over, and Spike, 
sensing that the coon was done, waded 
in and dragged him out. 

This would seem to be the logical 
end to this story, but actually it’s only 
the beginning of a much better one, for 
it inspired the birth of the Bohunk 
Bowhunters of Schuyler, Nebraska. 
Now Jack Dworak’s sport shop handles 
a full line of archery supplies, and any 
of you bowmen traveling on Highway 
30 can stop by the Arrow Inn and 
practice archery with the Kroeger boys 
at the target behind the café. THE END

MY TOUGHEST BEAR

started right away building up a pack | 

|} of my own, and since that time I’ve | 
|} owned some great bear hounds and | 
killed or helped to kill more than 25 | 
bears. 

It’s been a battle to keep the black 
bear on the game list, where he be- 

| longs, with proper open seasons and 
adequate protection. I made my offer | 
| to go after all trouble-making bears in 
| the state in order to discourage bear 
trapping and to stave off demands for 
a bounty law. Besides, I have an in- 
tense interest in the sport. 

Some of the best hunts I’ve had were 
to get rid of neighborhood mischief- 
makers that had fallen into bad habits 
concerning sheep, apple orchards, or 
pigpens. A bear hunt to rescue a com- 
| munity from terror was something new. 
Ordinarily I'd have laughed off the 
alarm of a town that got excited about 
a bear as a menace to human life. But 
| I could hardly blame the folks around 
| Brimley for being bear-shy, even though 
it was a safe bet that Michigan wouldn’t 
turn up another man-eating bear in the 
next 50 years. 

Alex convinced me it was no laugh- 

ing matter when he said, “I don’t like 
| the way that bear’s behaving.”’ 

He had seen enough of bears to know 
|a bad one. Liquidating this particular 
| black looked like a necessary chore. 

On top of that, if the bear was as big 
and tough as Alex said he was, it was 
| a chore I’d have fun doing. 

Now, man-eating bears are so rare 
that the average outdoorsman is almost 
certain to greet a report of one with | 
a horselaugh. But the scoffers are | 
wrong. 

It’s true that it’s almost unheard-of 
for a bear to turn into a genuine man- 
eater, attacking and killing a human 
| without provocation and feeding on the 
victim afterward. But there have been 
at least three proven cases of that kind 
in the United States and Canada in the 
| last 50 years. Strangest of all, the man- 
eater in each case was a black bear, 
| not a polar, grizzly, or big brown. 

The first incident occurred at a lum- | 
ber camp on.the Red Deer River in| 
southern Alberta in May, 1906. Two} 
men, named Heffern and McIntosh, 
were chopping wood near the cook 
shanty when they saw a bear come out 
| of the brush on the far bank of the 
river. The only other man around was 
| Wilson, the cook. They called him out 
to watch the bear. 

The bear marched into the river, 
swam across, and charged the three | 
men headlong. McIntosh and Heffern | 
made it into the cook shanty, only 30 | 
feet away. But Wilson overran the| 
door and went racing around the build- | 
| ing with the bear gaining on him at | 
|every jump. He was almost back to | 
| the door when the bear felled him with | 
| a blow across the neck, probably killing | 
| him instantly. 
The two men in the shanty bom- | 
| barded the bear with everything they | 
| had at hand. They landed a cant hook 

and a can of lard solidly at short | 


range, but the bear picked up Wilson’s 
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OUTDOOR LIFE 





body and dragged it off a few yards. 
Heffern and McIntosh then ran for a 
revolver and fired several shots without 
scoring a hit. In the face of that bar- 
rage, the bear backed off, but he 
picked up the dead man as he retreated 
and carried him 100 yards out into the 
bush. When somebody rushed up with 
a rifle a few minutes later, however, 
he cleared out. 

Ernest Thompson Seton, the great 
wildlife writer, thought the bear prob- 
| ably was sick with rabies. But in my 
| opinion it was simply a rare case of a 
|}hungry, bold bear deciding that the 
man was good to eat. 





In the fall of 1924 a black bear killed 
a Finnish trapper named Waino, in the 
Port Arthur district of Ontario. The 
face and neck of that bear were bris- 
tling with porcupine quills, a torment 
that has goaded some of the worst man- 
eating tigers in India into their per- 
verted way of life. Newspaper accounts 
at the time reported that Waino’s rifle 
| had been fired once and had jammed 
| when he attempted to lever in another 
shell. But whether his shot provoked 
the attack or whether he shot in self- 
defense as the bear came at him was 
never made clear. The bear, an un- 
usually big black, came back to its 
kill and was shot while feeding on the 
body of the trapper. That bear has to 
be put down as a true man-eater. 

The one that carried off the child 
near Brimley attracted more attention 
than any of the others. A dozen north- 
ern counties were frightened into a 
state that verged on panic. The victim 
was a little girl, Carol Ann Pomranky, 
the daughter of Arthur Pomranky, a 
ranger in Marquette National Forest, 
whose cabin was at the lonely Mission 
Hill lookout station. 

On the afternoon of the tragedy, the 
ranger was on duty at the forest head- 
quarters at Raco, 15 miles away. His 
wife, busy in the kitchen, heard a 
scream and saw Carol Ann scrambling 
up the steps of the back porch, with a 
small black bear-—-the killer weighed 
| only about 150 pounds—-snarling at her 
heels. The frightened child was reach- 
ing for the screen door when the bear 
grabbed her by the neck. 


“rp horrified mother ran screaming 
from the house, caught up a broom, 
and gave chase. The bear disappeared 
in the woods, carring Carol Ann. 

The mother made a frantic phone 
call to her husband, the alarm went out 
by radio, and the posse headed by Alex 
Van Luven began its search. Alex has 
hunted coyotes and wolves and bessreria 
all his life and knows their ways. He 
| had his best dog with him, leading it on 
leash. 

Less than a quarter of a mile from 
the cabin one of the searchers found a 
small, bloodstained shoe. Alex’s dog 
picked up the trail there and followed 
it into a dense thicket where the body 
pe the child lay. The bear, having 

killed its victim with a single bite 
through the back of the neck, had car- 
| ried her only a short distance before 
| stopping to feed. The searchers had 
| interrupted and driven it off. 

| Alex used his head. There were two 


men with him, one of whom was Wayne 
Weston, a commercial fisherman on 
Lake Superior. Alex left Weston on 
guard and sent the other man back 
with the news. He then turned his dog 
loose on the bear track and took out 
after it. 

Within five minutes after the dog’s 
bawling had faded in the woods, the 
bear came back to finish its meal. 
Weston didn’t see it until it stood up 
on its hind feet and stared him in the 
face, over the top of the brush, at 20 
feet. 

He smashed a shot into the bear’s 
mouth and knocked it down, and as it 
attempted to drag itself away, he fin- 
ished it with four more shots. 

Wildlife experts from the Michigan 
Department of Conservation moved the 
carcass of the bear to a veterinary lab 
for examination. Had the animal been 
injured or diseased? Had it once been 
a pet and so lost its normal fear of 
man? Human flesh in the stomach 
proved that Weston had killed the right 
bear, but the experts learned little more 
than that. There was no collar mark, 
no injury, no disease, no explanation at 
all, except that the killer was lean and 
hungry. The blueberry season, when 
all bears feast, was still a couple of 
weeks away. That apparently was the 
answer. 


ke the next couple of years people 
in northern Michigan were very jit- 
tery about black bears. A bear track 
around farm buildings, any bear seen 
near dwellings or at garbage pits 
and plenty were seen—touched off 
something close to panic. There was an 
open bear season the year around and 
a widespread clamor for bounties. Any 
suggestion that bears were game and 
ought to have protection met with 
angry opposition. The misbehavior of 
one perverted bear had made the whole 
clan outlaws to the average resident 
up there. 

That was still the way they felt now, 
almost two years later, when Alex 
called on me to help him remedy the 
same situation in the same place. 

We settled the details quickly. I was 
to arrive at Brimley with my dogs on 
Thursday afternoon and we'd allow 
three days for the hunt. If we were 
lucky enough to knock off the trouble- 
maker the first day, there were plenty! 
of other bears in the district to keep us 
occupied. Brimley would be grateful, 
Alex assured me. ‘ 

Danny Porter boards and trains my 
dogs at his farm at Boon, a few miles 
west of my home in Cadillac. On 
Thursday I drove to Manton to pick up 
Howard McDaniel, a fellow enthusiast, 
and we went on to Danny’s place. 

We selected seven dogs—Banjo, John, 
Bum, Barker, Hack, and the Airedales, 
Rocky and Duke. Banjo and John were 
the best of my pack, old and case- 
hardened, dead certain on a track, and 
rough on any bear they closed with. 
The two Airedales would be even rough- 
er. Barker and Bum were youngsters, 
with plenty of staying power. Hack 
was a new addition, an airedale and 
Plott-hound combination that I had just 
acquired from Hack Smithdeal. His 
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reputation was well established in the 
| Southern mountains. We thought if 
| those seven couldn’t handle this bruin, 
no dogs could. We loaded them in the 
| trailer and headed north. 

Alex and an Indian named Joe joined 
us for the hunt. We drove out of town 
| toward the cabin, now deserted, where 
|the bear had taken the Pomranky 
child. 
| We parked the car and trailer a few 
| miles out of town and turned toward 
Lake Superior, leading the seven dogs. 
“I’ve studied his tracks,’ Alex said. 
“Tll know ’em if we find ’em.” 

Three or four times during the morn- 
ing we found places where a black 
had overturned rocks, looking for mice, 
or cuffed a crumbling log apart to get 
at a colony of ants. Twice the scent 
was fresh enough to make the dogs tug 
at their chains, but Alex said, “Wrong 
bear.” 

We had been walking almost four | 
hours when we found sign at an old | 
| logging-camp clearing. Banjo and John 
stuck their noses down to a mauled 
| stump and begged to go, bawling, lung- | 
| ing into their collars. 

“Pretty hot;’’ I said to Alex. 

He nodded, not saying anything, go- 
ing over the ground foot by foot. At | 
last, in a patch of bare sand beside a | 
log, he found what he was looking for, | 
the clear imprints of a bear’s front and | 
| hind feet. He studied the tracks for | 

half a minute. 
| “That’s him,” he said. “Let ’em go!” | 
I slipped Banjo’s collar. He made a 
preliminary circle along the edge of 
the clearing, testing logs and brush and | 
ground for bear smell, announcing each | 
find in gruff bellows. Fifty yards ahead 

he lined out, singing cold trail. 

| “That bear was here not long before | 
| daylight,” Danny remarked. 
| I turned John loose and he went 
tearing off after Banjo. We kept the 
other dogs on leash. A bear dog must 
be deerproof. We don’t dog deer here 
| in the North, and a hound that takes a | 
deer track is useless. My pack had had 
stern training on that score, but to let 
a young dog go on a cold bear track in 
deer country is asking for trouble. I| 
| knew I could trust Banjo and John un- 








der any circumstances. 


jYor a couple of miles we kept the 

dogs in hearing with no effort. Then | 
| the track turned down toward a big | 
| swamp along the Lake Superior shore, 
and once the dogs hit this wet ground 
the pace picked up. Banjo and John 
were a long way ahead when we heard 
| the sudden, frenzied clamor that meant 
| they had jumped the bear. 

We turned the other dogs loose at | 
the edge of the swamp, and I’ve never 
heard any sweeter music than those | 
seven made on that smoking-hot track. 
But it faded away pretty fast. Blackie | 
| Was going places. 

Danny and I followed the pack into 
the tangles of alder and cedar. Howard 
|} and Alex and Indian Joe scattered to 

get ahead of the bear. Somebody has 
to stay with the hounds and keep them 
in hearing, if possible. Otherwise, 
there’s likely to be nobody around when 
they bring the bear to bay. I ordinarily 
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OUTDOOR LIFE 


follow the dogs myself, and nobody who 
has tried it once ever gives me much 
argument afterward. It’s a rough as- 
signment. The bear picks hard going. 

The dogs were out of hearing before 
Danny and I were half a mile into the 
swamp. A couple of hours later we 
picked them up again, their far-off bay- 
ing a broken pulse eat of sound. 

“They’ve run hin: clear out on Salt 
Point,” Danny muttered. 


e stood and listened, glad for a 

breathing spell. The day had 
turned warm with the blazing heat of 
late spring and we were panting, 
streaming sweat. The hound music 
grew louder minute by minute. The 
bear was coming back our way. We 
looked for openings where we'd have a 
chance to shoot. I picked a place where 
an old road forked, so that I could see 
50 yards in three directions. 

In less than a minute I thought this 
black would be my bear. They were 
pushing him at a steady clip, running 
almost a sight chase, their bawling ris- 
ing and falling in a wild, throbbing 
rhythm. And they were running straight 
for my stand. 

I stood gripping my converted Brit- 
ish Army .303 that I had bought years 
before for $12. It was the rifle that 
had accounted for every bear I had 
ever killed. The dogs came on, 500 
yards away, 200 yards, each hound 
voice ringing clear and distinct and 
eager in the chorus. Another minute, 
another 30 seconds, and then the bear 
would break out somewhere along the 
road. If that won’t make the juice rise 
in a man there’s something wrong with 
him. 

I'll never know what turned him. 
Maybe a puff of wind carried man 
smell, or maybe he just decided the old 
road was too risky to cross. The dogs 
were 50 yards out in the brush and I 
had the rifle at my shoulder when they 
swerved and tore away west, a hell- 
bent, howling mob. The bear went 
| across the road into an alder tangle a 
| quarter of a mile away, and that was 
| that. 

In 10 minutes the dogs were beyond 
hearing again, and it was close to three 
hours before Danny and I made contact 
| with them. That bear was a running 
fool, old and lean and every bit as 
tough as Alex had said. I found out 
afterward that he took the dogs through 
some of the roughest country in his 
home range before turning back to 
make a stand at the Salt Point swamp. 
| Danny and I heard them come down 
|}into the swamp a long way ahead of 
us, and we knew the bear wouldn’t go 
| much farther. They had overtaken him 
|now and he was making a running 
| fight, cuffing them off as he went, still 
| refusing to come to bay. But he was 
| very tired. 
| He stopped in one of the worst swamp 
| holes I have ever seen. Danny and I 

heard the clamor of the dogs break 
| and change, and we knew they had him. 
Le tried to hurry, but no man could 





hurry in that place. 

| A gale roaring in off Lake Superior 
|had mowed a wide swath through 
| the swamp, piling big spruce and cedar 


trees at crazy angles. Young cedars 
and alders had grown up through the 
mess. It was a green jungle now, twice 
as high as a man’s head and so thick 
it shut out the sun, with shin-tangle 
and leatherleaf underfoot. We crawled 
and clawed and clambered, climbing 
over windfalls, creeping through the 
young stuff on hands and knees. 

It was the most blood-chilling bear- 
and-dog fight I ever listened to. At the 
end, when Danny and I were within 50 
yards, worming in for the kill, the dogs 
were screaming, and it made my hair 
stand up. 

Danny moved off to my left and I lost 
him. I got in so close that I could hear 
the pop of the bear’s jaws and the 
heavy grunt of his breathing above the 
clamor. I could even smell bear mixed 
with the stink of churned mud and 
stagnant swamp water. But I couldn’t 
see him or the dogs. .They had him 
backed under a big windfall, behind a 
screen of young cedars that made a 
solid green wall. 

Over everything I could hear the two 
Airedales, growling and worrying, do- 
ing their special job at close quarters, 
diving in, slashing, dodging out. Rocky, 
the bitch, let out a bawl of rage less 
than five yards from me. There was a 
sudden flailing and scuffling and I knew 
she had grabbed and was hanging on. 
That meant she and the rest of the 
dogs knew I was there, whether the 
bear knew it or not. 

Then Rocky came sailing out through 
the tangle of cedars, turning end over 
end, landing almost beside me. She 
must have been hurt, but she whirled 
and was back after the bear before I 
could get my hands on her. 

I inched farther into the thicket, 
crawling on all fours. The bear lunged 
suddenly out of his corner, roaring at 
the dogs, and I saw him for the first 
time. I got a good look, for he was 
only about four steps away. He’d have 
weighed close to 400 pounds. He was 
muddy and bedraggled, raging and 
frothing. His boarlike eyes were blaz- 
ing, his ears laid back, teeth bared, 
every hair on his neck pointed the 
wrong way. He was the meanest-look- 
ing thing I had ever seen on four feet. 

I tried to jerk the rifle up, but the 
barrel tangled in the brush and before 
I could line on him, Duke, the other 
Airedale, flashed between us. The bear 
whirled on the dog and went deeper 
into the cedars, out of sight. 


I started after him, and the end came 
then, suddenly, the last thing I ex- 
pected. The noise of battle stopped as 
if somebody had pulled a switch. The 
swamp was as still as a grave. 

I knew the bear had broken bay, and 
I waited for the dogs to open again. 
One would bawl and the rest chime in, 
and they’d take him out of there with 
his heels smoking, I thought. But it 
didn’t happen. The silence hung on, 
and the skin began to prickle on the 
back of my neck. That was not a natu- 
ral way for a bear fight to wind up. 

Then I heard a dog pant and whim- 
per, and I clawed my way into the 
windfall. There were my dogs, the 
pride of the entire pack, whipped to a 
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frazzle, beaten, done. They’d had it 
and quit. They were sprawled on their 


| bellies in the water and muck, panting, 
| licking their cuts, looking like a bunch | 


of dogs that had run into a buzz saw. 
And Banjo and Rocky were missing 
entirely.

| off the rocky points with gang hooks, 
or hand-grabbing them in the head- 
| waters of the Obey. 

All who knew Burns as the true 
sportsman that he is—the man who 
coached the basketball team from tiny 
| Midway, Kentucky, to the state cham- 
| pionship in 1937 and to whom fair play 
|is almost a fetish—tried to stop the 
wild stories. But they persisted to such 
an extent that on February 19, 1949, 
Tennessee game wardens asked Burns 
| to show them how he was catching the 
| big fish. 

Billy, hurt and angered, refused to 
take the officers into his boat. He did 
tell them which point he'd fish that 
day. The officers watched through 
glasses from a bluff above it and saw 
him hook and boat four bass weighing 
| from 5 to 7% pounds each. 

Late that afternoon Burns “discov- 
| ered”’ his third hot spot for lunkers, and 
}in the next two years he found five 
more. 

With the same scientific approach 
used to increase the yield on his to- 
bacco farm—and in formulating basket- 
ball plays until he retired from ceach- 
ing in 1944—-Billy studied the how and 
why of his record catches. 

He noted that almost all his big bass 





| were coming off much flatter-shelving 
| points than the steep ones previously 
| favored. 


But he couldn’t understand 
why, of two almost identical points, one 
produced big bass and the other gave 
up only small fish. Then, in the fall of 
1951, a drought and a heavy demand on 
Dale Hollow’s power facilities left the 
reservoir unusually low. Billy Burns 
walked the exposed land on those points 
and found his answer. 

In profile, every big-fish point sloped 
gently for 40 to 50 feet under the nor- 
mal waterline, then dipped sharply— 
just as though a stream had cut its way 
across. Billy’s big bass came from 
these ravines, whereas all the unre- 
warding points sloped smoothly. 

Bushes six to ten feet tall lined each 
side of the ravines, bushes formed by 
sprouts from tree stumps left after the 
timber was cleared from the area to be 
flooded. Burns was bouncing his plug 
through these bushes on his big-fish 
points. 

“But don’t you lose an awful lot of 
plugs that way?” I asked. 





“I did at first,” said Billy. ‘Used to 


buy ’em by the dozen, but now I have 
a system which works pretty well— 
two identical casting outfits. I fish 
with one until it’s hung, then I turn 
to the second. When it too snags, I 
pull the boat close and use my plug 
knocker. That way I don’t scare the 
fish in the hole so often, and I don’t lose 
many plugs.” 

Billy also found out at low water why 
big fish could be taken off one point 
only by casting out and retrieving 
toward shore, while another point pro- 
duced only when approached from the 
side or by casting in toward the point 
from a boat out in the lake. The lure 
had to get into the “dip” to produce. 

During this day together Billy men- 
tioned that he didn’t catch as many big 
fish now as he did several years ago. 

“Fewer fish ?’’ I asked. 

“Oh, no, there’re undoubtedly more 
big bass in Dale now than ever before. 
I’m just getting too old to take it,” he 
said. I thought that a rather odd state- 
ment from a man I'd judge to be in his 
middle 40's. I didn’t realize its signifi- 
cance until we were on the way back to 
the dock—-with our limit of wall-eyes, 
thanks to Billy’s knowledge of where 
the high water had hidden the riffles of 
the river bottom. 

A couple of miles short of the dock 
Billy shut off the 10-horse motor and 
we drifted in to a gently sloping point. 
It was late afternoon; the sun had set, 
and storm clouds covered the sky. It 
was spitting rain. 

“Here’s a really good point, not one 
of my secret five, but a ‘big’ one never- 
theless. We aren't likely to catch bass 
in this muddy water, but I’ll show you 
how it’s done.” He pulled the boat 100 
feet off the point, then turned and cast 
out into the lake. The heavy plug sailed 
out farther than I could cast—and I’ve 
done a bit of plugging. Then Billy 
brought the lure in literally as fast as 
he could reel, and every 10 feet or so of 
retrieve he'd rear back and pump the 
lure to send it into a fast dive. 


fished with him for some 15 min- 

utes, and then I knew what Burns 
meant about not taking it any more. My 
light, sporty reel froze with the un- 
accustomed strain, but not before my 
arms were dead tired and I was ready 
to say uncle. 

Billy uses a stiff-action rod and the 
heaviest fresh-water reel he can buy; 
he has fitted a star-drag mechanism to 
the reel. He showed me two lures, ut- 
terly different in action from the deep- 
traveling plug he fishes most often, 
which he has found successful. One is 
a spinner-and-bucktail combination. 
The other, a locally made shad-minnow 
imitation with a very “tight’’ action un- 
der a fast retrieve, weighs more than 
an ounce. 

I put aside my rod and reel and 
picked up the camera. If the growing 
darkness would permit, I wanted a 
picture of Burns in action. How he 
powered those long casts; how fast 
he really did retrieve the plug, and 
especially I wanted a picture of that 
two-handed jerk he gave the rod at 
every six turns or so of the reel handle. 

I ran out the roll in the camera and

| was reaching for the gadget bag and 


more film when Billy said, “Got him!” 

Sure enough he was fast to a fish—a 
heavy one, from the way Billy was giv- 
ing line. 

Feverishly I worked at reloading the 
If it was a smallmouth, he 
was almost sure to jump—and I wanted 
to be ready. Almost immediately Burns 
yelled, “He’s coming up. Here’s your 
picture!” I turned, and the finest small- 
mouth I’ve ever seen on the end of a 
line burst from the water, turned com- 
pletely over, and headed back down. 
My hands were trembling. I had trouble 
completing the camera-loading job. But 
I was too late anyway. The smallmouth 
didn’t jump again. 

Burns played it masterfully. As soon 
as he felt it was solidly hooked he 
picked up the paddle and—sculling with 
his left hand—started slowly for deep 
water. He kept a constant, moderate 
pressure on the fish. Frequently he 
gave line. 


| pee says playing a big fish with the 
paddle, so to speak, makes double 
sense—wears him out faster and gets 
him into deeper water, where there’s 
less danger of snagging the line on an 
underwater rock or stump. 

He almost never uses a landing net. 
He says a net in the boat tempts him 
to try and land a big bass before it’s 
completely played out. Smallmouths 
especially—because of their tremendous 
power and fight—are often lost at the 
net. 

It was nine minutes by my watch 
before that bass came in to the boat 
on his side and Burns felt it was licked. 
He reached down, gripped it by the 
lower jaw—thumb outside its mouth, 
fingers inside—and lifted it in. 

On the official scales at the dock five 
minutes later, the smallmouth weighed 
seven pounds four ounces. Burns had 
delivered—even in that  cloudburst- 
muddied water. 

I’m a tobacco-company executive, not 
a writer, but the things I learned about 
G.L. (Goldman Luther) Burns were 
too interesting to pass up. Grads of 
Transylvania College, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, will tell you he was an outstand- 
ing athlete there from 1923 to 1926, 
playing football, basketball, baseball, 
and tennis. And photographic evidence 
of his prowess as a fisherman hangs on 
the wall of a Dale Hollow fishing camp. 
But Billy himself is not one to parade 
his accomplishments. He fishes only 
because he’s happy doing it, and what 
he does—basketball coaching, tobacco 
farming, fishing, or whatever—he tries 
to do exceedingly well. 

He usually fishes alone, and comes 
and goes quietly. Get him to talk, 
though, and he modestly says anyone 
who'll fish the Hollow as carefully as he 
does can bring back the same kind of 
catches. 

Typically, Burns hasn’t stopped ex- 
perimenting. On my latest trip with 
Billy the water was quite low, exposing 
some of the sprouts that are slowly 
decaying underwater. Burns, during 
drought levels, is cutting fresh bushes 
and wiring them on the old stumps 
around his favorite points. THE END 
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How TO CHOOSE A KNIFE 


y first camp knife was a 40¢ 
M butcher model with beechwood 

handle and 5-in. blade. Although 
awkward for fine whittling, it served 
very well to clean fish and game, shave 
kindling, point tent pegs, and slice 
bacon. You can buy a similar tool if 
you want to keep equipment costs low; 
it’s called a “kitchen knife” now, and 
the price will run around $1. And you 
can get the same satisfactory service 
from it, if you remember its limitations 
and handle it accordingly. 

Low-priced cutlery may have the 
fault of dulling fast when you work 
with hardwood or skin out big game. 
This means frequent resharpening. 
Blades may break if subjected to 
abuse like opening tin cans and prying. 
I broke my cheap knife trying to split 
the pelvic arch of a mule Geer in eastern 
Oregon, being too impatient to wait for 
my companion to come up with the 
hand ax. Because of such limitations, 
such knives are not recommended for 
extensive or exacting outdoor use. But 
for occasional outings in mild weather 
and where big game is not involved, you 
can get by with one. 


resent prices of camp knives range 

from the $1 quoted up to more than 
$20, the latter figure being the cost of 
special hand-forged models. If you 
take your camping seriously and like to 
work with fine tools, pay as much as 
you can afford. The extra money gen- 
erally gets you a sturdier knife and 
one that stays sharp longer. However, 
there are many excellent ones selling 
at around five bucks, with some leeway 
on both sides of the figure. 

Two types are popular and practical 
for camping, fishing, and hunting trips: 
the folding pocketknife and the sheath 
knife. Each has its special sphere of 
usefulness—in fact, many sportsmen 
carry both. When a plain pocketknife 
is the only one taken, it should be fair- 
ly large and strongly built. It should 
have two blades, the longer at least 
3% in. One blade should have a long, 
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sharply tapered point to open up small 
game, dig slivers from your skin, and 
do plain whittling. The end of the other 
blade can have a wider point to handle 
large skinning jobs and substitute for 
the Indian crooked knife in draw- 
shaving. 

Pocketknives are lighter and easier 
to carry than sheath knives, and the 
two blades give twice as much serv- 
ice before you must resort to the 
sharpening stone. They are better tools 
for whittling when you make small 
camp conveniences, but they are not 
recommended for winter camping or 
travel. when cold can make the fingers 
too stiff to open the folding blade. At 


best this can be annoying and incon- 
venient; at the worst it can be calami- 
tous, if you are caught in a blizzard 
or soaked to the marrow by breaking 
through thin ice, when a heating fire 
is needed desperately. 


t isn’t hard to buy these big outdoor 

pocketknives. Just ask a dealer for 
a knife of the kind made for stockmen 
and trappers. The famous old Barlow, 
once standard with outdoorsmen and 
professional whittlers, is a good ex- 
ample and still available. The modern 
version may fall short of the length 
specified above, but you can do a lot

of work with one—-even dress a deer if 
you have a small ax to sever the bones. 

When camp activities don’t include 
skinning big game, you can consider 
the combination type of pocketknife 
with tool blades that act as screw- 
driver, leather awl, corkscrew, and can 
and bottle opener in addition to the 
two regular knife blades. These com- 
binations are not simply eye-catching 
gadgets, but have real merit. The 
leather awl is valuable in repairing 
footgear, packboard straps, and gun- 
slings. The screwdriver blade will help 
keep gun and fishing-reel parts tight. 
Some campers grind this one down to 
fit tiny screws that often work loose in 
the woods. The can and bottle-opening 
features fill the gap if you break or 
lose the regular openers included in 
the cooking utensil kit. The plain 
blades, of course, take care of various 
cutting jobs. 

Combination pocketknives are small- 
er than the stockman and trapper 
kinds, but serve well, especially if you 
or a comrade also carries a shezth 
knife. Several types can be had, some 
with as many as six different blades, 
others with only two cutting blades 
and an awl. Prices vary enough to fit 
all budgets. 

Pocketknives are more easily lost 
than sheath knives, owing to their size 
and to the tendency to wear through 
the bottoms of pants pockets. The 
remedy is to apply canvas or chamois 
reinforcement for any pocket carrying 
metal gear. To avoid the risk of lay- 
ing a knife down after use and going 
away without it, it’s a good idea to 
pick one with a ring in the end and at- 
tach it to your belt with a leather 
thong. If the thong is long enough, 
you needn’t always detach the knife to 
use it. Never stab a folding knife hard 
into any material; it can double up 
and cut you badly. Always maintain 
pressure on the handle in such a way as 
to keep the knife fully opened. 

The majority of campers probably 
choose the rigid sheath knife, one rea- 
son being that it lends an outdoor flavor 
to the costume. Sheath knives can do 
more things than pocketknives, because 
they’re larger and heavier. But don’t 
overdo the matter of size. It’s a com- 
mon mistake to get too much blade. 
This yen for 8 and 10-in. knives could 
be a hangover from old-time pictures 
showing a buckskin-clad pioneer with 
trusty bowie in hand, wrestling with a 
grizzly bear. 


ersatile as the sheath knife is, you 
mustn't expect too much of it. For 
cutting up firewood or chopping down 
small saplings, it has its limitations. 
Better take a small ax for such work. 
The most practical sheath knife for 
general camping has a cutting edge 414 
or 5 in. long, and in most cases I pre- 
fer the former. I like a blade with a 
slight curve, and it should be quite 
thin to sharpen fast and not bind in a 
cut. Thick, heavy blades are stronger 
and withstand more abuse, but they 
whittle hard and you spend much more 
time keeping them sharp. You general- 
ly gain by picking the thinner blade 
and giving it reasonably good care;

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after all, you have an ax for really 
tough jobs. 

All camp knives should have smooth, 
comfortable-to-grasp handles. Avoid 
those with rough, sharp corrugations or 
edges that press painfully into the hand. 
The material should not be brittle 
enough to break easily, nor porous 
enough to soak up water and blood. 
The leather-washer handle found on 
many sheath knives is comfortable, and 
lasts well if sealed with a waterproof- 
ing agent. 

Sportsmen sometimes replace factory 
handles with cast aluminum shaped ex- 
actly to fit the hand. They use modeling 
clay to obtain the desired shape and 
size, transfer this to a mold, and pour 
in melted aluminum to cast the new 
handle permanently on the tang. Alu- 
minum handles should be roughened or 
checkered to give a firm grip. 

You won't lose your belt knife from 
its sheath if the latter has a small 
safety strap that snaps around the top 
of the handle. This keeps the knife in 
place, no matter what position you as- 
sume. Most sheaths have such straps, 
and you can easily put one on any that 
doesn’t. If you make a complete sheath, 
use stiff leather so the knife point can’t 
cut through and jab you if you fall on 
it while climbing or tramping. The 
sheath should be reinforced with copper 
rivets so the knife won’t slice through 
the seams and fall out. 

To keep camp knives sharp you need 
a small stone with two faces, fine and 
coarse. Outfitters sell these in pocket 


size with cases that keep them from 
smudging other equipment. To obtain 
a clean cutting keen edge, lay the knife 
flat on the stone, then raise the back 
slightly and move the blade in a cir- 
cular motion over the abrasive while 
maintaining some pressure. 

In most cases you use only the fine 
face of the stone. However, if the edge 
is blunt and very dull, start with the 
coarse grain. Grind both sides of the 
blade equally, gradually shortening the 
time or number of strokes given to 
each. Don’t just grind the extreme 
edge. This saves time, but it eventually 
gives a thick blade that lacks real 
keenness and handles hard. Instead, 
remove metal from an area reaching 
well back from the edge. 

Moving the knife across the stone as 
directed above may leave a wire edge. 
Remove it by pushing the blade edge 
forward across the stone, first on one 
side and then the other. As a final 
touch, strop the blade on the top of 
your shoe or boot, being careful not to 
daraage the leather. 

If you want to test the quality of 
steel in your camp knife or your skill 
in sharpening it, try the blade on a 
chunk of bacon in warm weather. If 
the knife slices off thin, clean pieces, 
the test is favorable both ways. Al- 
ways have the whetstone handy during 
long jobs like skinning out an elk or 
bear. The time you spend resharpen- 
ing your knife is made up many times 
by the ease and speed with which it 
cuts.—Maurice H. Decker.

shot at about 200 yards—and bagged a 
deformed nine-pointer that was run- 
ning alongside the leader. 

In the fall of 1950 I spent most of 
my week-ends up in the Harz Moun- 
tains in the British Zone. There my 
old friend Col. Bob Lindsay, a Canadian 
on duty with the British Military Gov- 
ernment, wanted to fill a quota of some 
80 hirsche. Bob had obtained a gun 
license for me the year before, and 
gave me carte blanche to prowl the 
Riefensbeek township and fire at will. 

The forester assigned as my guide 
was Hans Dorn, a fine hunting and 
tippling companion. Hans was no 
country bumpkin, but a graduate for- 
ester who spoke some English and cut 
a fine figure in his smart green uni- 
form and polished leather boots. More 
than once, early in the season, we 
climbed the weathered mountains and 
walked softly through the aisles of 
pines, noting the deer trails and mark- 
ing down the spots where we'd hunt 
later. In the evening we'd return to 
the oak-beamed old gasthof in the cen- 
ter of the village. 

Like all good foresters, Hans knew 
every head of game in his area. He 
told me the Harz deer never grow 
really long or heavy antlers because of 
a deficiency of calcium in the soil. But 
he did know of a couple of good 12- 
pointers in his woods. He clucked 
sympathetically when I told him of my 
long streak of bad luck, and by the 
time the rut was on he was as anxious 
as I was to bring in a good head. 

The German hunter’s calendar has a 
red ring around September 25, the day 
when the hirsche first call. The fall 
weather may be a little warmer or 
colder than usual, but the deer are as 
regular in their habits as the game- 
keepers who watch over them. For 
about three weeks the stags expend 
their fierce energy in fighting one an- 
other for possession of the herds of 
docile cows, and are so preoccupied 
with their mating that they can be ap- 
proached fairly closely in the early 
morning and late afternoon. This is the 
time of the hunter’s moon. 

Late in September that year I got a 
post card from Hans. “The hirsche are 
beginning to cry,’ he wrote, “and I 
have seen your zwoelfer.’”’ The next 
Friday evening I was on the autobahn 
from Wiesbaden to Bob Lindsay’s head- 
quarters in Niedersachsen. There I 
called Hans and told him I'd be out by 
0330 next morning. 

After a short snooze at a hotel, I drove 
on through the drippy fog. The nar- 
row road curved dangerously along the 
flanks of the mountains for 16 miles. 
Its surface was pocked with holes and 
the shoulders were worn down from 
heavy truck and tank traffic during the 
war. At last the road leaped across an 
earthen causeway and into Riefensbeek. 

The lights were on at Dorn’s house, 
and Frau Dorn had the table set for 
breakfast. Halfway from town a hirsch- 
bock and two does had jumped across 
the road in front of the car, and I was 
so itchy to get into the woods that I 





hardly tasted the fresh country 
and hot rolls. 

We parked the car on a logging road 
in a deep, narrow valley and started up 
the trail to the spot we’d picked for our 
first stand. The fog was still so thick 
that it condensed on the rifle and 
threatened to turn into rain any minute. 
Just enough moonlight filtered through 
to let us see the black silhouette of the 
pines against the sky, and I stumbled 
along close behind Hans. 

After an hour of climbing blind my 
legs ached, sweat poured down my 
back, and the cold air burned my labor- 
ing lungs, but I was having the time of 
my life. There wasn’t a sound on the 
mountain except that of my own 
scrambling and wheezing. I could feel 
the presence of game, however, and 
now and then the breeze brought a 
whiff of wet, musky hair, the odor of 
hirsche in rut. Down the valley some- 
where a stag called briefly. 


eggs 


were in a large clearing. The 
ground was boggy, with pools of black 
water here and there. Most mountain- 
tops I’d been on were barren, rugged 
places, but this one was a regular 
Georgia swamp. The hirsche loved to 
come up here after feeding and roll in 
the mud like pigs, rubbing themselves 
dry on the rough bark of the pines. 

Hans picked his way through the 
hummocks to the stand and we climbed 
a rustic ladder to the benches. This 
stand was a de luxe model with roof 
and sides and with a broad window 
across the front at the right height for 
resting the rifle. I hung the 7 mm. on 
a peg and flopped down in relief, while 
Hans used the giasses for a quick iook. 
We lighted the cigarettes we’d been 
wanting for the last hour and a half; 
Hans said the smoke would be dissi- 
pated before it would get to a hirsch 
within range, but warned me never to 
drop a cigarette butt on the ground 
under a stand. 

The morning came 
melted away the fog, giving us a view 
of mile upon mile of pine-shrouded 
mountains down which long trailers of 
gray vapor drifted to collect in pools 
in the valleys. The Harz range has the 
same appearance of mystery and un- 
reality as the Great Smokies. A per- 
petual blue haze is on the rounded 
peaks. 

Our clearing broadened out on both 
sides of the stand and extended 1,000 
yards down the mountain to a stream. 
Away down the valley the first rooster 
sounded reveille, and a stag off in the 
distance answered with a long, low 
call. As the light grew stronger other 
hirsche took up the refrain, until six or 
eight were calling almost together. 

A stag’s mating call is expressive 
and, with a little imagination, can al- 
most be translated into words. Early 
in the morning he sounds like a sleepy 
cow in the barn. When he’s annoyed 
at one of his wives he mutters and 
coughs and growls like any husband be- 
fore he’s had his coffee. But when he’s 
full of the devil and nudging along a 
couple of new additions to his harem, 
he bellows out in a rising voice,

ooo000waw-OW, and follows with a 
bark for emphasis. 

That morning the red stags made 
Baritones and basses 
and a basso profundo joined in a chorus 
that boomed across the valleys. Hans 
and I sat grinning at each other, and 
when a young newcomer broke in with 
a brassy bray we both laughed aloud. 

As day approached, three or four 
stags came closer and closer until one 
was bellowing just inside the thicket on 
the far side of the clearing. Soon six 
does filed out into the swamp. Their 
sleek bodies, 
good feeding, were rust-red, with the 
undersides fading into white. A dark 
brown stripe ran down their backs and 
disappeared halfway to their rumps. 
They huddled together in a faint cloud 
of their own steam, heads raised, sniff- 
ing the air cautiously. 
and coughed impa- 
tiently as he prodded the rear cow with 
the side of one antler. Then he turned 
and yelled defiance when another buck 
raised his voice downhill. 

We didn’t need binoculars to see that 
the stag was a stout eight-pointer. His 
antlers were quite long and well 
formed, but they rose steeply from his 
brow to make an open oval, instead of 
sweeping outward as a good trophy 
should. Hans glanced my way with a 
question in his eyes and I shook my 
head. He nodded with a satisfied smile;

CRAB ORCHARD FIELD TRIALS 


study the differences between the 

hunting styles of Brittany, spring- 
er, and cocker spaniels at the national 
field trials run over the game preserve 
at Crab Orchard Lake, Herrin, Il. No- 
vember 27 to December 7. Since eligi- 
bility for taking part in these major 
stakes requires qualification in prelimi- 
nary trials, the events brought into 
competition the very best each of these 
three important breeds has to offer. 

The Crab Orchard reservation, oper- 
ated under the supervision of the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, stretches 
over 44,000 acres, half of which is open 
to public shooting. All types of trials 
are held in the restricted part, which 
abounds with quail. I saw 35 coveys the 
first day I arrived, and noticed that 
they stayed quite close to each of the 
12 continuous courses. 

The American Brittany Club opened 
the trials with a bench show, then con- 
tinued with three gun stakes. There 
were 70 dogs entered. The Brittany, 
fast becoming known as the “little 
man’s gun dog,” is a close-working, 
hard-hunting fellow that points birds 
with marked intensity. Though he’s 
especially adapted to working within 
restricted areas, many of the dogs com- 
peting in this trial ranged wide enough 
to fill any of our one-course trial 
grounds, the Crdb Orchard set-up being 
limited only by cover that any good 
shooting dog would investigate. 

This trial was run on quail, and al- 
though it was evident that many of 


. y stuay had a fine opportunity to 


the dogs had been broken on pheasants, 
they worked well with the new game. 
A good trial pheasant dog hits his game 
hard and drives it to the ground to 
check its running tendencies. but if he 
hits quail like that too often the birds 
most likely will explode into a quick 
flush. Then the dog may be charged 
with a stop-to-flush instead of a clean 
find. 

Some of the dogs might also have 
been criticized for backcasting and 
hunting behind their handlers. The 
Crab Orchard grounds are conducive to 
that. Several times a dog swung across 
relatively open cover in front of his 
handler and the judges, running from 
one objective to another, only to find a 
hedge or a line of woods that carried 
him back if he was really hunting 
game. Many of the class dogs faulted 
because of that situation. 


he amateur shooting dog stake, with 

one-hour braces, was won by Dual 
Champion Holley Haven Dutchess, 
owned and handled by Henry A. Holley- 
oak, Wayne, Mich., with Bonaire Doc, 
owned by William P. Yant and handled 
by Gretchen Yant, Murrysville, Pa., 
placing second. 

The futurity came next. This im- 
portant stake is judged along the lines 
of a derby in which class rather than 
bird work is the principal yardstick. 
What everyone looks for here is a young 
dog that eventually may develop into 
a world-beater. That’s just about what 


the winner looked like, too, plus the 
fact that in my estimation he put on 
the best exhibition of finished bird work 
at the trial. He was Dingo’s Little 
Mike, owned by George W. Wilson, 
Flint, Mich. Second-place dog was 
Meadowink Gretch, owned and handled 
by Gretchen Yant. 


Mae interest centered around the 
open all-age stake. While breed- 
ers are trying to produce a pointing dog 
for the walking hunter, this is a class 
stake of wide-ranging dogs intended to 
upbreed quality. I feel that the set-up 
would be improved if the handler was 
taken off his feet and put on horseback 
where he could watch his dog working 
heavy cover, reach him faster, and fol- 
low him wherever he roams. These are 
one-hour braces, and they present quite 
a problem for handlers who have more 
than one dog to run. 

Most of the riding gallery were cer- 
tain they had the winners picked when 
the last dog finished, but_the judges 
fooled them. After long consultation 
they came up with Field’ Champion 
Miste de Klemanor, owned by Walter 
B. Kleeman, Springfield, Ohio, and 
handled by Thomas W. Cox, in first 
place.

The springer trials focused attention 
on another phase of gun-dog work.

duck shooting. In these trials the dogs | 
were checked both on land and water. 

Unlike the procedure at pointing . 
trials, where blank pistols are shot over 
dogs, in these springer trials birds are 
killed and the dogs must mark and re- 
trieve them. Pheasants are liberated at 
regular intervals on the course and are 
shot by official guns, good marksmen, 
so that each dog has a fair chance to 
show what he can do. 

Under American Kennel Club rules, a 
dog can make his championship by ac- 
cumulating points. at.recognized.strials, 
but the major stake at Crab Orchard 
automatically awards the title to the 
winner because of qualification require- 
ments and the quality of the tests. 
There were 34 dogs in competition. 
Four land and one water series elimi- 
nated all but 15 finalists, and these 
worked a land-and-water series singly, 
instead of in braces, for closer obser- 
vation.

stick. He found thin mud, with hard 
sand underneath at a satisfactory four- 
foot depth. 

The Point was the nearest land. Elk 
Neck was two miles to the east, sepa- 
rating Elk River and Northeast River 
as they pour into the top of the Chesa- 
peake. Havre de Grace on the main- 
land was three miles west. Without 
boats, it would be a long swim home. 

Don chose the spot because of the 
bottom, the condition of low tide, and 
the large celery beds near by. Also, 
the wind direction meant ducks and 
geese ‘‘just had to trade between Car- 
penter Point and Elk Neck.’’

With Don remaining on the cruiser 
to break out body boots, guns, and 
shells, Henry and I putt-putted 400 
yards upwind in the skiff and dumped 
canvasback, redhead, bluebill, mallard, 
baldpate, and teal decoys until we had 
a stool of over 100. In the dim light we 
got our first real taste of the weather 
that was brewing for that January day. 

The wind came tearing across the 
Flats, carrying a hint of snow in its 
teeth, and foot-high waves slopped 
against the side of the skiff. The mar- 
row in my bones went gummy when I 
thought of stepping overboard into that 
frigid water—just to kill a few ducks. 
But Henry looked unworried. A heavy 
gust of wind sloshed water into the 
boat, splashing spray in our faces. 

“Boy, what a shooting day,” he said. 

We made it back to the cruiser a lot 
slower than on the trip out. In the 
snug cabin Don climbed into his Navy- 
surplus body boot, a rubberized foul- 
weather outfit. It went on over a few 
pairs of heavy woolen socks, full-length 
woolies, two pairs of warm trousers, 
a couple of hunting shirts, and a 
sweater. 

The suits cover all of the body, and 
sometimes the hands. A hood, tight- 
ened with drawstrings, protects the 
head and neck. In bluebird weather the 
hood can be removed. 

“Usually one man shoots at a time,” 
Don commented, slipping a white jacket 
and cap over his body boot. “But since 
this is your first try, I’m going to join 
you out there among the decoys.” 

“Suits me. Why the man in white?” 

“Better camouflage. Some guys pre- 
fer white only when it’s snowing, or 
when there’s drifting ice, but I think 
white is less disturbing to a duck than 
black.” 

The thin, black-rubber suit they bur- 
ied me in had been dabbed with white 
paint, much of which had since flaked 
off. Once it was zipped up under my 
chin, a couple of knee bends forced out 
the excess air that had puffed up 
around my neck. “Unless you get the 
air out of your suit,’”’ Don said, “you 
might float away with the tide.” 

We climbed off the mother boat into 
the skiff. I had wanted to put on more

The suit gave me a snug, warm 
feeling and my enthusiasm climbed. | 
A blotch of daylight lay over Elk Neck | 
when we spotted the first flight of can- | 
vasbacks. They were settling into a 
celery bed a few hundred yards away 
and behind them, high in the western | 
sky, a long streamer of ducks swerved | 
over the river and cut in across the 
A bunch of cans, redheads, and 
scaup had even pitched into the de- 
coys, and they took out on long, splat- 
tering runs as Henry weaved the boat 
to a hole left in the center of the stool. 

Henry cut the motor and tossed the 
anchor. “Let’s go,’’ Don said to me. 

He went over the side into waist- 
deep water, and I followed. I didn’t 
feel the cold—-just a slight water pres- 
sure and a certain buoyancy. 

“It takes about 10 minutes,” said Don,

) gr were brushing the edges of 
the decoys, then flaring up. Henry 
handed out the shooting stool and the 
shell pipe, and Don placed them. 

The shooting stool, made of a pipe 
and two wooden blocks, was pressed 
into the mud. The lower block serves | 
as a base, while the upper—adjustable 
—is used as a seat or as a rest for the | 
arms. Next to the stool stood the shell | 
pipe. This handy device consists of a 
tin container for two boxes of shells, at- 
tached to a wooden holder that goes | 
inside an upright length of two-inch | 
pipe. The pipe is painted white, but the 
shooting stool is not, because it’s usual- 
ly a few inches to a foot under water, 
depending on how it’s being used. 

At low tide, when there’s little water 
on the Flats, you must make yourself 
as inconspicuous as possible. So you 
kneel, cradling the shotgun in your | 
arms, and use the stool as a handy rest. 
During high water you lower the block | 
and sit on it. If you weren’t up to your 
neck in icy water, you’d be as com- | 
fortable as you'd be in a blind. 

We took positions on either side of | 
the shooting stool, facing downwind, | 
and Henry buzzed off for the cruiser. 
The wind stiffened our ears, and a 
party of gabbling geese rose on their | 
flight to near-by cornfields. 

Don said, “Scrooch down a little 
more. Water ought to be just under 
your armpits.” 

We half squatted, half knelt, with 
only the upper third of our bodies ex- 
posed.

suit, get cramps, or get punched in the 
peck by floating ice cakes. Or you 
might find yourself in real trouble be- 
cause of a bad combination of wind, 
tide, and swollen rivers. You never can 
tell what’s going to happen.” 

I grabbed the binoculars and glassed 
Henry. He was O.K. 

An hour later Don went out in the 
skiff and brought Henry back—along 
with his four-duck limit. I must have 
lost my head at sight of those cans and 
baldpates, because soon I was in the 
water again—alone with 100 bobbing 
decoys. 

The wind had shifted a little but in- 
creased in intensity. Now and then a 
wave splashed over my arms, and at 
least a gallon of water ran inside my 
suit. 

The ducks came even better than be- 
fore, but somehow something always 
went wrong with my performance. Once 
I swung on a bird and everything went 
black at the crucial moment — I'd 
turned my head, swinging with the 
duck, but the suit’s hood had remained 
stationary. I burned a dozen shells 
and never disturbed a pinfeather. It 
Was exasperating. Trying to get ac- 
customed to a rubberized suit, ignoring 
the cold, and swinging on feathered 
buzzbombs almost from a fish’s level 
was beginning to look like a great con- 
servation scheme. At least, that’s the 
way it looked to me.

Portable Duek Blinds 


ou can quickly make an effective, 

portable duck blind by fastening 
together the ends of a 12-foot strip of 
common woven-wire fence. In use, it’s 
set up in a circle around the hunter, 
and grass and rushes are woven into it. 
To change locations, just pick it up and 
walk away. 

A larger blind—for two or more men 
—works as well. Simply use more wire. 
For the added height and concealment 
necessary in goose hunting, weave in 
cornstalks instead of grass. 

Another simple portable blind for 
ducks and geese is a dull-colored trac- 
tor or beach umbrella with dead grass, 
weeds, or cornstalks placed around the 
edges and scattered over the top. It 
can be stuck up almost anywhere, ad- 
justs to height, and protects you from 
the weather.—W. A. Wilson.

weeks prior to your trip. Marlin fish- 
ing is not merely for the well-to-do; 
the average person can afford a few 
days of sport if he teams up with a 
group of four or five other anglers. 
That’s the usual procedure at Ocean 
City. 

A nice part of the fishing for marlin 
in these waters is that if they refuse 
your lure, there almost always are blue- 
fish, small tuna, bonita, dolphin, and 
other fish to hold your interest. 

Accommodations at Ocean City are 
ample, and there are many good eating 
places with sea food and fried chicken 
dinners. As one visitor remarked—‘“the 
eating at Ocean City is as good as the 
fishing.” 

Ocean City is 8 miles from Berlin, 
Md., and about 250 miles from New 
York City. While all charter boats 
carry spare tackle, it is advisable to 
bring your own, as that furnished by 
the charter boats is heavy. Also, tackle 
you’re used to gives more fun. 

On a typical trip, you leave the dock 
at dawn. Outriggers are used, and as 
you near the Jack Spot it’s likely that 
you take your first fish, perhaps a dol- 
phin. After taking a dozen assorted 
fish, you doubt there’s a marlin in the 
whole ocean. Then things happen fast. 
A marlin takes the squid and is all over 
the ocean with his sensational jumps. 
Perhaps twenty minutes later your 
marlin is boated, and you wonder how 
all that TNT can be wrapped up into 
just 50 lb—Sherman Lee Pruitt.
